In further reference to my despatch No. 145 of 
November 10th, referring to the present status of the negetia- 
tions for trade mark regulations in China, and te my statement 
that I hoped te-be able te submit to you a report by eur Cen- 
sular efficers on the number of American who had received” 
registration for their trade marks under the provisional regu- 
lations issued by China last year, I have now the honor to 
enclose copies of letters received from our Censuls General at 
Shanghai and Tientsin. 

Offices fer the registratien ef trade marks under the 
provisional regulations of last year were only epened, I believe 
at Shanghai and Tientsin. If others, of thich I have not 
learned were opened, it is practically certain that applicants 
for registration received everywhere the same treatment. It 
appears therefore that while a number of American firms in 
China made application under the terms of the provisional reg- 
ulations fer registration of their trade marks, said applica- 
tions were simply given sresteteuat record numbers in the

Sir: Under an Order in Council of the 2nd February, 1899, it is 
open to a foreigner whose trade-mark has been infringed by a British 
subject in China to take proceedings against the latter in the British 
Consular Court, aeaed | 

(1) That the consent in writing of His Majesty’s Minister or 
Chargé d’Affaires be obtained to the prosecution; but. 

(2) Such consent may be withheld unless His Majesty’s Minister 
or Chargé d’Affaires is satisfied that effectual provision exists for 
the punishment in Consular or other Courts in China of similar acts 
committed by the subjects of the State or Power of which such prose- — 
cutor is a subject. 

By correspondence with the French, German and Italian repre- 
sentatives in London, it has been ascertained that provision exists 
for the punishment in the Consular Courts of France, Germany, and 
Italy in China of citizens or subjects of those countries should they 
infringe British trade-marks, and the necessary. information has been 
given to His Majesty’s Representative in Peking and to the Repre- 
sentatives there of the three countries mentioned to enable them to 
carry out the arrangements desired by their Governments for the 
mutual protection of their trade-marks.

Whereas a Convention between the United States of America and 
the Empire of Japan, providing for legal protection in both countries 
in regard to copyright, was concluded ad signed by their respective 
Plenipotentiaries at Tokio on the tenth day of November, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and five, the original of which Convention being in 
the English and Japanese languages is word for word as follows: 

The President of the United States of America and his Majesty the 
Emperor of Japan being equally desirous to extend to their subjects 
and citizens the benefit of legal protection in both countries in regard 
to copyright, have, to this end, decided to conclude a Convention, and 
have appointed as their respective Plenipotentiaries: 

The President of the United States of America, Lloyd C.,Griscom, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States 
of America to Japan; and 

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, General Count Taro Katsura, 
Junii, First Class of the Imperial Order of the Rising Sun, Third 
Class of the Imperial Order of the Golden Kite, His Imperial Majesty’s 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs; | 

Who, having reciprocally communicated their full powers, found in 
yood and due Seren, have agreed as follows: 


ARTICLE I.

testing against the ambiguous terms this Viceroy is using in his 
proclamations to the people of Canton Province concerning the 
scope of the negotiations which he claims are pending with the 
United States for the revision of the Chinese exclusion treaty. 
By the introduction into public documents on this matter of 
phrases which tend to create among the Chinese the belief that 
the United States has to some extent, through the President, 
pledged itself to recall the laws excluding Chinese laborers, 
this Viceroy, who has unquestionably been showing sympathy with 
this agitation against us, and of whom I am therefore naturally 
suspicious, tends to raise hopes in the minds of the Chinese 
which are doomed to come to disappointment and to thereby in- 
crease the feeling of hostility against us.

Your Imperial Highness: 


I have the honor to call the attention of Your 


Imperial Highness to the unwarranted and mischievous statements 
of the Viceroy of the Two Kuang Provinceg both in his proclama- 
‘tion of November 4th regarding the boycott agitation in his 
provinces and in a recent dispatch to the American Consul 
General at Canton with reference to the same gubject. In the 
latter, date. November 14th, he says: 


"As to the boycott movement in general, the local authori- 
ties are able only to prevent gatherings and public speeches, 
and to forbit the printing and circulation of placards and in- 
flammatory and threatening literature. In regard to the prefer 
ences of the merchants as to which country's goods they will 
buy and as to the men with whom they will deal, that is in the 
power of every man to decide for himself. Most certainly 
they cannot be compelled by the force of authority to make a 
particular choice, Your Honor is thoroughly acquainted with 
the principles of things and certainly ought to see that this 
is as it should be. 

I have received your repeated communications to the effect 
that the President of the United States has issued a special 
proclamation requiring the favorable treatment of Chinese and 
has instructed Congress on its meeting in December of this year~»a 
to amend the oppressive laws prohibiting coolie (immigration). 
This gives me great pleasure, and, as the time is at hand, I 
only hope that you will communicate to your Government a detail- 
ed statement showing the importance of an early and peaceful 
adjustment of this matter, thus really fulfilling its promise 
to amend the laws. The boycott will then subside of itself 
without measures for its repression." | 


I have had occasion heretofore, on October Srd and October 
50th, to complain to Your Imperial Highness of the ill-concealed 


sympathy of the Viceroy at Canton with the boycott, and his

statement, quoted above, that merchants cannot be compelled by 
force to purchase goods of any particular nationality, is fur- 
ther proof of his unwillingness to suppress this anti-American 
movement. 

Americans have never asked that men be compelled by force 
to deal with them, but that the organized attempt to destroy 
their business by terrorizing those who wish to deal with them 
shall be suppressed. This the Viceroy can do, for it has 


already been done by other Viceroys, in whose jurisdiction 
trade has resumed its normal conditions. 

Even more mischievous, however, is the mis-statement of the 
Viceroy that the President has instructed Congress to change in 
December 1905 the oppressive laws regarding coolie immigration, 
and that the Consul General should report in detail to the 
Government and have it keep this promise, 

Your Imperial Highness knows well that the question of 
amending the laws with regard to the immigration of Chinese 
laborers has never been under discussion, China has never 
asked for it, nor has the President nor any responsible officer 
of the American Government ever promised it, The several 
drafts of the proposed Immigration Treaty, both those submitted 
by Your Highness' Government and those prepared by the Govern- 
ment of the United States, all recognize that the immigration 
of Chinese laborers into the United States is to be prohibited, 

Under no circumstances can that prohibition be removed, 

Complaints were made by China of the harsh treatment. of 
other classes of Chinese, and the President issued a proclama- 
tion directing that such persons should be treated with fairness — 
but in the same proclamation, sent you on August 28th, he ex- 
pressly declares that all skilled and unskilled laborers are 
prohibited coming to the United States, and that they must con- 
tinue to be strictly excluded. | 

As Your Highness well knows, the President of the United 
States cannot instruct Congress how it shall legislate; he can 
only recemnené legislatien. But he has never promised to rec- 
ommend any legislation changing the laws with regard to the im- 
migration of Chinese laborers. 

In the President's letter, an extract from which ‘was sent 


you on October S3lst, he declares that the American Government 


desires to treat China justly, but that he cannot tolerate any 
injustice from China. 

The Viceroy at Canton in his proclamation of November 4th 
1905 mis-quotes the statement of the President as to the desire 
of the American Government to treat China justly, and puts into 
his words a promise to give favorable treatment to Chinese per- 


sons coming to the United States, which can only cause Chinese 


laborers to believe that he has promised them admission, The 
Viceroy says further in the same proclamation, and without any 
authority whatever, that the President has promised to change 
the laws referred to. He thus by misrepresentation tries to 
pledge the American Government to a revision of the laws exclud- 
ing Chinese laborers, knowing that no such promise has been 
given and that his proclamation will awaken hopes that are 
doomed to disappointment. It would seem as though he were 
bent on making trouble between the two countries, The people 
of Canton are now asking for the admission of Chinese laborers 
to the United States, and in this are raising a question which 
has not been under discussion between our governments, and one, 
moreover, which cannot be a subject of discussion. Tet on 
reading the Viceroy's proclamation such people will be encourag- 
ed in the belief that their demands can be granted, which be- 
lief is wholly unwarranted. 

Such a misrepresentation as this may have the most serious 
consequences, and it is my duty to protest most emphatically 
against it. I have repeatedly said to Your Imperial Highness 
both in our interviews with regard to the proposed Treaty of 
Immigration and in my despatches on the same subject that the 
United States Government would insist upon the absolute prohi- 
bition of the immigration into its territories of Chinese labor- 
ers, and I wish to state again distinctly that no such promise 


as is implied in the Viceroy's despatch and in his proclamation 


that the law respecting coolie immigration will be changed, has 
ever been made by the Government of the United States, and that 
no'’such promise will be made. 
This action of the Viceroy can only be construed as one 
decidedly unfriendly to the United States. 
His neglect hitherto to suppress the anti-American agita- 
tion has already, apparently, resulted in one horrible massacre, 
and so long as he issues proclamations which misrepresent the 
attitude of the United States and bases his orders tothe popue- 
lace to avoid violence upon promises never made by the American 
Government, and so long as he continues to wink at the boycott 
and excuses himself with such irrelevant statements as that the 
authorities cannot by force compel men to buy American goods, 

so long we may expect to see disorder continue in his Provinces 
and to hear of further outrages upon American citizens, 

Indeed, I am already in receipt of reports of further ate 
tacks upon American missions, and these reports confirm me in 
the belief that the Viceroy's obedience to’ the Imperial Edict 
is wholly perfunctory and that his real attitude is well under- 
stood by the people. 

I have already more than once informed Your Imperial High- 
ness that the American Government will hold the Imperial Govern- 
ment of China responsible for all damages, pecuniary or other- 
wise, resulting from this unreasonable attack upon American 
trade, I repeat this statement once more, and I have the ) 
honor to assure Your Imperial Highness that my Government is 
thoroughly bn earnest in the intention thus expressed.

Memorandum of Conversation be- 


~ tween H.E. Na-t'ung, Associate 
President of the Board of Foreign 
Affairs, the Hon. W. W. Rockhill, 
American Minister, = at the Yamen 


of Poreign Affairs, Dec. 4, 1905. 


Mr. Re=- I have called this afternoon to discuss an old 
question with Your Excellency: that of the boycott of American 
goods in the Two Kuang Provinces, In a recent despatch con- 
cerning this subject, written to the American Consul at Canton, 
by the Viceroy, the latter made some mis-statements which might 
lead to serious consequences, His language is sometimes 
vague and sometimes ambiguous, and cannot but be mis-leading. 


N.- Have you prepared any statement in writing? 


R.- I have a despatch with me which I will leave with Your 
Excellency when I have done with the few remarks I wish to make. 
In his despatch (and a recent proclamation) the Viceroy 
raises a question which has not been under discussion between 
our two Governments, intimating that the laws prohibiting the 
immigration of Chinese laborers into the United States are to 
be amended, His attitude toward this question makes me be- 
lieve that he does not sympathize with the purpose of the Im- 

perial Government to suppress the boycott. This belief is 
strengthened by the tone of various letters which I have receiv- 
ed from the South, reporting speeches and articles originating 
with the Chinese people of that region, which show that they 
believe that the laws prohibiting the immigration of Chinese 
laborers into the U.S. are to be amended. 


N.- The Viceroy is responsible for good order in his Prov- 
inces and would not dare to oppose the central government, 
Besides, he has issued proclamations warning the people against 
disorder and urging the abandonment of the boycott. 


R.- That is quite true, and so far as the last proclamation 
is concerned his language is sufficiently strong in its prohi- 
bition of disorder, but he mis-represents the attitude of the 
American Government, implying that it has promised to admit 
Chinese laborers aswell as other Chinese to the United States. 
In his despatch to the Consul General he says that the Presi- 
dent has ordered Congress to change the laws with regard to the 
admission of Chinese laborers. I have quoted several state- 
ments from his despatch and proclamation in the note which I am 
leaving with Your Excellency. 


N.- Let me see the note. 
(Mr. R. hands it to him, and he reads.) 


N.= Who are the other Viceroys referred to? 


R.- His Excellency Ylttian, in particular, and in a lesser 
degree His Excellency Chou Fu has also succeeded in suppressing 
the boycott. 


N.- Yes; Chou Fu has done very well at Shanghai. 


(After reading the statement that the Viceroy had mis- 
quoted the President's language regarding the desire of the 
American Government to treat China justly, he consulted the 
Proclamation, ) 


N.- The ‘Viceroy's language can hardly be called a mis-quo- 
tation. His statement that the President has agreed to change 
the hars\laws refers simply to the expression used by the Presi- 
dent that the American Government desired to treat China justly, 
and the statement of the Viceroy that the President had agreed 
to favorable treatment of Chinese going to the United States 
does not necessarily imply that laborers going to the United 
States would receive such treatment. He does not use the word 
"laborers", | 


R.- It is true that he does not use the word ‘laborers’, 
but the expression “Chinese going to the United States" does 
not exclude laborers and no one can affirm that Chinese laborers 

might not proceed thither, basing their hope of admission upon “ 
this statement of the Viceroy. His language is misleading. 


N.- I do not think the Chinese laborers will misunderstand 
it. 

R.- I hardly think the Chinese laborers of Canton are so 
intelligent as not to be mislead by it. I feel sure that, if 
such a proclamation were to be issued in the United States 
people would be apt to interpret it in harmony with their own 
desires, and read into it the meaning which they might desire 
to find there. 


N.- But in all discussions in regard to the admission of 
Chinese into the United States a clear distinction has been 
made between laborers and other classes, and when laborers are 
referred to they are mentioned specifically. The words 
"Chinese persons" are well understood to refer only to other 
classes. It is true that if they were referred to as going 
to other countries no such distinction would be made, but in 
reference to the United States the distinction would be made, 


R.- I do not know a great deal about the Chinese written 
language, ‘but I do know that, if one wants to be clear and defi- 
nite, he can make himself so, and that if he wants to be ambigu- 
ous, it is easy to be so in Chinese. 


N.=- The Viceroy's language is rather comprehensive, but 
it is customary in proclamations to quote loosely, giving the : 
general sense, I do not think any fault can be found with the ' 
Viceroy's proclamation. 


R.- The time is a very critical one, Congress will meet 7, 
day after tomorrow, and the President will undoubtedly lay the 
question before it, but it may require a great deal of time to 
secure legislation, and, if the people have been mislead by the 
Viceroy's statements, they may grow restive when they see their 
hopes unfulfilled, and serious consequences may result. It 
is not a time for vagueness or ambiguity; all official procla- 


mations should be expressed in clear terms. If it were not 
for the fact that the people of Canton have been demanding the 
admission of laborers I would not attach so much importance to 
the Viceroy's misstatement, but he seems to be supporting their 
contention, and too much care cannot be taken in the matter. 

I knew the Viceroy many years ago, when he was Governor of Shan- 
si, and I have watched his career with admiration. I have 

noted with what a strong hand he put down the rebellion in 
Kuanghsi, and I know that he is a man of great abilities and 
strong character, and that if he really desires anything accom- 
plished he can accomplish it. If he really desired to suppress 
the boycott, he could have done so long ago. That he has not 
done so proves to me his sympathy with the movement. His am- 
biguous language in his despatches and proclamations seems to 
indicate the same thing. 


N.- The Viceroy is responsible for the proper administra- 
tion of his Provinces, and I do not think he would be so foolish 
as to get himself into trouble, I shall show vrour despatch 
to the Prince and talk the matter over with him. Probably a 
note will be sent to the Viceroy cautioning him and directing 
him to be more explicit in the future, 


the sympathy of the Viceroy at Canton with the boycott. In the 
Vinister's despatch to the Foreign Office of the 4th December 
(enclosed in above despatch) he accuses the Viceroy of making 
nischievous misstatements as to the President's attitude, cal- 
culated to lead Chinese laborers to expect to be admitted to the 
United States, the disappointment of which expectation (which is 
inevitable) may have serious consequences. 


The Viceroy seems to be, from the Minister's despatch to 


the Foreign Office, holding the boycott over American trade as 
a lever to secure free immigration of laborers. This appears 
plainly from his letter to the U. S. Consul-General at Canton. 
Mr. Rockhill says to the Foreign Office: * His neglect hitherto 
to suppress the anti-American agitation has already, aprarently, 
resulted in” horrible massacre " and adds that so long as the 
Viceroy.continues in his present course of winking at the boy- 
cott and excusing himself with irrelevant statements, disorders 
and further outrages on Americans are to be expected. 

To use such language to the Chinese Government and then 
to follow it up in no way is the worst possible policy. It in- 
dicates the acquiescence of the U. S. Government in the con- 
dition of things as painted by its own representative. 

The recent instructions to Mr. Rockhill stating that the 


question of demanding the Viceroy's degradation would be held 


in consideration, pending the result of the Viceroy's alleged 
efforts to @stablish good relations with America, seem further 
justified by this despatch.

“: As a further acknowledgement of the Department's 
instruction No. 39 of August 14th, 1905, concerning the 
Claim of C. J. Bray for losses sustained in December, 1903, 
while working on the Canton-Hankow Railway, I have the 
honor to submit the following: 

On October 5, 1904, my predecessor, Mr. Conger received 
the enclosed petition dated Manila, September 15, 1904, 
from Charles H. Pearsall, C. H. Windsor, Frank M. Kay,. 

C. H. Bray and Charles B, Bailey, in reference to a claim 


for damages alleged to have been sustained by them in the 


month of December, 1903, while employed by the American- 
China Development Company on the construction of the rail- 
way from Canton to Hankow, and for which they held that 
the Chinese Government was responsible. 

Under date of October 12, 1904, Mr. Conger wrote Messrs 
Pearsall et alii, informing them that he had referred the 
matter to Mr. F. D. Cheshire, Consul General in charge at 
Canton, for investigation and such action in their interest 
as the facts in the case might warrant. | 

Under date of February 2, 1905, Mr. Cheshire replied to 
the instruction of Mr. Conger, his conclusion being that

he had "wery little hope of the Viceroy ever recognizing 
'the liability of the Chinese Government in the matter... 
The case has been dragging on for such a long time, and 
as the claimants are now scattered all over the globe it 
seems to me, under the circumstances, that there is very 
‘Little hopes of getting the claims paid." 

Under date of April 4, 1905, Mr. Coolidge, thesCharge 


d'Affaires at Peking, wrote to Messrs. Pearsall et alii, 


informing them that he had received the above mentioned 
report from Mr. Cheshire and also a more recent one from 
Mr. Lay, the present Consul General, "whd are of the opin- 
ion, in which I concur, that this is not a case to be 
pressed.” 

From information recently supplied this Legation by Mr.

Sir:- 

Having failed to obtain from our Consul General at 
Canton, Mr. Robert M. McWade, that active assistance to 
which we believe ourselves entitled, in the collection of 
Certain claims we hold against the Chinese Government, we 
take the liberty of submitting to you the following facts 
relative to the eccurrences upon which these claims are 


based, and respectfully requesting your aid in obtaining 


from the Chinese Government an early disposition of the 


matter. 


In the month of December 1903 we were employed on the 


road force of the company constructing what is commonly 


known as the Canton-Hankow Railway. The nature of our 


work necessitated our living along the line of read in house 


beats anchored in the various streams intersécting the coun- 


try. During the month aforesaid, and especially on the 


13th day thereof, there occurred numerous riots ‘upon and in 


the neighborhood of the right of way of the railroad, direc- 


ted against the force employed in its construction, and par- 


ticularly against all foreigners, As a result of these 


disturbances we were forced toe flee for our lives and aban- 


don our personal belongings to the mob of fanatics who pur- 


sued us. When the disorder was finally gotten under con- 
trel by Chinese troops dispatched to the scene for that pur- 


: gy we SH. that every article of our clothing and ether 
property had been either destroyed or carried away 
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by the rioters, and we were left with only what we wore. 
The guards stationed along the line by the Chinese Govern- 
ment were inefficient, in fact totally worthless except in 
large numbers, Many of their guns were antiquated and 
worthless, and even in cases where they were properly armed 
and equipped it required such length of time to transport 
them to the scenes of the various riots that the mob had 
usually accomplished its purpose hours before the arrival 
of the troops. Several of your petitioners had narrow 
escapes from death at the hands of the rioters, and that 
they escaped at all was due to the faithfulness of some of 


the Chinamen employed upon the road, 


We filed our claims with Mr. McWade some nine months ago, 


but have been unable to get from him any further satisfac- 
tion than the formal statement that, when His Excellency 
Viceroy Tsen, or the Imperial Chinesé Government settles 
these claims he (McWade) will pay us. It is no violent 
assumption to conclude that His Excellency, if let alone, 
will see fit to settle these claims - never. If, on the 
other hand, our Consular representative had shown a proper 
spirit in the matter, and explained to His Excellency that, 
after allowing a reasonable time for the investigation of 
these claims, the United States Government, through its 
Consul General, would insist upon their adjustment, or that 
some good and sufficient reason be furnished by the Chinese 
Government for their non-payment, we have no doubt that the 
matter would have been closed six months ago. We are ine 
formed, and believe, that the claims of the American Company 
at that time constructing the railread, said claims amount- 
ing to about $60,000.00, and which arose out of the same 
disturbances, have teen long since settled. But even 
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should this information be incorrect and those claims are 
still in process of adjustment, the explanation of the delay 
would probably be found in their complicated nature and the 
time required for investigation; as compared to them the 
total of our claims is insignificant, the amount a mere 
bagatelle to the Chinese Government, but to us individually 
a very large sum; the evidence is not clomlicated, consist- 
ing of sworn statements from us (prepared according to the 
directions of Mr. McWade) to the effect that we were at the 
time of the riots possessed of certain personal property 
and that the same was destroyed by the rioters,- these state- 
ments have never been controverted, nor have we ever been 
called upon for additional proof; in our declarations of loss 
we named witnesses as to the truth of our statements, but, as 
far as we can learn, these witnesses have never been interro- 
gated, nor any other steps taken toward the collection of ‘ 
these claims, We, of course, assume that the claims have 
been presented by Mr. McWade to the Chinese Government, or 
its representative at that point. 

We have written to Mr. McWade time and again requesting 
information as to the liklihood of an early settlement of 
the claims, only to be met with the stereotyped reply that 
when the claims were paid we would be paid, until now being 
convinced of \our helplessness and his indifference of the 
matter, we address this petition to you as his superior, and 
respectfully ask that he be urged to take some action that 
will indicate to his excellency The Viceroy, that the United 
States Government takes at least sufficient interest in its 
citizens to make a protest against their rights being longer 
ignored in the manner His Excellency has adopted in this case.

In compliance with the instruction contained in 

your No. 2624 of date the 12th of October, 1904, I brought 
to the attention of the Viceroy's representativee the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer=- the claims of certain Americans employed 
on the ‘Canton-Hankow Railway for indemnification for destruc- 
tion of their property during some rioting which occurred at 
Chai Ben in the month of December, 1903: See my despatch No. 
683, of date November 15th, 1904, which forms enclosure l. 

To this communication I received on the 2lst of December 
last a reply from the Viceroy, through his representative the 


Provincial Treasurerfrom which you will see that he refuses 


to admit the claim made for compensation, as the statements of 


the claimants vary with those of Taotai Li and others who 
reported on the case. 

Yesterday I had a long talk with Taotai Li about this 
case, and he confirmed all he said in his report to the Vice- 
roy, and is ef the opinion that the Chinese Government is in 
no way responsible for the losses alleged by the claimants. 
He declares that the boats occupied by the foreign workmen 
were not touched during the trouble, and is at a loss to un- 
destand how the men could have lost the property they claim. 
He also referred to the boats occupied by Chinese prostitutes 


and it may be that some of the property belonging to the men 
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may have been kept there. 


I may say that I have very little hope of the Viceroy 
ever recognizing the gkakm liability of the Chinese Govern- 
ment in the matter. 

The unfortunate thing in this case is, that the whole 
matter was not taken up at the very beginning and tried by a 
joint tribunal - the U.S.Constl General and the Chinese offi- 
cials sitting together, when the evidence of all concerned 
could have been taken in open court and a decision rendered.

The men were living in house-boats along the railway line 
which was being constructed, and when the riot occurred they 
were compelled to flee for their lives and abandon their per- 
sonal belongings to the mob who pursued them, When quiet 
was restored and they returned to their work they found that 
every article of clothing and personal property had either 
been destroyed or carried away by the rioters. 

Several of the men had narrow escapes from death at the 
hands of the rioters, and that they escaped at all was due 
to the faithfulness of some of the Chinamen employed on the 
road. Nothing whatever has been done to settle these cases 
although they have been before your excellency for a long 
time, and I now bring them to your excellency's notice and 
request that action may be taken in the premises. 
I may call Your Excellency's attention to the fact that 


Similar cases have occurred in the United States, where the 


Chinese who have suffered, notably at Rock Springs, have been 
indemnified by the United States Government.

Chai Bin, I duly instructed Taotai Bi of the Chinese Depart- 
ment of Railways, and the Magistrate of the Nam Ho district 
to investigate the matter. Later I received a report from 
them: "that the rioters did not trouble the boats of the 
foreign workmen and that the mateshed which was burned down 
contained only some small pieces of timber left from the 
materials used for the building of bridges. The foreign 
workmen never lived in the said mate-shed nor had they any 
personal effects stored there; hence they did not lose at all 
any money, clothes, etc. They also stated that as to the 
boats occupied by Chinese girls (prostitutes) the foreign 
workmen should not have been there, and no matter if they had 
money, etc., in keeping in the said boats, it was very diffi- 
cult for them to do anything for the said foreign workmen in 
the matter." I could not therefore grant the request of your . 
predecessor in the matter and instruct the authorities to 


indemnify the workmen for the alleged lossed. This decision

and the above report was duly communicated to your predecessor 


for his information. 

Subsequently I received another communication from your 
predecessor stating that in regard to the personal effects 
belonging to Americans, which were carried away or destroyed 
by rioters at Chai Bin, the matter had been arbitrated. He 
also enclosed the sgward of the arbitrators which fixed the 
amount of the losses at the lowest figure, and he requested. 
that. the same be paid. At the time, I again instructed the 
officials of the Chinese Department of Railways to investigate 
and take actien/in the matter. | Later I received another re- 
port from them stating "re the riot of tho (native workmen at 
Chai Bin, where the rioters burned down a mat-shed used for 
the storing of timber, they had reported to me thoroughly in 
regard to the matter in their various reports; that it is true 
that -an hiherereter was in league with the head workman and 
they made an unreasonable demand for an increase of their 
wages, hence trouble arose and a disturbance followed, and 
they burned down a mat-shed used for the storing of timber, 
injured some guards who were trying to stop the disturbance 
and arrested three prostitutes, but they were fortunately set 
at liberty. Twelve rioters were arrested at various times 
who were turned over ¢he to the Sub-Prefect of Fat Shan and 
they declared at the trial that they had never attacked the 
foreign employees of the railway at all; that as to the matter : 
of the compensation decided by the arbitrators, the said of- 
ficials had enquired from the engineers of the section of ) 
Chai Bin, Mr. Farm and Mr. Ang Kwai Yu about the losses, who 
Stated that money, clothes, etc. which were kept in thebeats 
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were lost; that when quiet was restored the foreign employees 
falsely filed their claims with the American Consul General 
and the amount was very large; that it is evident that they 
availed themselves of the occasion to aviriciously demand an 
indemnity; that at the time the disturbance was going on they 
were diligently protected by the guards, and the rioters did 


not reb the boats the workmen were occupying, and that as to 


the statement of Mr. Farm and Mr. Ang Kwai Fu that money, 
clothes, etc., were lost, it is difficult to express an opin-

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the 
Legations despatch No. 2805 of the lst instant, and in re- 
ply to your inquiry as to whether the Chinese authorities 
agreed to submit the Chai Bin matter to arbitration and 
then refused to abide by the result, I beg to state that I 
learn from Mr. Cheshire that the soecalled arbitration re- 
ferred to was not an arbitration in the true sense of the 
term, agreed to by all the parties concerned, with the un- 
derstanding that they would abide by the award rendered. 

The claims presented by the railway employees were ex- 
amined by a Colonel Pinkston and some others in the employ 
of the railroad company, and a report was preserted, which 
Mr. NcWade was pleased to term "The Arbitration Report". 
Mr. McWade, in writing to the Chinese authorities asking 
payment of the claims, referred to the amounts fixed by the 
arbitrators, hence the reference made to “amounts awarded 
by arbitration" in the communication from the Viceroy.

It will “he seen from Inclosure, No.2, Regulations 1 and 2, 
that it haa been definitely decided to establish a currency in 
three metals; gold, silver, and copper. As time was needed, how- 
ever, to determine the question of the weight and fineness of 
the proposed gold and silver coins, the Government last August 
resolved to begin with the minting of the subsidiary copper 
coinage, and an Edict to that effect was issued om Aug.22. Pre- 
vious to that date, however, the provincial mints with the ap- 
proval of the Throne had already been issuing copper coins for 
some time, and, although these coins were of varying weights 
and degrees of fineness, they were allowed to remain im cireu- 
lation, as were also the debased cash of the old system, but 
the provineial mints were ordered in future to make the copper 
coins of waiform weight, quality and design, according to the 
rules laid down for the Central Vint, (Vide Inclosure No.1, pa- 
ges 1, 2, and 3, and Regulation 2.) 

These new copper coins are worth intrinsically only about 
two-fifths of their face value, and, while they have found pret- 
ty géneral aceéptance on account of the scarcity of cash, som 
é6presition to their exchange at the legal rate is now begin- 
fing to be shown, Decausé in places’ the Supply seems te ve too 

gPeat. Last week the caéh shops of Pao-ting Fu in this province 
@lésed their doors for five days rather than take the toins at 
the official valuation, The foréign merchahts at Shanghai oall-

ed attention to this danger some months ago, and the Chinese 


Government was duly warned, It now sees the necessity for ac- 


tion, and has ordered the suspension of copper minting for the 


present, (Vide Inelosure, No.5.) 


Efforts were made to confine the circulation of the provin- 
cial copper coins to the provinces issuing them, but despite 
the Imperial Edict to this effect, the Viceroy at Canton prayed 
for permission to export his coins to Shanghai and other porte, 
claiming that his provinces needed exceptional treatment. His 
request was refused, but his neighbor, the Viceroy at Foochow, 
endeavored without permission to ship large quantities of his 
coppers to Shanghai and Chefoo, which were seized by the Cus- 
toms, and this incident led to the order for the punishment of 
those concermed, (Vide Inclosure, No.6.) The profit on these 
coins is so great that the temptation to evade the Edicts is 
more than ordinary Chinese official nature can resist, and the 
provincialism which exists everywhere in China makes the offi- 
cers of one viceroyalty utterly indifferent to the confusion 
which their acts may occasion elsewhere. 

After three months deliberation the Financial Commission de- 
termined to recommend that the standard silver coin be made the 
equivalent of one K'u-p'ing tael. (Vide Inclosure, No.3) This 
Was appreved by Imperial Edict on Nov.19th, (Vide Inclosure, No. 
4.) But while this coin is to be called a "K'u-p'ing tael” and 
the law makes it exchangeable for a true K'u-p'ing tael of sil- 
ver, its intrinsic value is somewhat less, notwithstanding the 
declaration of the Commission that the intrinsic value of the 
standard coin should agree with its nominal value, The K'‘'u- 
p'ing tael ieatadnn 99.8 parts of pure silver. The new coin 
will contain but 96 parts, the difference being charged to the 
cost of miriting, and the Commission expresses the velief that 
if the Govertiment will accept it freely in exchange for the K'u- 
p'ing tael, the tiérchafits will be glad to do the same in order

to avoid the annoyance attending the testing of silver sycee 


and the discount for lack of touch etc, It does not seem like- 
ly, however, that the people will take kindly to this over-val- 
uation of the new coin. It would seem to work hardship te cred- 
itors who have sums due them according to contract in K'u-p'ing 
taels, and who are now required to receive in discharge of old 
as well as new debts one tael coin in lieu of a K'u-p'ing tael 
of silver, They must thus lose 3,8% of their dues, Fdicts have 
not been able to enforce such regulations in the past, and it 

is improbable that this will prove an exception. 

Unfortunately there are no bankers connected with the Conm- 
mission, and there is not a single member of the Commission 
who has had the financial training needed for this sort of work. 

Despite the earnest efforts of Hon.J.W.Jenks to persuade the Chi- 
nese Government to engage expert assistance, the Commission has 
preferred to take its own course, and seems destined to render 
worse confounded the confusion already existing with regard to 
the currency, 

But, if it will be difficult to compel the people to accept 
the new silver standard coin, it will certainly be more diffi- 
cult to unload upon them the paper notes which are to be circu- 
lated with it, It is provided (Inclosure 3, Regulation 4.) that 
when a sufficient amount of the new coins shall have been mint- 
ed to inaugurate the system, an equal amount in paper shall al- 
so be issued, There is no provision as yet to retain any silver 
in the Treasury to secure tnese notes, and no arrangement for 
their redemption beyond the bare statement that when a suffi- 
cient number of the new coins shall have been minted they will 

replace all other forms of money. Former issues of paper money 
by the Chinese Government have been repudiated, and the people 
will be slow to accept these notes unless substantial guaran- 
ties are given for their redemption. 

When the time shall arrive for the inauguration of the sys- 


tem

tem, the Government will determine what proportion of any debt 
may be paid in the new silver, what proportion in paper money, 
and what proportion in the present silver dollars, sycee, etc. 
It thus appears that the present mixed currency is to continue 
in circulation for some time to come along with the new coins. 


Further coinage of silver dollars is apparently to be stopped, 


, 
but no provision is made as yet for the eventual removal of 


these various silver coins from circulation. It may be doubted 
whether they can be driven from circulation so long as there is 
no check placed upon the importation of Mexican and Hongkong 
dollars, and as the present commercial treaties provide that 

no import duty may be levied upon gold and silver bullion or 
coin, a revision of these treaties may first be required in or- 
der to secure the uniformity in the currency which is desired, 

Although a gold coinage is provided for, its introduction 
is for the present postponed. (Vide Inclosure ,No.3, page 2.) 
Professor Jenks’ suggestion that the gold value of the silver 
coins be fixed and guarantied from the start was not accepted, 
and nothing has been done toward fixing the rate of exchange 
between the silver and the proposed gold coins, 

Even the rate of exchange between the copper coins and the 
new silwer currency has not yet been decided; the Commission 
states that this will be done after the provincial mints shall 
have made the reports required of them. (Inclosure, No.3, Reg- 
ulation 3,) 

On the whole the new system, so far as developed at present, 
can hardly be said to meet the requirements of Article XIII of 
the Treaty of 1903 between the United States and China, which 
provides that China shall provide for "a uniform national coin- 
age which shall be legal tender in payment of all duties, tax-~-

Regulaténs proposed to secure the re- 
form of the Currency and the intro- 
duction of a Uniform Coinage throughout 
all the Provinces of the Empire,

We, Your Majesties’ Ministers, in the Fourth Moon of last 


year ( May-June,1904) received an Imperial Edict, directing us 
to establish a Central Mint for the coinage of silver and cash 
with a view to the reform of the currency, and thereupon at once 
established such a mint at the port of Tientsin, and bought ma- 
chinery. This machinery has now been erected and an experiment 
made in the minting of copper coins, the operations in connec~- 
tion with which have already been reported in a separate memor- 
ial, But, coinage having thus begun at the Central Mint, it 
becomes necessary at once to establish uniform regulations as 
to minting to be enforced in all the provinces,, in the hope 
that the purpose of the Court to reform the currency, enrich 
the State and benefit the people may be fulfilled, 

The sarst minting of silver coins in China was undertaken in 
Kuangtung with the object of supplanting the foreign dollars 
and making good the deficiency in the volume of the copper cash, 
Afterwards the provinces of Hupeh, Kiangnan, Chihli, Chekiang, 


Anhui, Fengt'ien (Moukden), and Kirin successively bought mint- 


ing machinery and proceeded to coin, but the coins minted dif- 
fered seiReevehiz among themselves in weight and fineness, and 
even coins from the same mint lacked uniformity, so that the 
people made aiueiactiens. The coins of one province, too, were 
umable to circulate in another, and thus they were less satis- 
factory than the Mexican dollar which circulated generally 
throughout the north and south. Recently there has been added 
& minting of copper coins because of the shortage in the ordi- 
nary cash, The eireulation of these has found favor among the 
People and the profit from minting them has been very great. 
The variotis provinéés thefefore have vied with ene another 


in

in asking permission te coin, and there has been no end of con- 
fusion as a result. Because of this emulation, too, recently 
the prices of thdmachinery, copper and lead have risen, and the 
worth’of the copper coins has depresiated . And, if they are 

to go om, each coining for its own use, each having its own way, 
perhaps the price of copper will still further rise, and the 
value of the cash still further depreciate and after a few years 
the demand for the new coins will be fully supplied and their 
circulation will not be easy, and there will be gradually a loss 
on the capital invested, Moreover in the new commercial treat- 
ies there is an article providing that a uniform currency shall 
be adopted. But, if each province shall be allowed to adopt 

its own they will probably get a long way from fulfilling the 
intention to have a uniform curgency. We find that in most 
countries the gold, silver, and copper coins in use are all 
coined at one mint, and the départment of the Government hav- 
ing direction of the matter will make investigation of the con- 
ditions of the market, and when the amount of money in circu- 
lation is insufficient, minting is undertaken to increase it, 
and, if there is too much, the minting is stopped, temporarily. 
Thus they are able to maintain the parity of exchange,,and avoid 
constant fluctuation. 

The Chinese Empire is very large and its population numerous 
so that one mint will probably not be sufficient, and we pro- 
pose in addition to the Central Mint established by the Finan- 
cial Commission to permit four others which have proved most ef- 
ficient in their work, those of Tientsin, Nanking, Waehang and 


Canton to become branch mints for the coinage of silver. 

As to the coinage of copper, the demand in the provinces is 
not yet supplied, and the mints already established will not be 
interfered with. For the present they will be allowed to contin- 
ue coining (copper pieces), but in accordance with the memor- 
fal already submitted by the Board of Revenue no addition of 


new mints will be allowed, and we, Your Ministers must be per- 


mitted

mitted to imspect the weight and fineness of the coins, which 
must be mukiuxmx issued at a uniform rate without any variation. 


Should any ome not comply with these regulations now submitted, 


on the one hand the mint concerned will be closed, and on the 
other the’offieial in charge will be impeached. Investigation 
must be made from time to time of the coinage in the provinces 
to determine whether or not the supply equals the demand, If 

the supply be sufficient, upon investigation of the facts by 
this Board, orders will be issued to suspend for a time the 
minting in the provinces concerned, and such orders must be com- 
plied with; there must be no disobedience under the pretext that 
coins are needed to meet payments due. In this way we shall a- 
void complaints of an over-issue, and we may hope that these 
mints being thus united under one authority will not be less 
advantageous than the use of one alone. 

Your Ministers reverently make these suggestions and submit 
herewith ten regulations, which , if after inspection Your Ma- 
jesties approve of them, we shall notify the provincial author- 
ities to observe. 

Reverently submitted with a prayer for the instructions of 
Their Majesties, the Empress Dowager and the Emperor, as to

1. In order to carry out the present desire for the reform 
of the currency and the issue of a uniform coinage, it is pro- 
posed to request that the coinage of silver, after the weight 
and fineness of the coins shall have been decided upon and sanc- 
tioned , shall be allowed only to the Central Mint and the four 
branch mints at Tientgin, Nanking, Canton, and Wuchang, The 
Central Mint shall furnish the dies and the weight, fineness, 
and designs shall be uniform, Every time an issue is ordered, 
a number of the coins must be selected and forwarded together 
to the Financial Commission and the Board of Revenue, who sahil 
appoint chemical experts to make analysis of them to determine 
whether or not they are up to the standard in fineness and 
weight. No wariation of more than one per cent. will be allow- 
ed, If the coins are not up to the mark, the whole lot minted 
must be re-melted and re-minted, and the several officials in 
charge shall be severally impeached, The Central Mint shall be 
under the direct management of the Financial Commission, and the 
said Financial Commission and the Board of Revenue shall se- 
lect and appoint honest and capable officials to proceed to the 


branch mints at Tientsin., Nanking, Canton, and Wuchang, to make 


inspection, so as to secure proper attention. 


2. More leniency may be shown comparatively in the matter of 
coining copper than in that of minting silver, and it is propos- 
ed that the provincial mints already in operation be allowed for 
the present to go on with their minting, but they shall be al- 
lowed to use only the machinery already on hand; no further ma- 
chinery may be added to increase the out-put. As for those prov-

inces, which have not yet submitted memorials upon the subject 


and received the Imperial Consent to the establishment of such 
mints, they shall not be permitted hereafter to request it. 

The fineness of the copper coins to be minted shall be 95% 
pure copper and 5% zinc, Those who desire to use instead of the 
zine one per cent, of “tien-t‘ung” tin may be permitted to do so 
The weight of the coins shall ve viz. Twenty-cash piece four 
mace, K*u-p'ing scales; ten-cash piece, two mace K'u-p'ing ; 
five-cash piece, one mace K'u-p'ing; two-cash piece, four can- 
dareens, K'u-p'ing, The matrices shall be furnished by the Board 
of Revenue, and the coinage shall be exactly like that of the 
Central Mint, except that on the obverse one character shall be 
added to indicate the province in which the coin is issued, so 
as to facilitate examination. Every time an issue of coins is 
made, samples shall be sent to the Financial Commission and the 
Board of Revenue for assay, and the Financial Commission and 
the Board of Revenue shall from time to time select and appoint 
suitable officials to inspect the mints. If it shall appear | 
that any are not complying with the Regulations adopted, fur- 
ther coining by the said mint shall at once be suspended, and 


orders issued to call in and destroy the coins issued within 
a fixed time, 


5, The minting of coins is for the convenience of the people 
If, therefore, too many twenty-cash and ten-cash pieces be made, 
the people will not be able to divide them when they wish to 
make small purchases, and this will be very inconvenient. There- 
fore the Regulations adopted by the Central Mint of the Board 
of Revenue provide that a sufficient supply of five-cash and 
two-cash pieces shall be minted. It is now proposed to fix a 
definite rule, that at all the provincial mints the coins mint- 
ed each day shall be in the following proportion;- ten-cash 
pisces, five-tenths of the whole number; five-cash pieces, two- 
tenths 6f the whole number, and two-cash pieces also two-tenths 
of th® whole number, and twenty-@&sh pieces but one-tenth.The

demand for coins smaller than the two-cash piece shall be sup- 
plied by the use of the old cash in circulation, 


4. The number of the coins to be minted must be determined 
by @ careful consideration of the supply and demand; only so 
will it be possible to maintain their value. If the out-put is 
increased from day to day and they daily depreciate in value, 
the merchants who have a large supply on hand will suffer con- 
siderable loss, and that which was intended to be a benefit to 
the people becomes an injury to them. Hereafter in all the 
provinces which are minting these coins orders must be issued te 
the official cash bureau and assay office to make an investiga- 
tion of the conditions of the market and fix the rate (of ex- 
change) and firmly insist upon the issue and receipt of the 
coins at this rate, so as to inspire confidence, and the var- 
ious demominations of copper coins shall be uniformly exchanged 
for their face value in the ordinary cash. Mercantile guilds 
shall not be allowed to interfere with the circulation by chare- 
ing a discount, nor shall the mints be permitted to issue coins 
at a lower rate than that fixed mmxumxkm simply because they 
want to make a profit. When the condition of the market shows 


that there is an over-supply of copper coins, the coining must 


be suspended in compliance with the intention of the Board (al- 


ready expressed), 


5S. All the provinces engaged in minting these copper coins 
must first supply in full ee xu the ordinary cash 
in their own provinces, and they must not ship them in large 
Quantities to other provinces, and thus stir up complaints from 
these other provinces. Any province having need of these cop- 
per coins may send the price to the Central Mint and obtain 
What they need. The provinces on the frontiers however will be 
allowed to send to the mint of a neighboring province and have 


it coin for them and forward the coins to their destination. 


6.Every Viceroy and Governor in whose provinces there are

mints for the coinage of silver or copper, must once every three 
months report to the Financial Commission and the Board of Rev- 
enue the number of machines bought, the country of their origin, 


how many of them are stamping machines, cost of the machines, 


value of the buildings erected, number of officers and men em- 

ployed, number of hours of work per diem, and number of coins 

minted. They shall also once a year reportthe cost of copper and

7. The Central Mint will in the future require a great deal 
of silver foruse in minting the silver coins, and if it must all 
be shipped by the treasury of the Board of Revenue after re- 
questing orders to that effect, the cost of transportation will 
be very heavy. We propose to ask therefore that after the date 
fixed for the minting of the silver coins the Board of Revenue 
shall set aside silver of the proper quality from the Imperial 
Revenues being sent to it, and issue instructions to certain 
of the provinces to send their quota of the Imperial Revenues 
thereafter to Tientsin, to the Central Mint, charging the man- 
agers of the mint with the responsibility of receiving and 
checking it, and requiring them to report the same day to the 
Board of Revenue, and the Board of Revenue shall within the 
time-limit fixed acknowledge receipt which receipt shall be 
handed to the deputy (who has delivered the silver) by the Cen- 
tral Mint, The Auditor of the Board of Revenue and the Censors 
of the Kiangnan Circuit have heretofore been charged with the 
duty of checking the receipts of the Imperial Revenues, but as 
the revenues from the provinces indicated are to be delivered 
instead to the Mint at Tientsin and checked there, a change 
should be made in the old regulations so that they may corres- 
pond with ent tana atate of affairs, and it will not be nec- 
essary hereafter for the eape ter of the Board of Revenue and 
the Coneors eof the Kiangnan Cireuit to take delivery of the sil-

will save time and prevent needless delay, But the duty of au-

cuit omce every half-year of the various sums received from the 

several provinces on this account, and the Viceroys and Gover- 

nors of the provinces concerned should also every half-year 

make a report of the same that they may be compared . This will 

secure greater care in the auditing and the old regulations will 


not fall into confusion, 


8, The coinage of money is a prerogative of the Sovereign. 
Both in China and in foreign countries merchants and other sub- 
jects are not allowed to coin money at their own pleasure. At 
present merchants see that there is great profit in the coinage 
of the copper pieces, and this awakens a eoveteous desire in 
their hearts so that they are constantly asking permission to 
raise capital and mint such coins under the pretext that the 
Government will receive tens of thousands of taels from this 
source, but with a real desire to encroach upon the ancient 
rights ofthe State and pay a small portion of their gains to 
the Government. Their hearts are really interested in the sur- 
plus gain which they may obtain and how then can they have any 
concern for the general itavent If their requests be granted 
great rivalry will result and the deterioration of the coinage 
and other evils more than can be mentioned will follow, Now 
that the various provinces have been forbidden to add any more 
branch mints, most certainly we can not turn about and permit 
merchants to do so, and we have to request that Imperial Orders 
be issued to all the yamens at Peking and in the provinces that 
every such request from merchants for permissén to mint cop- 
per coins shall be refused, Moreover we, Your Ministers, will 
from time to time investigate and, if any mint shall be discov- 
ered t6 havé shares of private capital invested in it, notwith-

standing the fact that it may have received the Imperial Sanction 


orders Will be issued for its immediate closing so as to pre- 


tect the Imperial Prerogative, 


9, The various coins minted by the Central Mint of the Boaraé 
of Revenue must have general circulation throughout all the 
provinces. After the Bank of the Board of Revenue shall have 
been put into operation , the silver and copper coins minted by 
the Central Mint, with the exception of such as may be appro- 
priated for the uses of the Board, will be delivered to the Bank 
which will distribute them from time to time according to the

10, When the mints for the coinage of copper were first es- 
tablished in the provinces, the output could not meet the de-

And now that we have already pro- 
posed that the weight and quality of the coins shall bemade uni- 
form, and moreover as the various provinces have had their mints 
going for a long time so that it can no longer be pretended that 
they can not coin fast enough for the demand, it will be proper 
that they shall all melt the copper themselves and maketheir 
Coins from it. Therefore we, Your Ministers, have already issued 
Orders to the paitous provincial authorities forbidding the pur- 
Chase of these disks, and we have also to request that Imperial

We,, Your Majesties' Ministers, having reverently received an 
Imperial Edict, directing us to establish a Central Mint for 
the coinage of silver and cash, have already on previous occa- 
sions reported the establishment of such a mint at Tientsin with 
the reasons therefor, and stated the facts with respect to the 
investigation into the character of the location and the ar- 
rangements with regard to the building operations,, as the rec~ 
ords will show, 

In order to coim silver and copper it was necessary to buy 


proper machinery, and we at once direeted the managers of the 


mint to-contract with the firm of Armhold, Karberg & Co,for @ 


complete outfit of the new stylemachines for minting silver and 
copper, manufactured by the American firm, Ch‘ang-sheng, to be 
delivered at Tientsin within a certain time, and the said mana- 
gers in connection with Wang Jen-paoc, newly promoted to the post 
of Tientsin Taot'ai, arranged the specifications for the build- 
ing of the mint and hastened the construction, reporting its 
entire completion in the spring of the present year, They also 
urged the aforesaid foreign firm to hasten the shipment of the 
machinery contracted for an@ directed the foreign and Chinese 
employés to put it in place immediately upon its arrival, which 
was done. They then appointed officials to engage workmen for the 
mint, and on the eighth day of the Fifth Moon of the present 
year they started the machinery and first began the minting of 
copper coins, Your ministers, Na (-t'ung) and Chang (Po-hsi(?)) 
during the present month went separately to Tientsin to make 
inspection, and found the machinery ingenious and very suita- 
ble for use, and the buildings properly constructed, But the 
machinery as originally contracted for, was to turn out over 
600,000 coins, small and large, silver and copper, in a day. At 
present, however, as it has just been started, it is impossible 
that it should not show a little roughness, and the workmen, too, 
have not yet become accustomed to it, so that the daily out-put 


is 
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is atill semewhat small, though thie will be steadily increased 
as they erow more familiar with it, 

We have already submitted drawings of the buildings and ma- 
chinery, two sets, and specimens of the four kinds of copper 
coima minted. We have now to present eight regulations for the 
contrel of the mint which we have arranged, and for which we 
bee Your Majesties approval. It will be neceseary for us fur- 
ther to direct the various cffielals to give careful attention 
to their duties and to devise suitable arrangements as ccca- 
sion may require, and, when things get in proper shape we shall 
begin the coinage of silver, and purchase additional machinery 
that the out-put may be gradually increased, in the hope that 
the purpese of the Court te benefit the people by the reform 
of the currency may be fulfilled. 

The original draft of these regulations was prepared by the 
Pinancial Commission and agreed to by the Board of Revenue,and 


beth join in this memorial submitting them to the imspection 
of Your Majesties, 


Regulations for the Central Mint at 
Tientsin, 
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1, This mint, having been established by Imperial Edict, is 
on a different footing from that of the various provincial mints. 
Por greater convenience in the shipment of coal and other ma- 
terfals it has been established at Tientsin (instead of Peking). 
The buildings have already been completed, and Your Majesties ' 
Ministers, after consultation, have agreed upon @ name for the 
Mint, @alling it the"Central Mint of the Board of Revenue". 

The coinage in three metals will be kmown as “The Pa-ch' ing 
Gold Oéimage", "The Ta-ch'ing Silver Coinage", and “The Ta-

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2. The eriginal intention in the establishment of this mint 
was the. yeferm of the currency, and the purpose was to issue 
q curremey in three metals;-gold, silver,and eopper, but the 
eqtabliaimpnt of a currency system is a matter of serious in- 


pertance and we can not avoid a careful investigation to deter~- 
mine the proper weight and fineness of the gold and silver coing 
and this has yet to be thoroughly considered and decided, Dur~ 
img recent years, however, the supply of ordinary cash has been 
short, and that of the ten-cash pieces used in Peking has also 
been insufficient, and we propose first of all therefore to 
undertake the minting of copper coins, and have decided upon 


four denominations. The largest will weigh four mace and be 
worth twenty ordinary cash; the second will weigh two mace and 
be the equivalent of ten ordinary cash; the third, weigh one 
mace and be equal to five ordinary cash, and the fourth weigh 
four candareens and be the equivalent of two cash. The fine- 
ness will be 95 parts copper and 5 parts zinc, After the cop- 
per and zinc shall have been mixed together as above required 
and the coins made, they must from time te time be submitted to 
analysis and if any are found wanting, they must be returned to 
the melting pot and re-minted, so as to avoid any irregularity. 


5. Sometime ago we received an Imperial Decree directing the 
Board of Revenue to appropriate Tls.4,000,000, as capital for 
minting purposes. The present expenses for the purchase of land,. 
labor and materials for building, the cost of the machinery, and 
payménts for copper and zinc have been met by appropriaticns 
from time to time by the Board of Revenue. Salaries, wages and 


food of the officials and workmen engaged in starting the en- 
terprisé have been paid by a temporary loan by the Financial 
Commission.The profits from the coinage of copper will be de- 
voted to paying the running expenses of the mint, and after set- 
ting &@ide one*tenth fer reserve, and one-tenth as bonuses, the 
rém@inder will be paid into the Board of Revenue to be employ- 
é@ Hiéfeafter in enlarging the mint, purchasing additional ma- 
chinery 
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chinery, and as capital to be employed in the coinage of gold 
ana@ silver, When the time for its use shall arrive, it will be

4. The copper coins minted by this mint shall first be devo- 
ted to fully supplying the needs of the capital, and the re- 
mainder shall be distributed through the provinces, No matter 
whether or not they be places in which the copper coins Suxnmiaxx 
circulate, the copper coins of this mint may be sent thither, 
and the local authorities uust cive such protection as the cir- 
cumstances’ may require and order the markets and mercantile 
houses to give them general circulation, In all public funds 
they must receive the same treatment as the ordinary cash;there 
must not be the least discrimination made against them, Should 
any One oppose or make discrimimation, the Financial Commission 
and Board of Revenue 
shall make a thorough investigation and punish the offenders, 

5. This mint being under the control of the Board of Keve- 
nue, the treasury of said Board im receiving the copper coins 
and in paying them out for salaries and stipends ought to reck- 
on them according to their intrinsic value, but this mint is on 
a different footing from that of the provincial mints, inasmuch 
as the ‘astns rest wea by the Board of Revenue are received by 
prema but this mint must send its mutxpux coins estonia for 
reguiar use, and, if they are all to be reckomed only at their 
intrinsic value, there will be nothing from which to pay the 
Salaries, bonuses etc. of the mint. Moreover all the profits 
of the mint over and above its capital are all turned into the 
Board of Revenue, so that there is no use in reckoning these de- 
tails, ana We propose that hereafter when coins are minted and 
forwarded to the Board of Revenue to be paidout for salaries 
and stipends, the price at which they shall ve reckoned shall 
be determined by the amount of silver retained by the Board in

Ss. The affairs of the mint being of weighty importance, the 


officergconcerned must exert themselves with sincerity in the 


discharge of their duties; only so can there be constant suc- 
cess. We can not therefore but establish a system of rewards 
and penalties, As the provinces of Kuangtung and Kirin have 
secured @ great deal of profit from their coinage of copper, the 
Tartar Generals, Viceroys and Governors of these provinces have 
given extra rewards to the most energetic officials, This mint 


being just established will require the expenditure of a great 


de ; aré, and we oup ¥ 16 mc > decide upc 

of rewards and penalties, so as to warn and encourage, and we 
propose to request that after the mint shall have been in oper- 
ation for two or three years, and shall have become a success, 
that we shall select those officials who shall have been most 
energetic, and recommend them for reward, Those who have been 
in the mint less than two years shall not be included in the 
list. Those who do not exhibit diligence shall from time to 
time be discharged and replaced by others. And any found guilty 
of malpractices, under-handed dealings, shall at once be re- 
ported with a list of the charges against them for punishment. 


7. The profits derived by the various provinces from the 
coinage of silver and copper, with the exception of that which 
has been set aside recently for the Army Reorganization funds 
and the Fund for the Improvement of the Whangpoo, have been 
held by the provincial authorities for Extraordinary Expenses 
connected with Government Reforms. The Board of Revenue has al- 


ready urged them to report giving detailed statement of their 


uses, but up to the present the most of them have not reported. 
The funds received and expended by this mint in the manage- 
ment of its affairs are all the monies of the Board of Revenue, 
and we have ordered that a true report shali be made of all the 
actual expenditures, It shall not be allowable to imitate the 


various 
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various provinces in their cooked reports, but at the end of eab’ 
year the Managers must direct the various officers to prepare 

a strict and clear account of all the receipts and expenditures 
of the year for report to the Financial Commission and the 

Board of Revenue and we, Your ministers will carefully examine 
the same and make report to the Throne, so that everything may 
be clear and businesslike, 


8, This mint at the end of each year will make a statement 


of the coins issued during the year andthe monies received in 


payment therefor and after deducting the cost of the copper, 
zinc, coal, charcoal, ete. and the expenditures for new ma- 
chinery, repairs, salaries and other expenses of the mint,will 


reckon the nett profit, which shall be divided into ten parts, 


one part of which shall go to the reserve fund of the mint, 
and one part for bonuses, and the remainder shall be transmit- 


ted to the Boardof Revenue, The one part set aside for bonuses 


following the general example of the provincial mints in such 
matters, shall be divided into ten parts, three of which shall 
be divided among the Managers anixutfixetaiz, five parts to all 
mechanics 
the other officials connected with the mint and to the maxkummx 
and laborers, and two parts sent to the Financial Commission 
and Board of Revenue as food money (i.e. extra pay to the clerks) 
As to the one part set aside for reserve, it shall year by 
year be added to the general fund to be appropgiated for any

The fore-going Regulations have been proposed after a con- 
Sideration of the present conditions. But, if there should be 


any matter not provided for, or any need of additions or changes 


the propriety of such changes shall be taken into consideration 
from time to time, and a memorial on the subject submitted to 
the Throne, that proper action may be taken and the highest de- 
gree of perfection attained, 
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A Memorial submitted by Prince of

In the Regulations proposed by Your Majesties’ ministers for 
the Central Mint at Tientsin, we said:-"The establishment of a 
currency system is a matter of serious importance, and we can 
not avoid a careful investigation to determine the proper weight 
and finness of the gold and silver coins, and this has yet to 
be thoroughly considered and decided".This was submitted in a 
memorial that was approved by the Throne, as the records will 
show, A further consideration of the matter disclicses that 
@ currency includes (a) a standard coin, and (b) subsidiary 
coins, The standard coin should correspond in its face value to 
the intrinsic value of the metals contained, and,as there can 
be no objection to its coinage and circulation in any amount, 
there need be no limit fixed, The value of the subsidiary coins 
will depend upon that of the standard coin, as they are to be 
used merely to supplement it, so that there can be no objection 
if their intrinsic value be somewhat less than their face val- 
ue, but their coinage and circulation should be restricted, 
This is the general rule, The copper coins whose minting has 
already begun by the Central Mint are especially intended for 
subsidiary use, but in order to reform the currency we can not 
delay the Gétermination of the standard coin. China's aecu- 


mulation or gold are not large, and heretofore in public or 


private 
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private financial transactions it has been customary to use 
silver and copper, so that it is still difficult for us at once 


to decide how gold should be used, 
The silver coins heretofore minted in the various provinces 
nave imitated the Mexican Dollar in their fineness and weight, 


but this Was sanctioned as a temporary measure only, and can ~ 


not be regarded as a fixed rule, A careful examination of the 
eurrencies of other countries shows that each has selected the 


coin most suitable to its condition, as for instance in Great 


Britain the shilling, in Russia the rowble, in Germany the mark, 


in France the franc, in America the dollar, and in Japan the 


yen, They did not mutually make experiment and follow a com- 
levy and 
mon pattern, China in the collection of her taxes and duties 


has mestly used the K'uep'ing Tael, and the people, too, in the 


use Of silver have generally made their reckonings in taels, 
mace, candareens, and li, Your ministers are therefore of the 
opinion that in fixing upon a standard eoin for China we should 
select the K'u-p‘ing Tael, mint it with extreme care and main- 
tain its fineness in full, and that more than all else it should 
first of all be received by the Board of Revenue in payment of 
Imperial dues, [If it be received by the treasury of the Board 
of Revenue, then the provincial treasuries can not refuse to re- 
ceive it, and, if the Imperial and provincial treasuries re- 
ceive it, then the District and Department officials can not 
réfuse to receive it inpayment of taxes and other public dues, 
And, when the mercantile classes see that it is received in 
payment of public dues, they too will want to get rid of the 
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trouble of making good weight and fineness, and there will be 


none who will not rejoice to see the new coin in general circu- 
lation, Im considering the practices which have prevailed a- | 
mong the people both in ancient and modern times with a view to 
deciding upon the most suitable(unit of value) we find nothing 
better than this, Therefore in the Eighth Moon of iast year 

the Viceroy of the Hukuang provinces, Chang Chih-tung, began 
the 
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the experimental coinage of the K‘u-p'ing Tael, and this year 
Your ministers, Na-(t'ung) and others went separately to Tien- 
tein to consult with the Viceroy of Chihli, Yan Shih-k’ai, as 
to cuPrency regulations, and the aforesaid Viceroy earnestly 
advocated the coinage of the K'u-p'ing Tael. Thus Your ministers 
having found their views to harmonize, have decided to unite 
in proposing that we coin a silver piece of the weight of one 
K'u-p’ing Tael, and use the copper coins now being minted, and 
the ordinary cash in circulation as subsidiary currency, and 
we reverently submit to the inspection of Your Majesties Ten 
Regulations, If they shall receive Your Majesties’ approval, 
we, Your ministers, will then direct the Central Mint of the 
Board of Revenue and the provincial mints at Tientsin, Nanking, 
Wuch'ang, and Canton to at once proceed to coin, and, as soon 
as a sufficient number of the coins shall have been prepared 
to issue them at ome and the same time, Thereafter the new sil- 
ver coins shall be made legal tender in a certain fixed pro- 
portion for the payment of all debts public or private, On the 
other hand the minting of the coins will steadily continue un- 
til they shall gradually become sufficient for the needs of the 
entirely 
Empire, and gradually be substituted for the other silver in 
circulation, Thus we earnestly hope it will become the special 
silver coin in general use throughout the Empire and be accept- 
ed as the fixed standard, andhandled with confidence, When the 
Silver coin shall have been successfully introduced into circu- 


lation, then we shall consider the matter of accumulating a 


quantity of gold for the minting of a gold coin, so that we may 
have a currency in three metals, able to be mutually interchang- 
ed and used together, orderly and uniform, and the question of 

a national currency will thus in its general outlines be set-~- 
tled. As to matters not provided for Your ministers will from 
time to time take them into consideration and deal with them in 
memorials for Your Majesties’ consideration. Such are the sug- 
gestions which we submit with the following proposed Regulations

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to the consideration of Your Majesties, praying that Your Ma- 


jesties will decide whether or not they should be adopted, and 


that instructions may be issued for general observance.

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Ten Regulations regarding the Mint- 
ing of the new Silver Coins, submitted 
by the Financial Commission and the 
Board of Revenue on Nov,.20th.19 O05, 
and Approved by the Throne, 
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LThe new silver currency should be purer in quality than the 
dollars heretofore coined in various provinces and the standard 
unit of value must be heavier to be suitable as a national coin. 

The purest silver in circulation in China to-day is shown by 
chemical analysis to contain not more than 98 or 99 per cent,of 
pure silver, but a deduction of two or three percent. should be 
allowed in minting the new coin fmm to cover the cost of coin- 
age, amd it is proposed to make the mew tael piece of nine mace 
six candareens of pure silver, mixed with one mace's weight of 
pure copper, to be fixed as the equivalent of one K'u-p'ing 
Tael of full touch. 

The fractional currency shall consist (a) of a piece contain- 
ing four mace eight candareens' weight of K‘'u-p'ing silver mix- 
ed with five candareens' weight of pure copper which shall be 
declared the equivalent of five mace K'u-p'ing silver full 


touch; (b) a piece of one mace, seven candareens' weight of K'u- 
-p' ingesilver mixed with three candareens of pure copper, to be 
the equivalent of two mace K'u-p'ing silver of full touch; and 


(Cc) @ piece of the weight of eight candareens, five li of pure 
K'u-p'ing silver mixed with one candareen, five li of pure cop- 
per, as the smallest piece, to be the equivalent of ome mace of 
K'u-p'ing silver, full toueh. It is also decided that in every 
ten pieces minted four shall be of one tael's value, and two of 
the denomination of five mace, two of two mace, and twe of one 
mace.

shall be issued to make a careful investigation as to the real 
amount (im circulation) and report upon the matter to the Fi- 
nancial Commission and the Board of Revenue, who shall consult 
together and make reply, and only if they consent may the ad- 
ditional amount be minted, As to these coins the central and 
pranch mints must make them exactly of the same weight and fine- 
ness, and assay and inspection must be made according to the

2, The one-tael coin shall be equal to two five-mace coins, or 

five two-mace coins, or ten one-mace coins. The small fraction- 
al coins of less than five mace shall exchange among themselves 
at this rate, and in all monetary transactions, public or pri- 

vate, they mistibe paid out and received at this rate; under no 

circumstances may a discount be charged. Any disobedience will 

be punished according to law, 


5. The one-tael coin being the standard monetary unit, there 
shall be no limit to its circulation. The five-mace and other 
fractional silver pieces shall be legal tender in every trans- 
action to the amount of tem taels, i.e. to the value of ten of 
the one-tael coins. They must not be used to pay in full amounts 
over ten taels, and, if offered, they may be refused in amounts 
Over the sum specified. The rate of exchange ammixikx between 
the copper coins and the silver, and the limit of circulation 
of the former will be determined after the provincial authori- 
ties shall have complied with the Regulations already submitted, 
by which they are required to investigate and report to the

4. As to the minting of the silwer coins, it is proposed that, 


the Board of Revenue having been or@ered to coin, the Central 
Mint will coin several million pieces and send them to the Bank,

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and the Board of Revenue shall send dies to the provincial mints 
of Chihli, Kiangsu, Hupeh, and Kuangtung, which shall at the 
same time mint several million pieces, whereupon the Bank of

The method of arranging the proportions shall 
be to fix the proportion payable in silver coins, and that pay~- 
able in paper momey of the Bank of the Board of Revenue, “and for 
the present the remainder may be paid in other on (i.e. in 
lump silwer or the old dollars), but afterwards as the coinage 
of the new pieces increases in amount, the proportion payable 
in this may be increased until finally payments will be made 
entirely in the new silver coins, We request that orders be 
issued to all the Tartar Generals, Viceroys, and Governors, as 


well as to the Superintendents of Railways, of the China Mer- 


chants Steam Navigation Co. and the Telegraph Administration to 


comply with this regulation. 


0. All provincial taxes levied in K'u-p'ing Taels shall be pay- 
able in the same amount of the new tael coins. The Collectors 
should have salaries definitely fixed ( i.e. not be allowed to 
make their living by charges for exchangé etc. as heretofore), 
Aside from the legal charge for meltage, no other charge shall 
be added to the sum levied,under the name of “Assaying Charges" 
etc. All other monies heretofore collected or paid in taels of 
another scale shall be converted according to the value of the 
taél used into their equivalént in K'u-p'ing Taels of full touvh 
and the convéfésion having orieé béeén Made, these sums shall for- 
evér thureagtd? be rec#ivable ahd payable in that amount of the

lowed, We have also to request that orders be issued to all the 
provincial authorities to comply with this rule,

6, As Chima is now entering into new commercial treaties with 


the various foreign powers which provide for the adoption of a 
uniform national coinage which the merchants of foreign nation- 
alities residing in China shall use, it becomes necessary to 
request that the Board of Foreign Affairs he instructed that 
at the time of the issue of the new coinage despatches must be 
sent to the various foreign Ministers, and to the Consuls at 
the various treaty ports, and notification made to the Commis- 
sioners of Customs, that they may all thereafter uniformly use 
the new coins, The customs duties have heretofore been levied 
and collected in Hai-kuan Taels, and orders must be issued to 
the Commissioners of Customs thereafter in accordance with the 
provisions of the commercial treaties to convert the duties 
levied in Hai-kuan Taels into their equivalents in K'u-p'ing 


Taels and collect accordingly. 


7, On the day when the new coins are put into circulation the 
Viceroys and Governors of the various provinces must issue in- 
structions to the local authorities to put out proclamations/ 
informing the merchants and all people that whatever accounts 
they may have, old or new, and whatever commercial transactions 
may take place in the markets, the original amounts according to 
the value of the taels in which they may be reckoned must be con-

8. As all Viceroys, Governors, other offigials, merchants, sol- 
diers, and common people in all the provinces must use the new 
cOins, all may send their silver to be minted, and the Central 
Mint, and the Branch Mints at Tientsin, Nanking, Wuchang, and 
Canton 
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canton will coin it for them. Every Lael ' of: Kturp' ing silver of 


full touch will be refined to pure silver .985 fine or finer, 

in réturnvfoy whaieh(T1i0.985)they will receive one of the new 
tael coins, Practiocnal coins of the denomination of five~-mace 
two-mace, and one-mace will alse be minted for them in the pro- 
portions set forth above, The excess in the fineness of the sil- 
yer will pay the cost of minting, and thus there will be noth- 
ing to make good on either side, 

Silver of inferior quality, foreign silver coins, and the 
silver dollars heretofore minted in the various provinces may 
alse be sent in to be re-minted, the amount of the new coins 
given in exchange being determineé by the amount of pure sil- 
ver contained, that is their value will be determined in K'u- 


p'ing taels of full touch, and new coins issued accordingly. 


9, When the new coins are first issued and the people are still 
unfamiliar with them, there will almost surely be attempts made 
among the merchants in exchanging them to discriminate against 
them (boycott them) or to discount them. The Bank of the Board 
of Revenue, the Customs Banks in the various provinces, and 
other official banks and cash shops must be charged with the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that any one bringing the new silver 
coins to exchange for paper money, bullion or copper coins, or 
desiring to exchange paper money, silver bullion, or copper 
coins for the new silver coins shall receive just treatment on 
the basis of one E'u-p'ing tael teing the equivalent of one 
tael in the new coinage, There must be no extortion, Orders 
must be given also to investigate the markets, and, if any 
mercantile firms are found raising or lowering the rate of ex- 
change at their own pleasure, report shall be made for cases in 
Peking te the Financial Commission, and the Board of Revenue, and 
for the provinces to the Tartar Generals, Viceroys anf Gover- 
ners concerned, who shall investigate and severely punish the 
offense, so as to enforce the Regulations " 
10, These Regulations must be published in the official ga- 
zettes 
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zettes for the information of the people, and we have te re- 
quest that orders be issued to the Tartar Generals, Viceroys, 
and Governors of the various provinces that at the time when 


the new coins are issued, they must instruct the Department end 


District Magistrates to print these Regulations in large char- 
acters in proclamations which must be posted in all the cities, 
villages, and market towns of their jurisdictions, that the peo- 


ple on seeing the same may become thoroughly acquainted with 
the matter, and that thus the yamen clerks may be kept from 
cheating them, 


We have received the Imperial Rescript approving these reg- 
ulations.

* This passage in No.4 is rather vague.The proportions in 

which the new silver coins and the paper money shall be receiv- 
able in payment of public and private debts is as yet undeter- 
mined. It will be necessary first to get some idea of the vol- 
ume Of the currency needed for the business of the Empire. This 
will be a much larger sum than the mints can issue in the imme- 
diate future, so that the Commission does not propose to retire 
at once the various forms of silver money already in use. They 
propose as a temporary expedient to double the volume of the 
new currency by issuing a paper tael for every silver one, and 
when the date of inaugurating the new system arrives, the Com- 
mission will announce the proportions in which one's debts may 
be paid in the new silwer coins and in paper, and allow the bal- 
ance for the present to be paid in old dollars, sycee, etc. 
As the volume of the new silver coinage increases, these pro- 
portions will be changed, and, presumably, the paper gradually 
withdrawn, as well as the old coins, until only the new silver 
shall remain in circulation.

(OBSERVATIONS ON THE PROPOSED NEW CURRENCY REGULATIONS) 


(1) Pure silver is fixed by the practice of the markets 
at 998 fine. It is not stated how it is proposed to force 
upon the bankers and merchants a Kuping tael of 96 touch in 
the place of a Kuping tael of pure silver. Foreign banks 
would only accept it at its bullion value, that is, at 3,80 
per cent discount; and the government, accepting revenue in 
that currency, would stand to lose to a corresponding extent, 
though provision would appear to have been made against this 
in Clause 5. 

As stated in the Memorial secempany ing the Regulations 
"the amount of metal contained in an unit of value must corres- 
pond to its value as a coin.” The proposal to coin a reputed 
pure Kuping tael of 96 touch is obviously in direct conflict 
with this important principle. Its touch should not be less 
than 998 fine; and its weight could be fixed in accordance with 
that stated in the report of Sir Robert Hart to the Tsungli 
Yamen of the 30th September, 1895, namely 575.82 grains Troy. 
The reputed Kuping tael of pure silver should therefore contain 
grains 575.82 x 998 = 574.66836 grains of pure silver, as much A 
‘@lloy being added to this as may be thought necessary for minte- 
ing purposes. To depreciate its value below this is to de- 
preciate the unit of value; and, if any charge for minting is 
to be made, it should be collected independently. 3 

The British unit of value, namely the sovereign, is coin- 


ed without charge, and any person may exchange bar gold at the

Rank of England for sovereigns at the rate of Pounds 3. 178. 9d, 


per ounce standard, less a charge for assaying which is inap- 
preciable. The Bank of England pays its own assay charges. 

The Bank of France exchanges gold coin for bars for a charge of 
about 1 per mille. Something may no doubt be claimed for work- 
manship and the convenience of a reliable coin of fixed weight 
and touch; and it has to be noted that India, in free coinage 
days, appears to have made a charge of 2 per cent for the rupee, 
and Bombay now makes a similar charge for the British Dollar. 

It seems however very essential for the success of the 
currency reform contemplated by China that the unit of value 
should be exchanged for bullion by the mints without charge, 
at least in the early stage of the experiment, the profits on 
the subsidiary coinage, which will be very large, being relied 
on to cover the deficiency. 

The 5 mace piece should of course be of the same standard 
as the Tael coin. The two and one mace pieces might probably 
be made of even lower touch than &5, provided a legal tender 
limit is fixed, and their face value is supported by making them 
exchangeable at the Huepu Bank or Mint, in reasonably large 
amounts, for their equivalent in standard Kuping coin, 

(4) "The Board of Revenue Bank will print paper currency 
equal to the Total amount”, Of what? The context would 
appear to show that it is for the amount of the coins struck 
and, if it were proposed to hold the latter, or a part of them, 
as a reserve for note issue, the operation would be legitimate. 
Evidently this is not the intention, since the Clause goes on to 
Propose the forced circulation, side by side, of both coin and 
notes in proportions to be fixed by law, and adjusted from time 
to time in favour of the former.

Referring to Legation despatch No. 1543, of March 
28th, 1905, with regard to the danger to navigation between 
Shanghai and northern ports resulting from the presence of 
floating mines, I have the honor to report that on March 
SOth last the Senior Consul in Shanghai at the request of 
the local Chamber of Commerce telegraphed to the Doyen of 
the Diplomatic Corps asking that the Chinese Government be 
urged to take some steps to ensure the safety of shipping. 
The Doyen thereupon wrote to the Foreign Office and in reply 
was informed that the Superintendent of trade for the North 
had been advised of the matter and had reported that he had 
sometime previously sent two vessels to discover and destroy 
floating mines, and that the same ships would again be des- 
patched to renew the search, 

On October 16th the Senior Consul again wrote to the 
Doyen of the Diplomatic Corps enclosing a letter addressed 


to him by the local Municipal Council calling attention to 


the continuance of this dangerous condition as shown by the 


recent distraction of a steamer through contact with a flicat- 
ing mine, and suggesting that fishermen should be incited by 


pecuniary rewards to locate and report the presence of these 


dangers to navigation. 
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A further representation was then made to the Foreign 
Office, in which the suggestion of the Municipal Council 
was embodied, and a note to this effect was sent to the 
Senior Council. 

The Foreign Office has sent a preliminary reply to 
this note, stating that its contents has again been communi- 
cated to the Superintendent of Trade for the North with a 
view to suitable action. 

As Tientsin and Newchwang are now closed for the winter 
the amount of shipping traversing the Gulf of Chihli is very 
much diminished and it is hoped that by the time these ports 
are again open in the Spring, the efforts of the Chinese 
Government, aided by natural causes, will have been success- 
ful in practically clearing the routes of trade of these 
very serious dangers to navigation,

many lives have recently been lost, falling victims to 
this scourge. 

The Senior Consul in Shanghai has again had recourse 
to our interposition, pointing out the menace which these 
mines offer to navigation between Shanghai and the ports 
of North China. 

My honorable Colleagues have joined me in this re- 
guest. I have, therefore, the honor, in my capacity as 
Doyen of the Diplomatic Corps, to invite the attention of 
Your Imperial Highness to the fact that the measures taken, 
up to the present time, to destroy the mines floating along 
the coast of China have been insufficient, and that it ap- 
pears to be most urgent that more effective steps should 
be ordered,

I have the honor to transmit herewith copy of a

Mr. Rodgers cone- 
siders that the establishment of a United States District 
Court for China, which was recommended to Congress in a 
special Message of the President about a year ago, is not 
necessary, and that the appointment of a Vice Consul General 
who shall be a lawyer and who shall have exclusive charge 
of the judicial functions of the Consulate would be all that 
is necessary. 

Mr. Rodgers' views, based as they are on his experience 
of over six months and on his careful enquiry into the aver- 
age amount of judicial work of his office, commend themselves 
very strongly to me. His recommendation seems highly prace

I have the honor to state that in response to the 
request of certain members of Congress and in obedience to 
instructions received by Mr. Davidson from Mr. Peirce, of 
the Department, to talk with Mr. Longworth, of the House 
of Representatives, upon the question of the establishment 
of a United States District Court for China, I forwarded 
recently to the Department a despatch dealing with this 
subject. Previously I had referred in several of my des- 
patches to the necessity for being relieved of this judicial 


work, not so much on account of its volume as the embarass- 


ment which it creates. In my last despatch, however, hav- ¢ 


ing gone over the subject carefully and ascertained exactly 


the amount of work of this nature which has devolved upon me 


in the six months of my incumbency, I stated plainly that I 


could not see the necessity for the appointment of a judge 


who could not possibly find in the judicial work enough to 


employ his time, there having been only thirty cases in six 


months and most of these of so unimportant a character that 


they were easily gotten out of the way. Nor could I see 


the necessity for the appointment of a district attorney, a 


Marshal and a clerk for this court, as was proposed in the 


bill. Nevertheless I recommended a change of which I hope 
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you will approve, I believe thoroughly in the German 
system, that of having a Vice Consul General who shall be a 
lawyer and who shall have exclusive charge of the judicial 


functions of the Consulate. §$ If our laws could be amended 
so as to provide for the appointment of auch an officer, 
there would be no division of responsibility, the work could 
be performed easily, and there would be an expense 6f a small 
amount compared to that of-the proposed bill. The British 
Supreme Court at Shanghai is far from a busy institution, 

At other places in China the chief commissioned British offi- 
cer presides over the Consular Courts, and at no place, ace- 
cording to the British statistics, is there any amount of 
business save at Tientéin. That which obtains as to the 
British applies with less force as to the American, and as 

a result of my investigation into this matter I found that 
very few of the Consulates ever had any judicial business. 
Such being the case, I did not wish to remain either dérectly 
or indirectly on record with the Department as favoring the 
institution of a court which could not under the circumstances 
have much to do. However I thoroughly believe in having a 
judicial Vice Consul for all Consulates that need such an 


officer, and especially for Shanghai where the lawyers are 


not disposed to allow cases to be settled out of courts and 


are keen after business. 

This recommendation I made with the utmost sincerity and 
good intent to the Department and I am taking this, the 
first opportunity, to advise you of it, it seeming to me to 
be only courteous that I should inform you of my conclusion. 

I beg to submit that having more of this work to do prob- 
ably than any other Consular officer in China, I am perhaps 
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in a better position to appreciate what is peeded and what 
is not. I do not know your views upon this subject but I 


trust that you will agree with me and will so state to the 


Department. As far as Shanghai is concerned, I can assure 


you that we need men to investigate commercial conditions 
and to keep closely in touch with Chinese affairs far more 
than any extensive judicial system, At leest so it seems 
to me.

I have the honor to call the attention of Your Im- 
perial Highness to Rule VII of the New Mining Regulations 
apprewal by Imperial Rescript on November 27th last, by 
which provision is made for the establishment of Provincial 
Bureaus of Inspaction, 

In the article to which reference has just been made, it 
is stated that “property belonging to the people may be sold 
only to a native of the district in which it is located." 

I need hardly remind Your Highness that this clause of the 
regulation is in direct conflict with the provisions of the 
Treaty of 1903 between the United States and China, wherein 
it is distinctly stated that China "will permit citizens of 
the United States to carry on in Chinese territory mining 
operations and other necessary business relating thereto, etc? 
and that the new regulations to be adopted by China “will be 
imposed by China on its subjects and foreigners alike." It 
is further stated de the new rules"will offer no impediment 
to the attraction of foreign capital." 

Inasmuch as this regulation forbids the purchase by foreign 
ers of mining lands owned by private individuals, it prevents 
the investment of American capital in such lands and refuses 
to citizens of the United States the permission allowed to 
Chinese subjects to carry on mining operations in China except 
on lands belonging to the Government. 

I must therefore on behalf of the Government of the United

Mr. Conger, in his despatch to the Department of 
State No. 1777, of December 29th, 1904, transmitted copy of 
a note of the Diplomatic Body at Peking to the Prince of 
Ch'ing, embodying certain amendments which it proposed as 
urgently necessary to the rules for the Mixed Court in the 
International Settlement at Shanghai. 

On January 20th, 1905, this Legation received a copy of 
an identic note from the Prince of Ch'ing, acknowledging the 
note of the Diplomatic Body of December 22nd, 1904, and stat- 
ing that he had referred this important matter to the Super- 
intendent of Southern Trade (the Viceroy of Nanking), who, 
after thoroughly investigating the matter, would reply to the 
Foreign Office which in turn would: be able to settle the ques- 
tion with the Diplomatic Body. 

On September Sth last, nothing having been received from 
the Waiewu Pu in the meanwhile, and the Consul General of the 
United States having repeatedly called my earnest attention 
to the urgent necessity of reaching an understanding with the 


Chinese Government on the matter, as the relations between 


Chinese and Foreigners in the International Settlement were. 


getting more and more strained and threatened serious compli- 


cations, I wrote to the Dean of the Diplomatic Body asking 


him and those of our Colleagues who were interested in the 
matter ,to press its consideration on the Foreign Office un- 
til finally settled. 

The Dean, Baron von Mumm, having consulted the Diplo- 
matic Body, accepted my suggestion, and on the 27th of Sep- 
tember sent the Prince of CHing a note, practically in the 
same words as my note to him above referred to. 

No reply, however, having been elicited within a reason- 


able time, on November 22nd I addressed the enclosed note to 


the Prince of Ch'ing, and my British and German Colleacues 
also sent similar ones. Two days later we received a note 
from the Prince, saying that the reply awaited from the Su- 
perintendent of Southern Trade had been mailed him and would 
be received in a few days. On December 4th we finally ree- 
ceived communication of the Amendments for the Rules of the 
Mixed Court proposed by the Superintendent of Southern Trade 
and the Taot’ai of Shanghai and accepted by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, These counter proposals are now under soneidera- 
tion by the Diplomatic Representatives at Peking, 

While the above detailed negotiaticns were taking place 
the Consular Body at Shanghai, urged thereto, it would seem,

Considering the statements of the Prince of Ch'ing, 
the British Minister, the German Minister and myself, as 
representing the Powers whose assessors sit most of the 
time at the Mixed Court, telegraphed to our Consuls General 
at Shanghai that the women should be immediately released 
from the Municipal Jail. I enclose draft of the reply 
to the Prince's note which was agreed upon by the Diplomatic 
Bodyy and which was sent December 17th, 1995. 

Although the prisoners were released, the Mixed Court 
magistrate, under orders from the Shanghai Taot'ai, refused 
to re-open the court until the British Assessor had been ree 
moved and the foreign police who had taken part in the fracas 
had been punished. To enforce these demands the Ningpo 
Merchants' Guild, the most powerful and aggressive in Shang- 
hai, declared a general boycott on the 15th instant, which 
promptly resulted in fighting and bloodshed. 

The same day most of the Ministers called at the Foreign 
Office here and urged on the Chinese Minister the necessity 
of the Chinese Government taking prompt and energetic action 
to stop the agitation and restore peace and order, 

On the 19th I received from the Prince of Ch'ing a des- 
patch giving the text of an imperial Edict reviewing the case 
and ordering the Viceroy of Nanking to proceed at once to 
Shanghai and settle it. x *

5th, of a despatch from Your Excellencies on the subject of the 


revision of the rules for the Mixed Court in Shanghai. You 
state that this has become an urgent necessity, and that the 
Foreign Consuls have taken the matter under consideration and 
proposed amenements, which they have sent to the Foreign Min- 
isters in Peking for their consideration; that the Ministers 
after prolonged deliberation communicate them to me for appro- 
val, that they may be published in the ordinary method and put 
into operation within a short period of time. 
I have the honor to state that my Board finds that Shan- 

ghai is an important commercial center, - the hub of Chinese 

and foreign commerce; that the business of the Mixed Court is 
increasing daily; that the ten rules adopted in 1868 are very 
old, and should be revised in accordance with the needs of the 
times, in- order to be thoroughly satisfactory. But in the case 
of the original Rules, the Minister of Commerce ordered the 
Shanghai Customs Taot'ai to propose some rules for considera- 
tion, after which the Tsung-Li Yamen sent said rules in des-~- 
patches to the various foreign Ministers for their considera- 
tion at decision. In this instance, the amendments sent to 

me by Your Excellencies have been sent by my Board to the Sue

On the 22nd of December 1904 the Diplomatic Represen- 
tatives in Peking of Austria Hungary, Belgium, Germany, Great 
Sritain, Italy, Japan, Korea, the Netherlands, Portugal, Russia, 
Spain, and the United States, addressed a note to the Prince of 
ch'ing on the subject of the rules for the Mixed Court in the 
Shanghai International Settlement. 

The Diplomatic Representatives called the attention of the 
Prince to the urgency of agreeing on amendments to the rules oi 
1&66E, and they transmitted the amendments agreed upon between 
them for his earnest consideration and expressed the hope that 
they might be put in operation within a short period of time. 

This note was duly acknowledged by the Prince of Ch'ing by 
an identic note to each of the Diplomatic Representatives who 
nad signed the note of December 22 1904, and stated that he had 
sent the amended rules transmitted him by them to the Superin- 
tendent of Southern Trade, who would "order the Shanghai Customs 
‘aotai to make a thorough investigation*into the state of affairs 
then, after a satisfactory deliberation, they will reply to my

It is now almost a year since the representatives in 
Peking of Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Germany, Great Britain, 
Italy, Japan, Korea, the Netherlands, Portugal, Russia, 
Spaim and the United States, on the 22nd of December, 1904, 
submitted to Your Imperial Highness certain amendments to 
the rules of 1868, to which they were all agreed and for

It was 
therein said that the labors of the court tend constantly 
to increase, and that since therefore the revision of the 
rules had become an urgent necessity, the foreign Consuls 
at Shanghai had not failed to consider them and had proposed 
amendments which they had transmitted to the Representatives 
of the Powers at Peking which now communicated them to me, 
This note was accompanied by proposed amendments ,in eleven 
articles. 

This Ministry has kept up a regular correspondence with 
the Superintendent of Southern Trade on this subject, and 
has several times urged him in writing to transmit his reply 
as soon as possible, On the 28th November I received a 


letter from the Superintendent of Southern Trade saying that 


he had just taken up the question of the amendments to the 


rules of the Shanghai Mixed Court, but as it was necessary | 
to add to some of the suggestions and cut out from others,,. 
he had tried to bring the rules to a.state of perfection to 
meet the present requirements. My Ministry has again ex- 
amined the rules and has reached the conviction that all the

The Taotai writes in reply to the letter 
of the 6th inst. that according to all the 
treaties a Chinese offender is under the 
jurisdiction of China. If a Chinese com- 
mits an offence in the Settlement, he is 
to be tried and detained in custody by 
the Magistrate of the Mixed Court 
according to Article I of the rules for 
the Mixed Court at Shanghai. 

The Mixed Court has existed in Shang- 
hai for several tens of years; but 
neither is there any mention in the 
treaties, nor is there any precedent to 
show that a female convict has ever been 
sent to the Municipal Goal. 

I have been, the Taotai continues, in 
Shanghai for four years as Taotai and 
have always endeavoured in my inter- 
course with the foreign Consuls to act in 
an amicable manner.

The disposition of the 
British representative is of course to sustain the Municipal 
Council in both conditions, but this is vigorously resisted 
by many others. No report has been received from the Viceroy 
on the question of the Road. As to the Mixed Court I shall 
instruct our Assessor to adhere to the established rules un- 
til changes are authorized from Peking.

I have the honor to inform you that a rather bad 
state of affairs exists in relation to the Mixed Court at 
Shanghai. The Shanghai Municipal Council sometime ago, 
without consulting the Consular Rody and with no notification 
to the Assessors other than the British, instituted some new 
procedures, which the Chinese authorities interpreted as an 
infringement of their authority and practically in violation 
of tne rights guaranteed by the treaty. The Municipal Coun- 
cil claimed their"“suggestions2 which were put in force, were 
in the interest of reform, to prevent extortion of money from 
prisoners, and to provide for a proper administration of 
justice, The Consular Body, when the matters were brought 
to its attention by the Taot’ai and then by the Municipal 
Council, simply temporized, but reproved the Municipal Coun- 
cil. It was afterwards decided to leave the method and 
manner of the conduct of the Court as far as the new processes 
were concerned to the discretion of the Assessors. The 
Taot'ai had practically withdrawn his objection to some of 
the new ideas, but the Magistrate objected strongly to that 
which required the delivery of the prisoners after punishment 
to the Municipal police who returned them to the Sentral Sta- 
tion there to be released, 

Upon pesetnt of your recent despatch in relation to the 


Mixed Court, I instructed our Assessor Mr. Arnold to observe 
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the old rules and customs. That has been done and now 

the polite and the Municipal Council protest against releas- 
ing prisoners directly after punishments. I have told them 
that I do not recognize their right to interfere, and that 


attitude I shall maintain. 


All this is written to acquaint you with a situation that 
is getting worse every year. The root of the whole question 
is the assumption by the Municipal Council that it knows best 
about all things in relation to the International Settlement 
and can do as it pleases. The Road to the Hials is an ine 
stance. 

It is my hope that the Diplomatic Corps at Peking will 
take this matter up and reach a conclusien soon which will 
have the effect of putting an end to a condition which is a 
menace to the intercourse between foreigners and Chinese in 
Shanghai. There undoubtedly is necessity for reform in the 
Mixed Court, but I am inclined to believe that the Chinese 
will make concessions readily if they are properly approached, 
It is just such causes as this which make possible the em- 
ployment and existence of "foreign advisers" to the authori- 
ties here. The result of their advice is usually trouble 
and growing distrust and antagonism, to say nothing of the 
private ends furthered. 

I would be obliged for such informatoon as you may be uk. 
able to give as to the status of this qgursetion in Peking.

On the 14th of the lith Moon of the 3lst Year of Kuanghsu 


(December 10th, 1905) I received from the Superintendent of 


Southern Trade the following Telegram: 

"The Taotai of Shanghai conveys to me the following 
telegraphic report just made to him orally by Mr. Kuan, 
deputy at the Mixed Court: 

"'On the arrival at this port of the river steamer, 

a detective having found on board twelve youmg girls, 
whose presence seemed suspicious, they were taken this 
morning to the Mixed Court te be questioned. As all 

of them were servants bought in Ssuch’uan by an official 


of that Province his relatives or friends, for their 


personal use, and in no wise destined to be disposed of 


in a doubtful traffic, the deputy, after vainly trying 
to reach an amicable understanding with the British Vice 
Consul, Mr. Twyman, ordered his men to remove the girls 
in question to be held at the disposal of the Court for 
additional investigation, The Chief of Foreign Police 
opposed this, and, using violence, his agents and con- 
stables struck right and left with their clubs as a con- 
sequence of which two of the deputy's men were wounded, 
and several persons among the crowd of onlookers, unable 
to get out of the way, were severely beaten, The women 


(girls) were then seized and led off to the (foreign)

"'police station, The foreign official (i.e. Mr. Twy- 


man) instead of stopping his agents, approved and encour- 
aged them, The Chinese deputy restrained his men, who 
fortunately did not strike anyone, 


"TA Court is a place where justice is rendered, and 
the fact ef striking in court the ch'ai jen (runners) of 
an official, is not only disrespect to the laws and jus- 
tice but also a breach of decorum and propriety. I shall 

___ therefore be indebted to-you if you will officially re- 
quest the Dean of the Diplomatic Body at Peking to equit- 
ably settle the incident,’ 
"I have furthermore received from the gentry and 

merchants of Shanghai the following telegraphic request: 

"'The woman Ti Fan Huang ————. , not Li 
‘Fan Wang , is the wife of a prefectural secretary 
of Ssu-ch'’uan, named Li T’ing-yu __ —— The 


dying, his widow, accompanied by her daughter-in-law, 
and her young child, was returning to Kuang-tung with the 
remains of her husband, She had with her a certain 
number of serving women, and she was bearer of a passport 
from the Ch'uan-tung. The British police having with- 
out cause charged her with proxenetism, took her before 
the (Mixed) Court, and, contrary to the Regulations, had 
her imprisoned in the western jail (i.e. the Municipal 
Council jail) where she still is. The people are angered 
and threatening.'" 
Considering that there is in this present case neither 
plaintiff nor accused, that it appears that it is not a 


case of proxenetism, that the matter does not concern any 


foreigner, that, notwithstanding all this, foreign police 
agents have in court struck ch'ai jen (official runners), 
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and tha@@innocent women have been arrested and imprisoned, 


and that their actions can be justified neither by the 
: 


treaties nor by the circumstances nor reason, I have there- 
fore the honor to send Your Excellency the present despatch 
and to beg you, Monsieur the Dean, to take steps with the 
British Minister at Peking to the end that he May send in- 
structions to his Consul General at Shanghai to have, in 

the first place, liberated the women imprisoned in the 
western jail, and then to reach an agreement with the Shang- 
hai taot'ai for an equitable settlement of the matter, so 
that the population may be calmed and treaty provisions kept. 


I shall be obliged to Your Excellency for an answer.

I have the honor to inform Your Excellency that on the 
19th of December 1905 an Imperial Edict was issued as fol- 


lows: 


"The various telegrams submitted by the Foreign 
Board have been carefully noted, It seems that a Mrs. 
Li, nee Huang, who was returning to Canton with her family, 
was wrongfully accused of kidknapping before the Mixed 
Court of Shanghai; that the family was forcibly confined 
in the Municipal jail; and that the Municipal Police by 
their arrogant display of authority excited the anger of 
the people. While the Board of Foreign Affairs was in 
the midst of their @eliberations with the Foreign Ministers 
at Peking and making a just arrangement (as to the Mixed 
Court) it is unfortunate that there should have been some 
ignorant ruffians who availed themselves of this pretext 
to close up their stores, burn the jail, and injure human 
life. Shanghai being a commercial port is a place of 
important concern, What are all the officials down there 
doing that such a serious affair as this should happen? 
Let the Viceroy of the Lian Kiang and the Governor of 
Kiangsu immediately arrest the leader and all the offenders 
concerned in this trouble. Let them be arrested and 
severely punished immdiately. Let these officials also 
impeach all the local officials who have been remiss in 
their duty, either civil or military. ‘het Chou-fu pro- 
ceed to Shanghai at an early date and make a complete and 
thorough inquiry into the whole affair, and devise means 
to deal with it., At the samé time let him explain the 
whole matter to the people and restore quiet. Respect this

In view of the late incidents at Shanghai my honor- 
able Colleagues have requested me to make the following state- 
ment to the Consular Body: 

The Representatives of the Powers have learned with aston- 
ishment that the Consular Body has decided in a Meeting held 
on the 26th of last July that the Assessors at the Mixed 
Court should send to the Municipal jail Chinese women con- 
demned by that Court to be imprisoned. 

Their attention has also been called to a letter sent by 
the Taot'ai under date of the 10th of June to the Dean of 
the Consular Body, and which has just been published in the 
"North China Daily News", and in which this office formally 
refuses to agree that condemned Chinese women shall be im- 
prisoned in the Municipal jail. 

My honorable Colleagues have requested me to recall to 
you that by Article I of the Rules for the Mixed Court it is 
the Magistrate who is authorized to confine Chinese prisoners. 

These rules were adopted in 1869 by the Foreign Represen- 
tatives at Peking and the Chinese Government, to whom it be- 
longs to modify them by common consent. The Consuls are 
not empowered to suspend its application ner introduce changes 


tre rein without the approbation of the Representatives of the 


Powers and the Chinese Government; such action would conflict ° 


with all the conventions which regulate the relations between 
the Chinese and foreigners in open ports. 
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While calling your attention to the facts and principles 
as etases above, the Diplomatic Body wishes to inform the 
Consular Bedy that it is of opinion that the decision above 
referred to should be at once annulled. As soon as this

For the last year the Chinese have seen frequent mention 
in the American papers of such a suggestion and I have had 
the subject broached to me by both the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs and the Viceroy of this province, but I naturally have 
never intimated that such a thing was being considered by our 
Government let alone that it was probable.

In further reference to the matter of educational 
reform in China, to which I have referred in my despatches 
numbered 42 of August lst, 85 of September 4th, and 97 of 
September 19th, and which is now the leading topic of inter- 
est among Chinese, I have the honor to enclose herewith a 
report prepared at my request by Mr. Williams, Chinese Secre- 
tary of this Legation, on this interesting subject. Mr. 
Williams herein sketches the history of the present movement 
for modern education, and then indicates the plan which has 
been adopted by the Chinese Government and what has been done 
to carry it out. Mr. Willdams' remarks concerning the fu- 
ture role of the Christian mission schools are also of great 
interest. I propose to address you shortly on the subject 
of the desire of the American mission schools in China to 
secure recognition from the Chinese Government for graduates 
of their colleges and univ rsities.

Sir:- I have the honor to submit the following report upon 
recent educational reforms in China, 

By Article II of the final protocol of 1901 it was provided 
that all official examinations should be suspended for a per- 
iod of five years in those cities where foreigners had been 
massacred or subjected to cruel treatment during the "Boxer" 
uprising of 1900, 

In accordance with this provision an Imperial Edict was is- 
sued on August 19th. 1901, suspending for five years all civil 
and military examinations in 46 cities, black-listed by the 
representatives of the foreign powers. 

This action opened the way for the favorable consideration 
by the Chinese Government of a much needed reform of the whole 
educational system of the empire. 

Previous to the "Boxer" trouble the Imperial Government had 
taken only an indirect interest in the education of Chinese 
youth, It contented itself with maintaining a system of exam- 
inations by which the brightest students were drafted into the 
Civil service, This system, which apparently had its origin in. 
the twelfth century B.C. was gradually developed through the 
long course of its history into an. institution which was the 


Pride of the empire and the hope of its students, since by it 
the highest offices in the state and their rich emoluments he-

| came the prizes of scholarship. The method was not bad, providd 
. the examination had had any amar tines whatever upon the duties to 
' be performed in the civil service, But, as the candidates were 
tested in their ability to expound the sacred books of China, 
and to write beautiful odes and brilliant essays, proficiency 
in these matters became the one aim of master and pupil alike, 
and was esteemed of more importance than any practical acquaint- 
ance with affairs or any knowhkedge of the science of government. 
Such a system was more apt to secure pedantry than statesmanship, 
But, if the examination had been of a more practical character, 
the studies of the candidates would of necessity have been of 
a more useful kind also, Attempts were made indeed at various 
times to introduce into the examinations questions of present 
day interest, but the attempts were local and spasmodic and, be- 
ing contrary to established custom in a land where precedent 
has all the force of law , the students rebelled, and the ex- 
aminers yielded to pressure, | 

The advent of the foreigner, however, has gradually wrought 
a great change. Missionaries established schools wherever they 
went. This is particularly true of the American missionaries. 
Girls and boys, chiefly of the middle and lower classes, were 
taught to read and write their own language, and were given a 
knowledge of the elements of mathematics, geography, history, am 
of the natural aciemces. In the most important cities academies 
or colleges were founded, and their brightest students were, 
many of them , sent abroad to complete their education, 

With a few exceptions, however, the mandarins of China look- 
ed askance at these educational efforts of the foreigners. They 
felt sute that there must be some ulterior motive, and believ-~ 
ed that the missionary was a political emissary, preparing the 

way for foreign encroachments, The mission schools have there- 
fore never been regaréaéa With much favor by thé ofPiéial clas- 
Ses, and th@ graduates frém them have found little if any chance 
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for official employment except as teachers, interpreters or 
clerks, and until within three or four years scarcely one of 
them has ever secured any post of importance, 

But foreign commerce steadily expanded; political relations 
became of increasing importance, and these changing conditions 
produced a constantly growing demand for a knowledge of foreign 
languages, Of western industrial methods, international law and 
an acquaintance with the history and the sciences, whose com- 
prehension is necessary to an understanding of western civili- 
zation. Mission schools therefore grew in numbers and import- 
ance from year to year, and the more enlightened officials , 
recognizing that "time makes ancient good uncouth,” saw that 
China must change , and that without the learning which the 
West could give her, she could not even maintain her prestige 
in Asia,much less hold her own sopctank the great nations of the 
world, Several Viceroys established colleges for the teaching 
of modern sciences. But these colleges: had no relation to each 
other; there was no uniformity in the courses of study pursued; 
ama there were no elementary schools to prepare students for 
admission to them; inasmuch as the old system of examinations 
still supplied the only entrance to an official career, the new 


schools seemed to lead no-whither, and students were induced to 


attend sb? Tne payment of a monthly stipend. This attempt to es- 


tablish a school system from the top was much like the Chinese 
method of building a house, the roof being put on before the 
Walls are built up, except that the roof has the support of pil- 
lars resting on stone bases, while the school system was suspend- 
ed in mid-air. The students therefore who really desired an ed=- 
ucation to fit them for a commercial career still continued, 
as * rule, to attend the Tremaine schools, The military and na- -

The war with Japan served to demonstrate still 
more conclusively that Chinese institutions were hopelessly an- 
tiquated, wholly unsuited to modern conditions, The young En- 
peror and His advisers, resolved on reform, planned a complete 
school system for the whole empire, But with the rashness of 
inexperience they antagonized the strongest elements of the na- 
tion. High officials who had given their lives to the service 
of the State were relegated to private life, and the religious 
sensibilities of the people were shocked by the wholesale con- 


fiscation of temples for educational purposes. The coup d'état 


followed which sent the Emperor's advisers to the execution 
ground or forced them to fly into exile. A strong rewaction set 
in. There were many occurrences to justify antipathy to the for- 
eigner, and all things foreign began to be taboo. The "Boxer up- 
rising was but an expression of this feeling. It failed of its 


purpose, but the attempt made shook the seeéet—and-retitical 
ecrusture, + its Puuntationa. and the walls of conservatism 

fell with a crash, Since that time there has been an unwavering 
determination on the part of the Government to modernize all 

its institutions. The plans adopted may not be the best in ev- 
ery instance, but the purpose is there, and the result, as there 
is every reason to believe, can not but be gratifying in the 
highest degree to all friends of China. 

Immediately after the signature of the Final Protocol in 
September 1901, the Government took steps to establish a gen- 
eral system of public schools on modern lines. On January 13th. 
1904 the Chancellor of the Imperial University, Chang Po-hei, 
and the Viceroy of the Hu-kuang Provinces, Chane Chih-tehe, ar

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laboration, submitted to the Throne a complete and detailed 
plan for a national system of public schools, beginning with 
the kindergarten and crowned by the Imperial University, These 
Regulations were published in eight volumes, and were based up- 
on those of Japan, which in their turn were derived from the 
United States. The Regulations were approved by Their Imperial 
Majesties, and local authorities were directed to carry them int 
operation, At the same time a special commission on Educational 
Reforms was appointed, the principal members being the two 
Chancellors of the Imperial University, Chang Po-hsi (Chinese) 
and Jungch'ing (Mongol). The provincial authorities throughout 
the empire took up the difficult task, but found themselves 
hampered from the start, first, by their own ignorance of the 
modern curriculum, secondly, by the lack of properly qualified 
teachers and superintendents, and, thirdly, by the want of suit- 
able text-books. The teachers needed are being secured in part 
from the students in the mission schools, in part by the em- 
ployment of a very few Europeans and Americans, but in much 
larger measure by appointment of numerous Japanese instructors, 
But the preparation of native teachers is being hastened by the 
sending of large numbers of students abroad for education. This 
movement began in earnest as soon as educational reform was 
determined upon, and has been greatly accelerated in the past 
two or three years. These students are nearly all supported ei- 
Government : 
ther by the Imperial or the various provincial authorities, and 
most of them have been sent to Japan. Those sent to Europe and 
America number at most but a few hundreds, but those in Japan 
are to be counted by the thousand, The influence of Japan there= 
fore in the new schools is predominant. And this seems wise, for 
Japan is near at hand, and her educational system is abreast of 
the times. Her schools are easily accessible, and her’ teachers 
can be brought to China at small expense and engaged at much 
Smaller salaries than Europeans or Americans, Even more import- 


ant 
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ant however is the spiritual kinship of the two nations, The Jap- 
anese understand the Chinese . They have but recently passed 
through the great change to which China is now being subjected, 
They can me "the situation from the Chinese point of view; 
Their own social, political, and religious institutions are sim- 
ilar to those of China.They can therefore enter into close sym- 
pathy with the Chinese, wear Chinese dress, live upon Chinese 
food, dwell in Chinese houses, adapt themselves easily and heart- 
ily to the Chinese environment, and avoid giving offence to 
Chinese prejudices. Their thorough understanding of the old and 
the new will enable them to graft. the modern system upon the 
root-stock of the ancient without destroying the latter, The 
transformation will thus be natural and the continuity with the 
past preserved.All that is of value in the ancient institutions 
of China will be conserved, though they will be modified to 

meet the requirements of modern conditions, 

The text-books needed are being supplied in part by trans- 
lations or original works prepared by missionaries or by the 
various pxexiknugekax bureaus of translation which have been main- 
tained by several of the provincial governments for some years 
past. These books are to be subjected to revision, however, and 
new works are being prepared under government supervision, 

A recent memorial submitted to the Throne by Yin Ming-shou, 
a@member of the Hanlin Academy, complains that the results of 
the past four years' work are very small, but, when al] the dif- 
ficulties are taken into consideration, the measure of success 
must be regarded as quite satisfactory. The new school system 
has now been inaugurated in every province of China proper, and 
cids fair to make rapid development in the near future. 

So long, however, as the old system of examinations was re- 
tained, as it was, throughout the greater part of the empire, 
and this door of hope to official preferment was kept open, a 


large number of the students adhered to the old course of study 


and it be@ams necessary therefore in the interest of the new 


system 
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system to definitely abolish the old order, This was done on 
Sept. 1, 1905, by an Imperial Edict, a copy of which was sent* 
at the time, I believe, to the Department. This measure had an 3 
excellent effect, as is shown already by the memorials which are 
pouring in from all parts of the empire, suggesting measures 
for raising school funds, methods of employing the disappointed 
graduates of the old school, who are too advanced in years to 
take up with the new order of things, and recommending improve- 
ments in the new system in order to meet difficulties that have 
arisen. It is shown too in the rapidly increasing number of 
schools that are being established and in the enthusiasm with 
which the people are making contributions of money to assist 
the government in its plans. The Pexing Gazette makes frequent 
mention of such voluntary offerings, some individuals giving 
as much as Tls.10,000 each, and the gentry in other neighbor- 
hoods combining to establish and support. the additional schools 
needed. The experience of the past four years has shown the 
necessity for a better organization, and a number of memorials 
upon this subject have recently been submitted, which ,while 
they differ in the details of the plans proposed, all agree in 
recommending a national Board of Education to rank with the 
other departments of the Imperial Government, The most import- 
ant of these memorials was that of Pao-hsi, a Manchu of the Inm- 
perial Clan, and Superintendent of Education for the Province of 
Shansi. He proposed the establishment of a national Board of Ed- 
ucation, modelled on that of Japan, and, inasmuch as the Provin- 
clal Chancellors under the old system and the Imperial Examiners 
were under the jurisdiction of the Board of Rites, which was in 
reality a department of public worship and education, he pro- 
posed that the Board of Rites be entirely abolished and its 
duties in relation to public worship and Court ceremonial be 

. left to the Court of Sacrificial Worship and the Court of State 
Ceremonial. He also proposed that the Hanlin Academy and the 


Imperial Academy of Learning be incorporated with the new Board

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of Education Prince Ch'ing, on behalf of the Commission on Ad- 
ministrative Reforms, reported favorably upon the recommenda- 
tion that a Board of Education be established, and favored also 
the proposal to incorporate with it the Imperial Academy of 
Learning, which action will give the new Board handsome quar ters 
adjoining the Confucian Temple. The Prince was not in favor, how- 
ever, Of abolishing the Board of Rites nor of making the Hanlin 
Academy an appendage of the new Board, though he advised that 
some changes be made in the character of that institution on 
will make its members more useful. In accordance with the rec- 
ommendations of Prince Ch'ing, an Imperial Edict appeared on 
Dec.6th. 1905, establishing the new Board of Education. I in- 
close a translation of the same. (Inclosure, No.1.) Jungch'ing, 
who has been made President of the Board is one of the Chancel- 
lors of the Imperial University, and has until recently been al- 
so one Of the Presidents of the Board of Revenues Grand Coun- 
cillor, and a member of the Commission on Administrative Reform, 
He is a Mongol, a comparatively young manof progressive ideas, 
and has risen very rapidly within the past three years from com- 
parative obscurity, 

Other recommendations of these recent memorials are that ed- 
ucation be made compulsory, and that parents be fined for not 
sending their children to school, and that the funds heretofore 
used in conducting the triennial examinations, amounting to 
from Tls.20,000 to T1s.50,000 from each province every three 
years be employed in aid of the new system, one half to be 
spent by the province concerned and the other half by the Board. 
These recommendations are referred to the new Board for consid- 
eration, 

The School Regulations, as now in force, provide that chil- 
dren between the ages of 3 and 7 years of age shall be sent to 
the kindergarten. At 7 years of age they must be sent to the 


second grade primary , where a five years course is taken, and 


thence to the- first grade primary for a four years course. The 


hsien (county) authorities are required to provide these primary 


schools. 
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schools, Fvery hsien city, and every department city, as well as 
every market town, and every village of one hundred families is 
expected to maintain from one to three second grade primarg,and 
and towns first 

the cities, mentioned at least one EEEERE crade primary. Where 
the villages are poor or children few, the authorities are au- 
thorized to combine two or three villages in the support of cne 
second grade primary, but not more than four hundred families 
are allowed to one school, It is recognized that this will not 
supply school accommodation for all the children, and the au- 


thorities are urged to persuade the people to supplement the 


government schools by others of their own establishment, The 
course of study in the primary grades comprises ethics, read- 
ing and explaining the Chinese classics, Chinese composition, 
arithmetic, history, geography, elementary science, and physi- 
cal drill. Drawing is also taken in the first grade, 

From the first grade primary the pupils are advanced to the 
intermediate grade,where a five year&' course is to be taken, 
Fach prefecture is required to provide at least one intermediate 

school. The course embraces a further study of Chinese, foreign 
languages (Japanese, English, German, French, and Russian), 
mathematics, geography, history, and the natural sciences, and 
ethics, drawing, and physical drill, with courses in law and 
political economy, when possible to establish the same, The 


intermediate grade is not free, but the tuition is low, Pupils 


are told that they are.not being prepared especially for the 
civil service but for the ordinary avocations of life, and at 
the clese of the intermediate course may, if they chose enter 
one of the special industrial or professional schools, | 
From the intermediate grade students pass to the provincial 
academy, usually styled a college. Here a three years course is 
taken on the completion of which admission may be had to the 
Imperial University at Peking. The university course is divided 


into two sections, the lower covering a college course of three 

or four years, according to the course chosen, 

Fuare, and the upper a real university course of five years. 
The university embraces eight schools or departments; the 


classical, 


(E.T.. to ¥.¥.R,) 


classical, law, literary, medical, seience, egriculture, engi- 
neering, and commercial. Students pay “tuition, but free sehol- 
arships may ‘be won by competition, 


In addition to the regular course as outlined above there 
are shorter courses provided for those unable to attend the uni- 
versity. 

(1) For children already over 12 years of age who can not 


attend the primary schools there are established industrial 


schools, where trades are taught. 

(2) For boys who have taken the second grade primary course 
and do not want to go farther, there is provided a primary 
school of agriculture to prepare the peasant's sons to perform 
the work of the farm more intelligently. 

(3) Pupils who have completed the primary courses may enter 

engineering, 
special schools of agriculture,,or commerce, and thus prepare 
engineering 
themselves for farming or mercantile life, 

(4) Pupils may, if they cheepepase from the intermediate 
schools to special schools of agriculture, engineering or com- 
merce, of a higher grade than those mentioned in (3), 

(5) Every hsien (county) or department city is expected to 
maintain a second grade teachers' school, and every provincial 
capital a first grade teachers’ school, These are to assist in 
equippiwe the new schools with the needed teachers, 

(6)Special schools of Foreign Languages to prepare men for 
translators and interpreters in the diplomatic and consular ser=- 
vices, and for use in. the government translation bureaus. The 
course is five years in length. 

(7) A special course of three years for those who have alread 
won their doctor's degree at the recent examinations under the 
old system. This will serve to bring them more or less into 
line with the new order of things. 

(8) Bpeeial schools of Law and Political seiehee Will be min- 


tained 
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tained in all the provinces for the especial benefit cf those 
expectant officials, who have already been placed on the civil 
list under the old examination system, but have not yet been 
appointed to office. There has for centuries past been a pror- 
incial college at each provincial capital for the preparation 
of young candidates for the duties of official life, but the 
colleges have really existed only in name; no course of study 
is provided, and no instructors have been employed, The build- 
ings and grounds are generally very attractive, but are chiefly 
used as club houses for the mandarins and gentry. 

In response to a memorial cf Wu T'ing-fang last May, it was 
decided to require all expectants to take a course of one and 
a half years in Law and Political Science and to pass a satis- 
factory examination in the same before being assigned to duty. 
Instruction is to be given in lectures by graduates of foreign 
schools, who will be selected and assigned to this duty upon 
their return to China. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that the Viceroy 
of this province, Yan Shih-k'ai, has issued an order to the ef- 
fect that all expectants of this province must spend at least 
three months in Japan before they can receive a definite ap- 
pointment to office, 

(9) Other special schools established in the provinces are 
those of Veterinary Surgery, Police Training Schools, and the 
Industrial Schools connected with the new Work Houses which are 
called for by the recent reform cf the Penal Code, It is hoped 
that by giving the prisoners respectable trades the poverty of 
the lower classes will be reduced and thus one great incentive 


to crime removed, a 


It will be seen therefore that the system, theoretically, tcor~- 


ers the whole field, but it must of necessity be many years be~ 
fore some of the provinces can approach to any realization of 


this ideal. It is impossible to obtain any statistics upon the 
subject, 
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subject, for the Chinese have not yet learned the value of sta- 
tistics, but a brief statement of what has been done in part 
in this province will enable one to understand in some measure 
the present condition of affairs. 

The Viceroy at Tientsin has been very active in the matter 
and has been very fortunate in securing the services of a train- 
ed educator for provincial superintendent. This is Dr.C.D.Tenney, 
an American who has been in the service of the Chinese Govern- 


ment for many years, chiefly in the capacity of President of the 


Tientsin University. Under the direction of Dr.Tenney, the Vice- i 
roy has already established more than 5,000 schools of various 4 


grades in this province of Chihli, These are exclusive of the 
schools established in the Peking Prefecture. In the old pro- 
vincial capital, Pao-ting Fu there are over 2,500 students in 


the various high schools and academies established there. Pu- 
pils in the primary schools are not counted, nor those in the 
Police Training School,Among the special schools included are 
those of Law, Veterinary Surgery, and Agriculture. 

In the city of Peking there have been established by the lo- 
cal authorities, independently of the Viceroy, over forty 


schools of all grades, primary, intermediate, academies, and 


the university{ which was established before the "Boxer" folly, 


but re-organized two years ago) together with special schools 
of Law, Foreign Languages, Police Training, and a Military 
School for the Sons of Nobles. 
Probably no other province is abreast of Chihli in education, 
but very much has been done also in the Viceroyalty of Chang 
Chih-tung (Hupeh and Hunan), in the province of Kiangsu, and 
in Kuangtung. With regard to the second mentioned there are 
over 40 government schocls in operation in the city of Nanking 
and large numbers also in Shanghai, Soochow, and cther cities 
of the province. | | 
Shantung has at least 100 of the new echools already estab- 
lished, of which 20 are in the provincial capital, Chi-nan Fu, 
AS stated above, all the provinces of China proper have Gotie 
SexietHing, but it has been very difficult for those far inland 


to 
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to secure qualified teachers. I note however that even in far- 
away Yainnan, it is reported by the Viceroy that a Teachers' 
Training School has been established at the provincial capital 
‘and two Japanese professors secured for it, who also teach the 
Japanese language. 

Owing to this lack of teachers and the fact that few students 
are prepared to enter the academies or the university, classes 
in the courses outlined for the provincial academies and the 
university are for the present suspended, and the instructors oo: 
employed in teaching those branches required in the intermediate 
and the teachers training schools, 

In regard to the instruction given there are two or three 
points worthy of special notice, No foreign instructor is al- 
lowed to teach his own religious views. This is eminently prop- 
er in view of the fact that the schools are supported by a Gov- 
ernment which maintains its own religious establishment. Ali in- 
struction is to be given in the mandarin dialect, a most commen- 
dable regulation which in a generation, if carried out will do 
much toward removing one of the principal obstacles to national 
solidarity. In all the coast provinces from Shanghai to the 
Tonkin border nearly every little district (county) has its own 
dialect, and these differ so much one from another that natives 


of the same province can not communicate with each other unless 


they can do so in writing. Although the curriculum provides for 
instruction in ethics in all the schools, the regulations call 


_ attention to the inadequacy of such instruction{ se the Minis- 


ters of Education think) as given in foreign schools, This re- 
mark refers to the science of ethics as taught by the Japanese. 
The authors of the Regulations do not believe that ethics can 

be taught so as to acweowamg conduct unless based upon the sa~ 


cred scriptures os China, The last point to which I would call 
drill 


ettention is that military /XREXEMESIOR is required in all the 
Schools, and a uniform is to be adopted for all students, The 


Chinesé civilian has in past centuries been taught to despise 
; | the

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the soldier and the art of war, but the civilized nations of 
the West have taught him that China will be respected only as 
‘ghe may be able to protect her interests by force of arms, and 
efforts are now being made te cultivate a martial spirit, There 
have been military and naval schools for some years in three or 
four provinces, but it is now proposed to establish in each 
previnee two grades of military and two of naval sehools, and 
in Peking an Imperial Military College and an Imperial Naval 
College, students for which will be supplied from the provin- 
cial schools just named, This plan is in abeyance for the pres- 
ent, and to supply the military instruction needed, all students 
will be required to drill, and on reaching the Provincial Acad- 
emy, Will have instruction in Military Regulations, Military 
History, and in Military Tactics, while those who enter the 
Department of Law in the University will have special courses 
in Military Government. 

The discipline of the students is theoretically at least very 
strict. Among other prohibitions they are forbdidden to smoke 
opium, and they are not allowed to interfere in any way in mat- 
ters that concern the Government. The latter has not been en- 
forced so far as the recent boycott of American goods is con- 
cerned, and there is reason to fear that the former will not be 
observed. 

One matter of great importance under consideration at pres- 
ent is that of providing the necessary funds for the support of 
the schools. The Regulations require the hsien (county) author- 
ities to provide the primary schools, and it is suggested that 
in most places there are common funds belonging to the people 
Which with the consent of their elders might be devoted to the 
Support of these schools. Such funds are those for village free 
schools of the old type, for village theatricals, sports, and 
the support of certain benevolent institutions. It is further 
Suggested that certain temples and club’ houses may be used for 


School buildings. With respect to the temples, many of them 
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are endowed with lands which furnish revenues for the support 


of the monks and the maintenance of the sacrifices. One of the 
reform Edicts of 1898 provided for the confiscation of certain 
‘classes of such temples for the support of the schools, and 

this created great disaffection. On the approval of the pres- 
ent regulations steps were taken in some of the provinces, par- 
ticularly in Fukien and Kuangtung to compel the monks to sur- 
render their property. To avoid doing so a number who had an 
inkling of what was coming disposed of their property to Japan- 
ese Buddhist monks, who could not be compelled to yield to the 
demands of the officials. This led to an Imperial Edict forbid- 
ding the local authorities to c8erce the monks, The mischief 
had already been done, however, in some places, and a recent 
traveller in Kuangtung and Kuanghsi ascribes the feeling of hos- 
tility t*ward foreigners in those provinces in part to this meas- 
ure, since the people look upon the new eduvation as foreign in 
its origin, and forced upon China by foreign powers, 

For the support of the intermediate schools and academies it 
is more difficult to find funds. I have already noticed the sug- 
gestion that the funds for the old examination system be devoted 
in part to this purpose. Another plan is that adopted by the Vice 
roy of this province. He has already secured the sanction of 
the Throne to the levying of a special tax upon deeds for the 
transfer of real estate. This amounts to 4.9% of the purchase 
price, of which 3.3% shall be devoted to primary education, and 
1.6% to the intermediate schools. Two days aco it was decided 
that henceforth, for three years,no vacancies in the 24 Banner 
Corps shall be supplied, and the funds thus saved shall be de- 

support of the 
voted, one half to the regular school system, and one-half to 
the support of the proposed military and naval schools. It was 
also decided to gradually abolish the eight divisicns of Palace 
Guards, an obsolete organization,no longer cf use, the funds 
thus saved to be also applied to educational purposes, The old 
ssamiAbtdén hhli in Peking 16 to be cceupied by the Military 
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One serious defect in the system remains to be pointed out; 

Wo provision is made for the education of girls, except in the 
kindergarten, 

The Regulations say that there are many diffieulties in the 
way of the establishment of girls schools in China, and that 
very little can be done for them at present, 

There are many high officials who do not agree with this 
statement of the authors of the Regulations, One such high of- 
ficial is Tuan-fang, the Governor of Hunan, now on his way to 
the United States to study our institutions. During his recent 
visit to Peking, he had audience of H.I,M. the Empress Dowager 
and laid before her the importance of establishing girls schools. 

Her Majesty was much impfessed and at ofide issued an Edict, 
directing that a large abandoned lamaséry in Peking should be 
converted into a girls college. This has not been done as yet, 
but several of the princesses, encouraged by this action of 
the Dowager Empress, have undertaken without any aid from the 
Gtate to establish a number of girls schools in Peking, At 
least one of these is absolutely free, and is conducted in the 
residence of Tuan-fang, which is given for a merely nominal rent 
for this purpose, Others charge a small tuition and are attended 
dy girls from noble families. Some of the princesses have open- 
ed schools in their own palaces for their daughters and their 
relatives. A few Chinese women teachers have been secured, some 
of them former students in the mission schools. But the new 
branches, such as arithmetic, ceography, foreign histery and 
the Japanese langugge are taught by Japanese ladies whe are giv- 
ing their services without charge. Besides the branches mention- 


ed , the curriculum embraces music, drawing, dancing, calisthen- 


ics, needle-work, Chinese reading and writing, phenielesy. hy=- 
giene, physics, natural history, and nursing. 

All pupils are required to unbind their feet, and are not 
allowed to paint, powder, we@r jewelry, or expensive gowns. They 
must wear their hair in a braid or plain @oil, and must dress in 
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a plain blue gown, the only ornament being the rosette which 
indicates the school to which the pupil belongs, Similar schools 
have been opened in Tientsin, Chi-nan Fu, Shanghai, Chinkiang, 
Nanking, Soochow, Hangchow and Hankow, I have seen no reports 
from other places, but the movement appears to be very general 
and is the most interesting feature in the present situation, 
though wholly independent of the government. In all these 
schools Japanese women appear to be the main reliance so far 

as teaching is concerned, 

The missionaries with whom I have discussed the matter seem 
for the most part to fully appreciate the significance of the 
educational reforms, and rejoice in the prospect of a better 
condition of society in China. Some, however, look askance at 
the new school system, and seem to think that it will mean a 
great loss of influence for the missionary, whose pupils will 
probably desert him for the government school. I am glad topay 
that this feeling appears to be shared by very few, The mission- 

aries have every reason to be proud of their past record as ed- 
ucators in China, for, although their influence has been indi- 
rect, the present movement owes very much more to them than ap- 
pears upon the surface. It is quite true that the importance of 
their schools will probably lessen with the passing years, un- 
less arrangements can be made to admit their graduates to the 
examinations for official posts, but these schools will always 
have their special work in preparing men and women for the ser- 
vice of the Church, and for many years to come they must prob-, 
bly be depended upon very larcely for the needed supply of Chi- 
nese instructors in modern branches of learning. 

In this connection it may be of interest to furnish some sta- 
tistics which will show in a measure the nature of their work. 
The latest general report of all Protestant missions in China 
is dated 1896, and at that date these missions euppertes for 
males 747 primary schools with 13,8217 pupils, 45 secondary 
Schools with 15359 pupils, and 52 colleges with 1224 students; 

i and 
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and for females, 225 primary schools with 4,262 pupils, 69 
secondary schools with 2,096 pupils, and 14 colleges with 416 
students, or a total of 972 primaryé 114 secondary, schools 
and 46 colleges with a grand total of 21,554 pupils and stu- 
dents. By a comparison of recent reports of certain missions 
with those of a few years ago one must conclude that to allow 
for an increase of 50% in the number of pupils during the past 
ten years is a very modest estimate, for a great impulse has 
been given to educational work since 1900, so that we are safe 
in reckoning an enrollment of some 350,000 students in connec- 
Protestant 
tion with, mission schools at present, 

I have not been able as yet, to obtain any general statistics 
of Roman Catholic work in China, but the report of the North 
Chihli Mission of the Lazarist¢s for June 30; la st, gives the 
total number of schools in this diotese as 1474 with a total 
enrollment of 27,054, about equal to the whole Protestant work 
in China, Catholics have of course been at work for five hun- 
dred years, Protestants just one hundred. If we estimate the 
total mumber of pupils in Catholie sehools in China at about 
500,000 we shall probably. not far ‘rom the actual number. 

Catholic schools for the most part appear to give an elemen- 
tary education, supplemented for the ordinary pupil by an in- 
dustrial course, and for the native aol ot by a course in the- 
oClogy. Protestants appear to give more attention to the higher 
education.

| WE have to-day received a joint memorial from the Council 

of State (or Bureau of National Administration) and the Minister 
of Education, reporting upon the suggestions of Paoc-hsi and oth- 
ers, Some time ago WE issued an Edict abolishing the system of 
examinations., and it is most urgently necessary that something 
be done to encourage education so as to develop the talents of 
men, At present the various provinces are gradually establishing 
the new schools, and there must be an office that shall have 
general tentrol of the system and be responsible for the stan- 
dard set and the direction of the course of study. Therefore 

WE establish the Board of Education, and Jungch'ing is hereby 
transferred to be the President of the same. The First Vice 
President shall be Hsi-ying, and the Second Class Hanlin Com- 
piler, Yen-hsiu, is appointed Acting Second Vice President of 
the Beard of Education with the rank of an Expectant Metropoli- 
tan Official of the Third Grade. The Imperial Academy of Learn- 
ing, known in ancient times as the "Ch'eng Chfin" (i.e.a place 
where learning is completed) was originally the highest insti- 
tution of learning. Let all matters pertaining to @aid institu- 
tion henceforth be under the control of the Bhard of Education. 
As to matters not yet settled, let the aforesaid President aaa 
Vice Presidents consult together and devise satisfactory arrange 
ments and report to US. As the said Board has but just been 
established, the commencement of such a work as the encourage- 
ment of education and the cultivation of talent is a most im- 
portant one and the greatest care must be exercised in investi- 
gating Stmmefintes the subject and extra attention given to 
strengthening the system of education in the hope that encour- 
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agement of genuine learning and the cultivation of useful tal- 


ents may fulfill the purpose of the Court to establish schools 
for the improvement of social conditions, the civilization of 


the people and the perfection of their customs. 
As for other suggestions made, let them be carried out as 
proposed,

In further reference to the proposal made by the 
Waiewu Pu for the settlement of the question of the conversion 
into gold at the rate of exchange of June SOth, 1905, of the 
amounts paid in silver during the first six montns of tne cure- 
rent year by the Chinese Government on account of the indemnii- 
ty, and of an adjustment of the rates of exchange fixed by the 
Bankers Commission at Shanghai and the Taot'ai who makes the 
payments on account of the indemnity, (See my No. 134 of Octo- 
ber 27, 1905), I have now the honor to enclose copy of an iden- 
tic note handed me and to the other Diplomatic Representatives 
of the Powers which signed the Final Protocol of September 7, 
1901, by tne Prince of Ch'ing on the 23rd instant, together 
with copy of the collective*note we handed him accepting the 
proposals made by nis Board, 

With this matter disposed of the negotiations conceming 
the mode of payment of tne indemnity of 1900 are now, it would 
seem, terminated, and China has fairly successfully defended 
her interests,

As to the matter of the payment of the indemnity notes 
were exchanged between the various Ministers in Peking repre- 
. sentative of the Powers and the Chinese Government on the ‘wl 
30th of the Fifth Moon of the present year (July 2 1905) by 
which a satisfactory arrangement was agreed to, as the records 
will show. But the matter of the amounts of the payments : 
made during the first half of the present year as reduced to 
gold at the rate of June 30, 1905, and that of the non-agree- 
ment of the rate of exchange into gold, used by the Bankers’ 
Commission, and the rate of the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation, it was by general agreement decided to leave for 
settlement later. That is to say, according to the rate of 
exchange into gold for the 30th of June, 1905, as fixed by 
the Bankers' Commission One Tael Shanghai Sycee was equal to 
Two Shillings Seven Pence and One Hundred and Twenty-five 
thousandths (Taels 1 = 2/7 .125) but according to the rate of 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation one Tael was 
equal to Two Shillings Seven Pence and Seventy-five hundredths 
(Taels 1 = 2/7.75). According to the difference between 


these two rates the error in reckoning the total amount paid

the Powers-is equal to Protocol Haiekuan Taels 186,792.95. 
As the Chinese Government desires to settle the matter justly 
if the Powers concerned will agree to forego one-half of this 
sum, China on her part will agree to bear the loss of the 
other half. 

According to the arrangement entered into on the 2nd of 
July this year, China is required to divide into twelve parts

and pay one part each month, but this arrangement will go 

_ jnto effect only at the beginning of next year. For the 

, present year, according to Article VI of the Protocol of 1901, 
China has to pay interest only in the first half of the year, 
and the payments on the principal due for the year have to be 
paid only in the latter half of the year. Therefore, if on 

reckoning the amounts paid during the first half of the year, 
it appears that China has paid in excess of the amount due, 
according to the new arrangement with regard to payments made 
in advance, she should be allowed a discount equal to interest 
at 4% on such excess for the six months from June 30th to 
December Slst, and I have to request each of the Ministers 
residing in Peking representative of the Powers concerned, to 
inform me of the amount in the gold currency of his dwn coune- 
try received on June SOth by his country in excess of the 
amount due it, so that I may notify the Shanghai Taot'ai to 
take action accordingly. This is the proposition of my 
Poard, and, as in duty bound, I send this despatch to request 

the warious Ministers concerned to give it their considera- 

tion, and I beg that they will inform me at an early date of 

the willingness or otherwise of their Governments to accept 


this proposition.

This information I got confidentially from Baron Kamura 
at a dinner he gave to some of my Colleagues and myself the 
evening before the treaty was signed.

I learn from some of the members of the Japanese Special 
Mission that satisfaction over the result of the negotiations 
is not general nor intense, It is the opinion of some that 
it would have been better to simply have informed China of 
what Japan required and to have asked its prompt acceptance, 
not, as has been done,open lengthy negotiations lasting for 
over a month. In case of refusal the Japanese would have 


remained in Manchuria exercising the rights acquired by treaty 


from Russia until China complied with their demands. 

I gather that the belief is general that, so far as Mane- 
churia is concerned the result of the war and of the negotia= 
tions with China may result in the indefinite occupation of 
the northern part of this region by Russia and of the Southe 
ern part by Japan, with inevitable clashes and conflicts of 
interests and policy between these two Powers. The permanent 
peace of Eastern Asia is considered nowise insured by the war, 
and the future is looked at by many Japanese with the gravest 
concern, as the duties imposed upon the country in Korea, 
Manchuria and China proper for long years to come will tax 
its resources and its energy to the utmost. 

The extreme suspicion of Japanese motives and policy 
evidenced in the late negotiations by the Chinese was, I learn 
very marked, and any show of gratitude for the services rend- 
ered to China by Japan in the late war was conspicuously ab- 
sent. The Chinese plenipotentiaries made claims for the 
taxes levied in Manchuria by Japan, and for the property de- 
stroyed,. They discussed for days the subject of the number 
of railroad guards Japan could maintain along the line ceded 


her from Chang*chun south. They raised, so I am tolé, every 
quibble they could think of to embarass Japan and give satis= 


faction to the sentiment of exclusion now 806 strong among the

Chinese. The Japanese on their side were naturally limited 
in many of their demands by the necessity of only asking for 
such rights and privileges in southern Manchuria as they would 
be willing to see granted the Russians in the northern part 
of that country.

* tairly satisfactory: The ratifications are to be exchanged, 
I believe, within three months.

I have the honor to transmit herewith copy of a 
most interesting article which appeared in a recent number 
of the “North China Daily News” of Shanghai, It gives the 
substance of a letter addressed by the Rev. H.O.T.Burkwell, 
an American citizen and subeagent at Canton of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, in which he relates a recent jour- 
ney he had made in the province of Kuangsi which brought him 
in the vicinity of Lien Chou, in Kuang-tung, the scene of the 
Massacre of American missionaries on October 28th h st. 

Mr. Burkwell's letter throws much interesting light on 
the causes of the anti-foreign feeling of the Chinese people 
at the present time; the dissemination of boycott and anti- 
American literattre and the conversion by the officials of 
temples into schools of western learning have done much, more 
than anything else probably, to create a hatred of foreigners 
and their innovations in the minds of the people. 

Another cause of the present spirit of unrest and sus- 
picion which is so manifest everywhere in China at the present 
day may be traced to the ever-increasing influence: of the 


students of western learning, among whom many are well past 
the age of youthful folly and who seek to free China from the 


thraldom in which she is kept by the world, and who hope, 

by constant agitationeand occasional rioting, as recently 

in Shanghai in connection with the Mixed Court fracas, to ad- 
vance their cause, 

As illustrating this spirit of the students in the 
present movement in China, I enclose an article from‘a recent 
number of the “Japan Daily Mail" in reference to the commo- 
tion recently caused among the students in Japan by the 
recently enacted regulations of the Japanese Educational 
authorities. The manifesto of the Chinese students is par- 
ticularly interesting. |

THE SITU UATION IN 
KUANGSIL _ 


A LETTER received by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society here from 
its sub-agent at Canton, the Rev. 
H. O. T. Burkwall, an American 
ci-izen, throws a great deal of light 
on the situation in Ku»ngsi, and 
incidentally on the cause of the 
massacre at Lienchou. It has been 
courteously placed at our disposal by 
the agent of the Society here, the 
Rev. G. H. B »ndfield, and the extracts 
which we are enabled to give, in 
which Mr. Birkwall gives an account 
of his reoent journey in Kuangs’, 
will be found of deep intere-t. Lien- 
chou, it should be mentioned, is 
actually in Kuangtu ng, but it is in 
the north-west of the province, near 
the Kuang-i border. Mr. Burkwall 
writes :— 

“I left on the 17:h of October for 
Wuchou. By launch we went as far 
ax Konghau, about 100 miles above 
Wuchou, and from there overland to 
Liuchoufu, some 450 li or 150 miles 
distant, The season being that 
of harvesting, we found some difficulty 
in securing cvolies, and I sent som~ 
of my books—seven cases——by launch 
on direct to Lienchou. ‘This, though 
the freight was high, was cheaper 
than coolies hire, Finally, »fter 
securing coolies, we were ready to 
start on what proved to be the 
hardest and most discouraging 
journey I have yet taken, I pur 
posely chuse the overland route, as 
uvy previous experience hid led me 
0 expect good sales ab places less 
frequently visited by foreigners.

first foreign telegram ever received 


unusual attention and was soon 
abroad in the streets, It so happen- 
ed that before I reached Liuchou, 
two English army officers had pas+ed 
through from Kuerlin, and as the. 
telegram was already there, the 
public concluded it was for them, 
and recalling them at once, This 
turned the news away from me for 
the time being. Upon receiving the 
telegram I at once wired Wachou, 
asking H. M. Consul Wiikinson’s 
advice, as he knows Kuangsi well. 
He confirmed or supported the 
American Consul-General’s advice. 

“The sume evening I arrived, I 
sens in my cards as usual to the 
officials, together with some of our 
books. But strange so say, they 
sent nome in returo, I was ravher 
anxious about that, as such an 
omission had never occurred before 
at any place I have visited. Mr. 
Wilkinson sugge-ted making sure 
of local protection, and the officials 
thus ignoring my card made me 
| somewhat uneasy. Upon request 
laier my man brought back the 
magistrate’s card—he did not send it, 
I requested it. Still I stayed on 
in the city four days, one being 
Sunday, Our sales were only fair, 
but still a great improvement over 
the preceding days’, I sooo learned 
that boycott literature and anti- 
American feeling were strong even 
here, One firm stated that the 
Native Customs refused to pass any 
American goods inland. 

“Again our literature screened 
my identity as an American, and I 
saw only friendliness wherever I 
went, My men mentioned over- 
hearing discussions of the Lienchou 
outbreak, and the temple desecration 
going on elsewhere. But no talk of 
violence came to our ears. Siill, 
having the telegram as stated above, 
and the official ignoriag my card— 
these decided me to return instead 
of proceeding further inland as I had 
plauned, ... I think it was wisest to 
do as Ihave done, ‘The whole” pro-

“Another matter I want to men- 
tion as tending to much uneasiness 
is the fact that at Wuchou and else- 
where telegrams are held over by 
the offices, on the excuse that the 
wire is down, and not delivered until 
ifter several hours. A _ telegram 
handed in at Wuchou, addressed tw 
the American Consu!-General Can- 
ton, and calling for a gunboat, fearing 
trouble, was pooh-poohed by thie 
operator and held for 24 hours before 
sending’... . 


We learn from this letter that 
‘here aro certain important facts \o 
be taken into conside ation when « 
judgment is beiig formed on the 
Lienchou massacre. There is the 


ermiinal dissemination of boycoit 


litera'ure all over the Two Kuany, 
which has stirred up the people 
against foreigners generally aud 
against Americans particularly. This 
b »ycott literature is full of gross 
exaggerations and misrepresent tions. 
and the Viceroy and his staff and 
suvordiuates are highly culpable for 
allowing this literature to be distri- 
buted broadcast even after their 
attention was called to its nature 
and danger. The native officials, by 
destroying and disestablishing tem- 
ples ‘in order to convert them into 
schools of Western learning, have 
aroused @ hatred of Western innova- 
tions and Westerners in the minds of 
the ignorant people, and made them 
believe that the object of foreigners 
is to destroy their temples and sup- 
press their religious ceremonies. 
This doubtless he!ps to account for 
the massacre at Lienchou. On the 
other hand, it is gratifying to see 
that Mr. Burkwall, travelling through 
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a country full of excitement, met 
everywhere with friendly treatment, 
and he appeirs never to have been 
asked whether he was an Englishman 
or an American, and he was able to 
sell his books though there was not 
so much enquiry for them as on 
former journeys. It will be noted 
that he emphasises that point which 
we mentioned some time ago, and 
to which we have no doubt the for- 
eign representatives in Canton have 
drawn the attention of the Viceroy 
there—that while the boycott was 
anti-American at first, it becomes as 
it spreads anti-foreign. It is a notice- 
able point th«t at one place the 
Native Customs were refusing to 
p-ss American goods; they would 
hardly dare to do this if they thought 
that the Viceroy was sincere in his 
condemuation of the boycott,

THE (H\NESE SIUDENTS. — 


The Chinese Minister in Tokyo is said to 
have telegraphed to the Waiwupu that in 
consequence of the commotion caused among 
xhe Chinese students by recently enacted 
regulations .of the Japanese Educational 
Authorities, he has visited the Foreign Office 
and the Education Department and has 
endeavoured to obtain a modification of the 
regulations. In this he has been unsuccess- 
ful, while, on the other hand, he finds the 
students equally obdurate, and he con- 
sequently apprehends that the relations 
between the two countries may he 
disturbed. The students. also are said to 
have communicated their complaint to 
newspapers in China. It is difficult to under- 
stand the reasons for this commotion. ; The 
rules said to be so objectionable consist in 
the main of provisions that the introduction 
of their own Minister must be obtained by 
students desiring to enter public or private 
schools in Japan; that the schools eligible 
for the purpose shall be officially selected and 
announced ; that the same process of selec- 
tion and announcement shall be adopted 
with regard to lodging houses, and 
that such lodging houses shall be subject 
to official supervision. It appears to us, 
and it must appear to any impartial 
person, that students who are really earnest 
in their pursuit of knowledge would not 
object to these restrictions and ought 
rather to welcome them. Without attaching 
importance to the utterances of sensational 
| journals in Tokyo, we can mot wholly over- 
look the revelations lately made by a certain 
newspaper asto the manner of life of the 
Chinese students residing in the Japanese 
capital. If those revelations be at all credi- 
ble, then assuredly there is ample cause for 
the supervisory system now inaugurated by 
the authorities. On the other hand the ages 
of the Chinese students range from 16 years 


— 


to 40, and it is easy to conceive that those 
among them who have reached full maturity 
might strenuously object to any scrutiny | 
whatever into théir private lives. At all | 
events the students must imagine that they | 
have a measure of right on their side. | 
Evidently their temper is much roused, if we 


may rely on the Chuo Shinibun's version of 


a manifesto said to have been compiled by | 


them in connexion with this incident, Its 
languageis extremely vehement. It declares 
that in the dragon-and-tiger conflict now 
taking place between China and the Powers 
of the world, it isto the students that China 
owes her titles of equality. The students are 
free men. They are earnest men. They are 
combined. They have the right to walk with 
upright mien and bold carriage before their 
four hundred millions of countrymen. They 
are not slaves. It is they who have roused 
the world on the subject of the treaty 
between America and their country.” Slavery 
in the West is almost extinct. Is it to com- 
mence now in the East? Those that would 

augurate it are the men who proclaim 
liberty and | students who are

ther die for freedom’ than live as slaves.

subjected to such restraints, nor are students 
in Europe and. America. That Chinese 
students alone should be siibjected to them 
would be a disgrace to “Our ancestral 
country.” ‘The Japanese Constitution 
guarantees liberty of person. China's rela- 
tions with Japan are relations of equality. 
We are entitled to the same treatment as 


_| Japanese subjects. But the restrictions that 


it is proposed to impose on us outside school 
deprive us of practical liberty. They-are an 
uncivilized Japanese device to destroy civi- 
lized laws. . We will never submit to them.” 

Such is the alleged language of the 


manifesto, and thus far no indications are 


apparent that the students have changed 
their mood. Their leaders are said to 
number about 500, and even the female 
students have joined the strike. In the 
Niroku Shimpo we read that an idea prevails 
among the malcontents that a big German 
school is about to be built and equipped at 
Kiaochow, and that they can repair thither 
if they have to quit Japan.

Ir is plain that a sentiment of disap- 
 pointment begins to permeate.the Japanese - 
nation with regard to the negotiations now 
proceeding in Peking. There has not been, 
+ is true, any trustworthy statement of 
results achieved oreven of demands preferred. | 
Secrecy seems to have been most success- | 
fully preserved. Rumour, however, more — 
circumstantial than rumours generally are, | 
affirms that the Russians know exactly what 
is going on. They are supposed to be kept 
informed by a Bishop of the Greek Church 
who has the unrestricted enfrée of the Palace | 
and is on terms of the most confidential 
nature with the famous, or notorious, chief 
eunuch. Stories of that kind people the 
atmosphere of Peking and have peopled it 
from time immemorial. They generally 
attribute extraordinarily acute perspicacity | 
to the Russians, whereas history does not 
contain many traces of such an endowment. 
But the question is not who knows or who 
is ignorant. The question is, has any real , 
progress been made by the negotiations and ‘ 
if so what progress ? Somehow or other the 
public faire can never be permanently para- 
lysed, and what it indicates in this case is, 

generally, that the Chinese are determined 
“not to concede to Japan anything more 
than Russia legally possessed in Man-| 
churia, and specially that. they will grant 
no new railway concessions. The Chinese | 
on the present occasion have beem required 
to make a momentous choice. They have 
been required to choose whether they would 
trust Japan and repose frank confidence in 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance, or whether 
they .would adhere to their perennial 
policy of trusting no one and to the isolation 
which has brought upon them such frequent 


poi 


and serious troubles. Perhaps it is not too 
much tos say that the fate of the Chinese 
empire depends upon this choice. It is 
impossible for any unprejudiced reader of 
history to withhold his sympathy from 
China. She has been badly, almost uni- 
formly badly, treated by foreign Powers in 


the past, and if she retained. any remnant of 
trustfulness it would be strange. That js 
the sentimental view of the matter. But 
there is also a practical view. Two States, 
one an Occidental, the other an Oriental, 
have now separated themselves from the 
group of Powers who, under various pre- 
texts, some brutal, some specious, have 
hitherto held China in a vice. Those 
two States have proclaimed themselves 


the guardians of her territorial integrity | 


and one of them has fought in her behalf 
the most. terrible war in modern annals. 
If ever an Opportunity offered fora country 
to purchase ease and safety at a low price, 
such an opportunity now offers to China. 
| Yet it would seem that she can not dissociate 


herself from her suffering past, and that she 


‘is no more prepared to believe in the 
integrity of her Oriental neighbour's purpose 
than she is prepared to believe in the 
forbearance of the Occidental State from 
whose aggressions she has barely been 
rescued. Were she disposed to place any 
creditin Japan—we say nothing of gratitude, 
preferring to dismiss all emotional elements 
_—she would gladly make in Manchuria | 
| Such concessions as might correct the in- 
_ completeness of Japan’s victory. Russia has 
not been driven completely out of 
the Three Eastern Provinces. She retains 
a foothold in the two northern of them, | 
and unless she has changed the spots on her. 
leopard’s skin, she will gather strength there 
fora fresh spring southward. The obvious 
_ way to avert this peril is to strengthen the 
Japanese counterpoise, and that can be done 
only by according to Japan a_ position 
| strategically so advantageous as to paralyse 
any aggressive purpose on Russia's part. 
_ The Japanese should be allowed to link up 
their Korean and Manchurian systems of 
railways so as to bring their main base 
_ within mininvum range of the prospective 
| field ; they should be allowed to carry the 
‘road from Changchun to Kirin so as to 
command the northern highways ; and they 
should be allowed to join. Mukden with 
'Hsinmintun so as to open an important 
route of supplies as well as an avenue for 
the co-operation of China herself. But the 


. 


Chinese seem just as anxious to prevent all 


| increase of Japan's potentialities as to avoid 
any risk of Russian resentment. They 
refuse every railway concession on the most 
trivial grounds. Russia never received any 
title to build a line from Changchun to 
Kirin, therefore Japan must not receive it 
an argument which places Russia and 
Japan in precisely the same category. Muk- 
den is the site of the Tsing’s ancestral tombs, 
therefore Mukden must not be approached 
_by a foreign-owned line from Hsinmintun— 
an argument which-ignores the fact that but 


for Japan’s armedintervention Mukden would 
now be trainpled under the hoofs of Cossack 
cavalry. A neutral zone has existed from 
ancient times between Korea and Manchuria, 
therefore there must be no railway there— 
an argument which disregards the existence 


| of a military line already built. With such 
jaltry pretexts the Chinese statesmen are 
understood to be meeting Japan's proposals. 
\In short, they have chosen to keep their 
doors closed and stand a siege by all nations 
\instead of admitting. some to join the 
\garrison. No wonder that the Japanese are 
‘disappointed. For this means that their 
immense sacrifices of life and treasure have 
not attained the only end that could have 
entirely justified them, a lasting peace for 
East Asia. It means that China declines to 
have any foreign friends; that she brackets 
all outside States together, and that she still 
entertains the vain hope of being able to 
guard her gates single-handed. Should this 
indeed prove to be her effective mood, her 
blindness will be quite extraordinary, for 
only complete loss of political vision could 
et. her unconscious of the object lessons 
that have been staring her in ‘the face for 
the past ten years. There will be satisfaction ,

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JAPAN’S MERCHANT MARINE. 
ACTIVITY REPORTED IN SHIPBUILDING. 


Since the close of the war with Russia Japan has entered actively 
upon the extension of its merchant marme, and there are indications 
of a purpose to make the Japanese flag supreme in oriental waters. 


Consul-General Rodgers, of Shanghai, furnishes an interesting report 
on this matter, which follows: 


During the period of comparative quiet which followed the practical 
end of the war in early June and continued until the signing of the 
peace treaty there was little evidence of the present day activity in the 
Japanese shipping business, but now it is apparent on every side 
and is vy noticeable in Shanghai, a port which will be used 
more in the near future by the Japanese than perhaps any other 
nation. 

The t water front owned by the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
( Japanese ip Company), formerly the property of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, from which it was bought for a small por- 
tion of its present value, is occupied by a long line of pontoons and 

odowns, and from and to these a constant stream of cargo is being 
handled by Japanese steamers of light draft, which are not hindered 
wy the Whangpoo bar. The regular and subsidiary ships of the Nippon 

usen Kaisha are being added to by coasting ships which will ply in 
all direetions, even the Yangtse service having been entered with 
determination. The activity of the Japanese carrying trade to the 
north is marked, and but recently, by the institution of an agreement 
between the Nippon Yusen Kaisha and the Deshler Line (under the 
American flag), of Kobe, there is provided a weekly service to all 
Korean via Moji, with Kobe and 5 hai as the terminal points. 
It is that the Japanese are determined for the present 
to make Kobe and Moji their great shipping ports, and that Shanghai 
will be their Chinese base. ; 


HONGKONG TO AUSTRALIA. 


The news of the intentions of the Japanese as to their merchant 
marine of course are at second hand in Shanghai, but semiofiicial

announcements have been made that every port touched by Pacific 
waters will soon be reached. It is known that a line from Hongkong 
to Australia via Manila will soon be developed into a rival in impor- 
tance of the trans-Pacific. In the meanwhile the shipbuilding com- 

MANES Cc span t haHdine new vessels. reps ig Old ones, altering __ 
captured craft, and in every way preparing to adapt everything they 
have afloat to the new field of Japanese endeavor. If the half that is 
told of Japanese intentions as to merchant marine is true, then an 
activity will ensue on the Pacifie Ocean which will astonish the world. 
It is too late this year to get the full development, but one year from 
now, unless unforeseen causes intervene, there will be a wonderful 
Japanese fleet afloat, and every one of the nations which have practi- 
coy ee the sea traffic in the Orient will have to look to their 
laurels. 

This anticipation, which is current in Shanghai especially, is causing 
great uneasiness for the reason that ery! see in ita promise of the 
necessity for a gn pew readjustment of freight tariffs and a conse- 
quent diminution of profit. At present there is some uncertainty as 
to these tariffs, the war rates having been abated as necessity demanded. 
Those best informed predict entire new schedules, and it is certain that 
many new plans will have to be inaugurated to meet the competition. 
Whether Japanese vessels can be successful under these conditions is 
another question entirely. Many well-informed persons argue that 
they can not; that the thing will be overdone and will be ruinous to 
them. It is also asserted that the Japanese can not operate ships as 
economically as Europeans, and that there is no special advantage in 
their favor. But whatever may he the financial outcome to the 
Japanese, it is entirely probable, in view of all the conditions, that 
some of the large shipping firms, and especially the American trans- 
Pacific lines, will, in the near future, proceed upon a different pro- 
gramme and require ships of smaller tonnage for China coast service. 


A RIVER FLEET. 


Not alone on salt water is Japan making her advance. On the 
Yangtze she will certainly have a large fleet and upon the smaller 
rivers and canals as well. The carrying trade at Hangchow via the 
Whangpoo and the Grand Canal she already shares to a great extent, 
the service being conducted by small towing launches and lorchas. 
Soochow, Huchow, and other canal cities will also receive attention, 
and it is understood that her small coasting ships to places like Ningpo 
will be numerous. The Chinese apparently offer no impediment to 
these plans; on the contrary, they appear to welcome them. In no 
way is the evident determination of Japan to inaugurate a commercial 
conquest of the Orient more apparent than in the announced diffuse 
intentions of her merchant marine. Instances to prove this are plenty. 
In fact one has but to inspect the present sailing lists of the Osaka, 
Shosen, and the Nippon Yusen: Kaisha and its allied lines to note that 
not a route has been forgotten at pera And in addition to that 
it is well known to everybody that the shipyards of Japan are the 
busiest places in the East to-day. The tonnage being prepared for 
service is enormous and the pork goes steadily on. No other city in 
China will feel the effect of this invasion as will Shanghai.

CONCESSIONS TO JAPAN. 


CHINA AWARDS FAVORS IN NEW TREATY. 


In the new treaty between Japan and China, just published, ** the 


___Imperial Chinese Government agrees that, as soon as possible after the 
evacuation of Mafichuria by the Japanese and itussian forces-the-fol- 
lowing cities of that territory will be opened by China herself as — 
of international trade and residence: In Shing-king Province, Feng- 

hwang-chenn, Liau-yang, Hsin-min-tun, Tie-lung, Tung-kiang-tsze, 
and Fa-ku-men. In Kirin Province, Chang-chun we Sy acres 
Kirin, Kharbin, Ninguta, Hun-chun, andSan-sing. In Hie-lung-kiang 
Province, Tsitethar, Khailar, Ai-hun, and Manchuli.” | 

‘**The methods of laying out the Japanese settlement at Ying-kau 
in Shing-king Province, which has already been opened to trade, an 
at An-tung and Mukden, in the same province, which are still unopened 
though stipulated to be opened, shall be separately eveniege and 
determined by officials of Japan and China.” 

In articles 11 and 12 the governments of Japan and China engage 
that most-favored-nation treatment shall be reciprocally extended. 

In article 10 **the Imperial Chinese Government agrees that a joint- 

. stock company of forestry, composed of Japanese and Chinese capi- 

talists, shall be organized for the exploitation of the forests in the 
regions on the right bank of the river Yalu, and that a detailed agree- 
ment shall be concluded in which the area and term of concession, as 
well as the o ization of the company and all regulations concerning 
the joint work of exploitation, shall be provided for. The Japanese 
and Chinese shareholders shall share equally in the profits of the 
undertaking.” 

Japan is also accorded important railway privileges in Manchuria, 
including the working and improvement of. the Antung-Mukden line 
for fifteen years, after which China shall purchase it at an appraise- 
— by a foreign expert, and admission of all railway material free 
of tax. 


ISLAND OF MAURITIUS. 


AMERICAN HOUSE AND GOODS BOTH NEEDED. 


Consul Botkin, of Port Louis, writes a practical letter on the oppor- 
tunities for American trade on the island of Mauritius, which lies off 
the east coast of Africa. He points out the special need there of mod- 
ern cook stoves and household appliances, foodstuffs in cans and pack- 
ages, bicycles, phonographs, smoking tobacco, shoes, and clothing, 
and advises the location of an Amgrican commercial house at Port 
Louis to supply these and other lines. What Mr. Botkin says about 
Mauritius is applicable to all parts of the world. If merchants 
can not carry the expense of sending individual agents they should 
combine and send one man to represent several lines. The report &

will repay reading, both for what it says, but most of all for what it 
suggests. It follows: 


There is room and opportunity here for American enterprise, but to 
be certain of results it should take the form of a rative under- 
taking. There would not be enough trade in any peer, ty but ample 
for a number of lines pooled under a single management. It is not 
good Policy to ship American here and depend upon strangers 
to finda market for them. All the zeal in business is confined to some 
of the Indian (Hindu) traders, whose limited capital restricts their 
operations. Many of them, however, if shown and directed by an 
American manager, would —. into splendid salesmen. They are 
lithe, active, keen, intelligent, and of pleasing address. To them it 
makes no difference about the nationality of the goods to be sold. The 
Chinese merchants, who are also numerous, have little of the Indian’s 
ambition. There are so few English engaged in trade that it is not 
necessary to consider them in this statement. 

Numerous Frenchmen are ~~ in trade, but they would have 
much to learn before they could successfully hold their customers 
against an American house that would advertise and display zeal in 
‘**showing goods.” 


NO EFFORT MADE TO SELL GOODS. 


There are several large commission firms here whose warerooms are 
filled with goods, but they seek no customers and make sales only 
where customers seek them. No representative goes about to solicit 
trade or push wares upon the market. The dust of several years, | 
am told by an Indian tradesman, is upon many cases of goods in these 
warehouses. Theaccount for sto in the meantime accumulates, and 
whenever those shall be sold, if ever, that account plus com- 
mission will deplete the amount of remittance. Those are substan- 
tially the words used by my informant. 

I therefore urge the establishment of an American supply depot 
and wholesale and retail department store at Port Louis, with perhaps 
three or four branch retail stores at interior towns on the lines of rail- 
way, the farthest of which would be within an hour’s reach of Port 
Louis. Such a concern could handle everything American that might 
be wanted, and there are many things which these people would want 
once they learn their use. Here isa population of 375,000 people, yet 
there are not a dozen cookstoves on this island. All cooking is done 
by primitive methods, most natives never having seen a pecking stove. 

ere is a splendid opening for the American stove trade. e same 
a good as to washtubs, clothes wringers, and all other household 
articles. | 

A SALABLE LINE OF MERCHANDISE. 


Flour retails here at 12 cents (Mauritian) per pound for Australian 
flour and 10 cents for Indian flour. (The American cent equals three 
Mauritian cents.) The flour is very . If American flour were 
sent here, much of it should be put up in 5, 10, and 25 pound packages 
or bags to accomodate the native trade. Corn meal, also put up in 
small ages, would find a good sale, also canned meats and some 
of the by-products of the packing houses, evaporated apples, peaches,

and pears, canned tomatoes, jams, jellies, and lemon juice in pint and 
quart bottles. Many American special manufactures, such as cabinet 
baths, gramaphones, phonographs, bicycles, ete., could be sold. Ameri- 
can pipe aetking tobacco of the Ha, Boel varieties is badly needed. 
There is not an ounce of good smoking tobacco in this island, nor any 
at all of American growth and manufacture. 

American shoes, of soft uppers and with thick soles; American light- 
weight, all-woolen underwear and light-weight, all-woolen blankets; 
various styles of cotton cloth and fabrics; many American books and 
toys, notions, etc., would all sell if put under the management of 
American talent. 1 would urge that a wide-awake, close-observing 

ent should be sent soon to look this field over and make up an invoice 
of the goods and wares to be shipped. He should have authority to 
lease property. This consulate would be glad to render any legitimate 
assistance. uch would be saved on the shipping account if all goods 
were loaded at New York and shipped direct via Cape of Good Hope. 


NEW CURRENCY IN CHINA. 
SILVER THE BASIS, WITH SILVER CERTIFICATES. 


Consul Haynes, of Nanking, sends a report on the new and uniform 
currency regulations adopted by China. The Goternment has decided 
to adhere to the silver standard, and ordered the coinage of an entirely 
new coin, the Kuping tael, which, with its subdivisions, is to be the 
only legal tender in China, supérseding sycee and dollars alike. The 
consul continues: 


The regulations begin by stating that the equality and weight of 
the new tael coin must be purer iad more exact than those of the sil- 
ver dollars minted in the provinces, so as to make it a true standard 
of the national currency. The best quality of sycee which is now in 
circulation is found, under the process of chemical analysis, to consist 
of 98.9 per cent of pure silver. Allowing 2 or 3 candareens for loss 
in minting, the new tael coin is to be minted with an alloy of 9 mace 
6 candareens pure silver and 1 mace copper, as equal to 1 Kuping 
tael of full touch; 5-mace coins to be made of 4 mace 8 candareens 
pure silver and 5 eandareens copper; 2-mace coins of 1 mace 7 canda- 
reens pure silver and 3 candareens copper, and 1-mace coins of 8.5 
candareens pure silver and 1.5 candareens copper. The proportion 
of the output each time is to be 40 per cent of 1-tael coins, and 20 
per cent each of the three subsidiary coins, and special permission 
must be obtained from the financial council and board of revenue if 
it is desired to change this proportion. The weight and quality of 
the coins turned out by the authorized mints must he uniform, and all 
analyses and inspections must be effected strictly in accordance with 
the currency regulations. ’ 


NO FEES MUST BE LEVIED. 


The tael coin and subsidiary coins must always be exchanged at their 
face value, and to charge any premium or discount in paying or receiv- 
ing them will be a punishable offense. 


NEW CURRENCY IN CHINA. 


| | The tael coin being fixed as the standard of the national currency 
| its circulation will be unlimited, but subsidiary coins are only legal | 
tender to the extent of 10 taels. The rate of exchange for copper 
coins and the limit to the sum for which they will be legal tender will 
be announced when reports on the subject from the provinces have 


ae mint (Hupu Tsaopei Tsungchang) and by the submints in 

Chili, Kiangsu, Hupe, and Kuangtung, the board of revenue supply- 
ing the dies. ‘‘ The coins so minted are to be handed to the Imperial 
Bank (Hupu), for which paper notes are to be printed; after putting 
this money into circulation, the metropolitan and provincial treasuries, 
as well as the railway, telegraph, and shipping offices in the provinces, 
should receive them in proportion.” Payments are to be made partly 
in notes and partly in coin, and by — the use of sycee is to be 
abandoned, and all transactions are to be in the new currency. ‘All 
payments in Kuping or treasury scale due to the provinces should be 
collected in tael coins, and arrangements might be made by the receiv- 
ing officials for the levy of a legal fee under the title of *huo-hao’ or 
‘loss in fuzing,’ but no further fees, no matter under what name, must 
be levied. Those payments which are in other scales should be calcu- 
lated and converted into Kuping scale, and once-adjusted should adopt 

| forever the tael coin as the standard.” 


| | DUTIES PAID IN NEW COINS, 


The Waiwupu will notify the foreign minister and consuls and 
instruct the commissioners of customs as soon as the new coins are 
ready for circulation. The necessary calculation for changing the 
duties from haikwan into kuping taels will be made, and duties will 
be paid in future in the new coins. ‘*On the day of putting into 
circulation the new coins, the people and merchants must be notified 
by proclamation by the local authorities, under the order of the vice- 
roys and governors, that all accounts and money transactions in differ- 
ent scales and quality of sycee before that date must be settled with 
the new taels duly adjusted. The recipient must in no case refuse.” 
Anyone in the possession of sycee can take it to the Imperial mint or 
one of the submints, and receive for silver of 98.5 per cent fineness 
(touch) an equivalent amount in the new coins. “ in in touch 
will he taken to defray the cost of niinting, and there will be no claim 
on either side. Inferior quality of sycee, foreign dollars, or dollars 
turned out by the Provinces can also be melted down into new tael 
coins, calculated at the amount of real silver contained.” In exchang- 

ing the old coins or silver at the native banks, Imperial Bank, official 

| banks, cash shops, ete., there must be no extortion or i iti ; of 
any kind. Any attempts at such extortion must be reported in Peking 
to the financial council and board of revenue, and in the Provinces to 
the Tartar generals, viceroys, and governors, and must be dealt with 
strictly for the protection of the new currency; and these lations 
must be made universally known by publication in the official gazettes

Sir:=- I have the honor to forward herewith a letter from 
the American Association of China. 

In relagfion to this matter I beg to state that prior to 
December lst the "Baltimore","Elcano", and "Quiros", United 
States vessels, were at Woosung and Shanghai; on December 
18th the "Baltimore" and “Villalobos” were at Chinkiang, the 
"Elcano” at Wuhu, and the "Quiros" at Kiukiang; the "Balti- 
more” and “Villalobos” reached Woosung December 20th, These 
ships will remain here some weeks to come. The "Baltimore" 
however, being of deep draft cannot reach Shanghai except on 
favorable tides. If there is necessity for a cruiser off 
Shanghai, a vessel other than the “Baltimore” should be de- 
tailed for the duty, leaving the gunboats for the Yangtse 
work, It seems to me desirable that there should be such 
naval representation at Shanghai.

Sir:- In the letter which this Committee had the honor 
to address to you the 7th. of November last, attention was 
called to the continued unchecked boycott agitation in central 
and south China and to the dangers to be feared therefrom. 
That letter you kindly forwarded to our Minister at Peking, 
and this letter also we ask vou to pass on to His Excellency 
the American Minister. 

The uneasiness and the anti-foreign feeling which for 
many months past have been kept alive and augmented in this 
community by the continued boycott agitation culminated in 
Shanghai the morning of Monday, the 18th instant, by a pre- 
concerted invasion of the Anglo-American settlement by mobs 
of lawless Chinese bent upon plunder and destruction, Riot- 
ing followed in some of the central and most important busi- 
ness streets of the town; any foreigner that was met was 
mobbed =- amongst others the Acting Consul General for Germany 
and also the American Assessor of the Mixed Court; the town 
hall was attacked and the Louza police station was sacked 
and burnt. 

To protect life and property the volunteer military 
force of the settlements had to be called out. to aid the po- 
lice, and parties of armed bluejackets were promptly landed 
from the British, German and Italian men-of-war in port. 

To the presence of these men-of-war in harbor and to 
their promptness in landing armed forces it is probably due 
that the loss of life and property has not been greater.

Certainly the 991 American citizens now living in the Anglo- 
American settlement must gratefully acknowledge the protec- 
tion afforded to their lives and property by the wise pres- 
ence in Shanghai of these European ships of war, 

That there was no American man.of.war in port at this 
time of emergency, especially as trouble had been threatening 
for months, was a disappointment and humiliation to our 
nationals, and this committee now brings before you and be- 
fore our Minister at Peking for the consideration of our 
Government at Washington the importance of having an American 
man-of-war in this port at all times. 

Shanghai as a great seaport, (daily growing greater) 
is worthy of every regard from a business standpoint only, 
which is quite enough to warrant our Government in providing 
its share of the foreign naval force constantly watching the 
interests of the place; but, the business view aside, there 
is to be considered the continuously increasing number of 
American citizens (a large proportion women and children) 
living in or visiting this port, whose lives and property 
our Government, we know, is ever anxious to protect. 

That danger to foreign life and property in Shanghai 
may arise easily and quickly from unrestrained Chinese mobs 
has now again been shown; and it is hoped the suggestion 
herein urged will have the prompt approval of our Government 
and that the Americans of Shanghai may feel assured that an 
American man-of-war will hereafter be at hand in time of

Your Imperial Highness: 

I have the honor to bring to the notice of Your 
Imperial Highness two instances, just reported to me by the 
American Vice Consul at Hangchow, in which the authorities 
in Chekiang have been remiss in their duty in that they have . 
failed to enforce the Imperial Edict which forbids the re- 


newal of the anti-American agitation. On Sunday the 3rd 

of December a mass meeting was held in the city of Hangchow, 
at which inflammatory speeches were made. Notice of this 
meeting was circulated several days in advance, I have the 
honor to enclose a copy of the notice, The American Vice 
Consul in Charge at Hangchow at once wrote to the local au- 
thorities asking that the mesting be forbidden in accordance 
with the commands of the Imperial Edict, but no reply was 
made to his request, nor was the meeting forbidden, 

The second instance is the posting of anti-American pla- 
cards in the city of Huchow, which are calculated to create a 
disturbance of the peace, I enclose copies of two of them. 
Reports received by the Vice Constl from Huchow inform him 
that the feeling of the people there toward Americans is be- 
coming hostile. 

I have the honor to request, therefore, that Your Imperial \ 
Highness will at once instruct the provincial authorities of 
Chekiang that they must obey the Imperial Orders and prevent / 
the circulation of anti-American literature and the holding / 
of meetings for the promotion of the boycott of American goods 

Such negligence on the part of the authorities deserves the 
severest condemnation, and Your Highness is well aware of the 
fact that unless the Imperial Government will enforce its

orders against this agitation violent outbreaks are liable 
to occur. I must strongly insist that prompt measures be 
taken to suppress this movement and that every protection be 
given to American lives and property in the province of Che- 
kiang, and that American trade be secured against injury by 
this organized attempt to intimidate buyers.

On the 27th of the Eleventh Moon, XXXI Year of Kuanghsu 
(December 23, 1905) I had the honor to receive Your Excellency 
despatch, stating that on the rd of December a large crowd 
of people assembled at Hangchow, and speeches were made, ex- 
horting them not to buy American goods, that a protest might 
be made in this way against the Immigration Treaty, and the 
language used was very violent; that several days previous to 
the meeting notices were circulated throughout the city, in- 
viting people to attend, and the American Consul at Hangchow 
had sent a despatch to the Bureau of Foreign Affairs asking 
that the meeting be forbidden, but that it had not been for- 
bidden nor had his despatch been answered; that two kinds of 
placards had been posted on the streets of Huchow also, and 
that you requested me to issue orders that energetic measures 
be taken to suppress the movement and to give due protection 
to the lives and property of Americans in the province of Che- 
kiang. 

Upon receipt of the above my Board at once telegraphed in- 
structions to the Governor of Chekiang, and I am now in receif 


of his reply, saying: "I have issued orders to the various 


local officials to give thorough protection and to investigate 


and forbid the holding of meetings, the making of speeches and 
the circulation of placards. 


As in duty bound I send this despatch to Your Excellency 


for your Consideration.

Your Imperial Highness: 

On the 15th instant I called at the Foreign Office and 
informed His Excellency Na-t'ung that I had on the preceeding 
evening received a telegram from the American Consul at Foo- 
chow informing me that the Foochow Chamber of Commerce had 
ordered a renewal of the American boycott to take effect on 
the 18th of the Chinese Moon (December 14th, 1905). His 
Excellency then expressed his surprise that the officials 
there could let such a thing happen, and promised that tele- 
graphéc instructions would immediately be sent to them, di- 
recting that the movement be stopped at once. 

I have the honor to state that I have now received a letter 
from the Consul at Foochow written the same day that he sent 
me the above mentioned telegram, and in this letter he has 
enclosed one of the Chinese proclamations issued by the Chambr 
of Commerce, a copy of which I have had made and enclose here- 
in. Your Imperial Highness will notice that this proclama- 
tion not only calls for a renewal of the boycott on the 14th 
of December, but also summons all merchants to a mass meeting 
to be held on the 18th, and threatens to denounce by name in 
the public press all those merchants who are not present at 
this eeebind. 

As His Excellency promised on the 15th to send telegraphic 
directions for the suppresaion of this movement I expect to 
hear from the American Consul that this meeting was not allow-

On December 19th (the day after the time set 
for the mass meeting) a telegram was received from the above 
mentioned Gevernor to the effect that he had already taken 
measures in accordance with the Imperial Edict; that he had 
sent a message to the Chamber of Commerce admonishing the 
members; and that commercial affairs had already re-assumed 


their nermal quiet condition. ,

Your Imperial Highness: 

I have the honor to inform Your Imperial Highness 
that an American Citizen, Reuben Hitchcock Morley, left 
Peking last June for Jehol. On August 4th he was still 
in Cheng-te Fu, in Jehol, but had been robbed of his pass- 
port. Since that date this Legation has heard nothing 
from him. I am now in receipt of a cablegram from the 
Department of State asking me to discover if possible his 
whereabouts and stating that he had been heard from, from 
Dollonor. Afterwards two drafts had been presented for 
payment signed with his name, which are pronounced férgeries. 
It is possible that his letter of credit was stolen at the 
same time as his passport, but the Legation has not been so 
informed. 

I have the honor to request Your Imperial Highness to 
direct the authorities in Jehol and Mongolia to make search 
for him and report his present whereabouts or where he was 
last seen in Mongolia, that I may be able to reply to the 
Department. 

I trust that Your Highness will have these inquiries made 
as soon as possible, and that you will inform me promptly of 
any news that you may receive concerning hin.

It is understood here that the Russian Minister at 
Peking has expressed his Government's desire to open negotia- 
tions with the Chinese Government to regulate the relations 
vetween the two countries resulting from the new conditions 
created by the recent war. 
I am informed that the Russian proposals comprise among 
ethers the following: 

(1) Russia will respect Chinese autonomy, and perpetual 
friendship and goodwill are to be maintained between the two 
Powers. 

(2) When China throws the Manchurian provinces open, all 
nations shall participate alike in the rights and: privileges 
granted; there shall be neither partiality nor discrimination. 

(3) Russia shall receive special privileges in the matter 
of working mines in Mongolia. 


(4) Russia shall enjoy commercial privileges in Chinese 
Turkestan. 


(6) If China shall think of opening Kalgan and Urga to 


international trade, she will first inform Russia and come to 
an understanding with her. 


(6) Revision of the Treaty of 1881. 
(7) Russia to receive the same commercial privileges in 
the thrée Bastern Previnces (i.¢@., Manchuria) as Japan, 


(8) All branch railway lines to be constructed in the 
Heielung Chiang (i.e. Amur) Province, of Manchuria, shall be 
puilt and eperated by Russia and China. 


The Chinese Government, in anticipation of Russia in- 
sisting on special privileges in Mongolia and Turkestan and 
for the purpose of defeating such purpose, appears to have 
decided to open promptly to international trade and residence 
a number of important localities in these outlying portions 
of the Empire.

Your Imperial Highness: 

On December 4th, 1905, I had the honor to address 
Your Imperial Highness, calling attention to the misleading 
and mischievous statements of the Viceroy of the Two Kuang 
Provinces in a despatch to the American Consul General at 
Canton, to the effect that the American Government had cone- 
sented to revise the laws prohibiting Chinese coolie immigra- 
tion, This misrepresentation of the situation he repeated 
in his proclamation of November 4th, 1905, to which I also 
called the attention of Your Highness. I am now in re- 
ceipt of a telegram from the American Consul General at Can- 
ton, stating that the Viceroy had issued another proclamation 
in strong language, prohibiting the posting of placards and 
the holding of meetings to promote the boycott of American 
goods, but that he had repeated the statement above referred 
to, that the matter of the exclusion of laborers was now be- 
fore both Governments for consideration, and this proclama- 
tion had been issued by the Viceroy on January 10th in spite 
of the fact that on December 29th the Consul General had 
‘written to him urging him to give. the people to understand 
that the prohibition of the immigration of Chinese laborers 
into the United States was not to be removed. 

Such a deliberate misrepresentation of the facts by the 
Viceroy cannot but produce mischief, as Your Imperial Highness 
must see, and it becomes my duty to protest once more and most 
emphatically against it. I repeat what I said to your High- 
ness in my despatch of December 4th: that the American Gov- 


ernment has never made, nor does it intend to make any such 
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promise as the Viceroy implies in his Proclamation, to re- 
vise the laws prohibiting the immigration of chinese coolies. 
Your Highness is well aware that this matter has not been 


| under discussion between our two Governments, nor is it now 


/pefore our two Governments, as the Viceroy states in his no- 


tification to the people of his provinces, I must there- 
fore urge Your Highness to at once require the Viceroy at 
Canton to correct the false impression which he is making, 
and from which consequences of the gravest character are 
likely to flow. 

Should any trouble arise through the certain disappoint- 
ment of the hopes vainly indulged by the laborers of Kuang- 
tung and fostered by the action of the Viceroy, the responsi- 
bility for such trouble and all resulting consequences must 
be borne by the Imperial Government of china.

Recent Changes in the Personnel of Chinese Government. 
Memorandum: 
On December 28th, 1905, Sung-fan, the Viceroy designate 
of the two provinces Fukien and Chekiang, capital at Foochow, 
died at Peking, where he had arrived a short time before on his 
journey from his former post as Viceroy of Shensi and Kansuh 
to his new station at Foochow, On January Sth, 1906, the 
vacancy thus created was filled by the appointment of Tuan-fang, 
—Governor of Hunan, to be xy pochow, 
his way to the United States, being one of the High Commission- 
ers sent abroad to study foreign methods of administration. 
He has a son at school in Washington, D.C., which is proof of 
his progressive disposition. He is one of the ablest men in 
the service of the State and has well merited his rapid promo- 
tion since 1898, The Tartar General at Foochow, Ch'ung-shan, 
who was acting as Viceroy pending the arrival of Sung-fan, will 
continue to discharge the duties of the office until the return 
of Tuan-fang from abroad. 

P'ang Hung-shu succeeds to the post of Governor of Hunan. 
Little is known of him save that he is a native of Kiangsu, and 
was made Provincial Judge of Hunan in 19035 and more recently 
promoted to the post of Provincial Treasurer. 

On January 7th, 1906, Na-t'ung was made one of the four 
Grand Secretaries of the Empire, being premoted to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Yu-te. The post is practically 
a sinecure, but is looked upon as one of the highest honors 
within the gift of the Court, He had been made an Assistant 
Grand Secretary some months ago, and the vacancy caused by his 
advancement has been filled by the appointment of Jungch'ing, 
the President of the new Board of Education. The latter is a 

‘Mongol and a very bright and progressive man. 
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Page 2, Encl. in Desp. No. /95° 


Na-t'ung is best known as one of the Associate Presidente 
of the Foreign Office, and the most active and efficient man on 
that Board. The day after his promotion to the post of Grand 
Secretary an Imperial Edict appeared, announcing that he would 
continue to hold the post of Associate President of the Board 
of Foreign Affairs. 

On January 9th an Edict appeared raising Hsau Shih-ch'ang 


and T'ieh=-liang to the Grand Council. ia The former is a com- 


paratively young man, who came to the fromt two years ago in 
connection with’ the Army re-organization, Later he was asso- 
ciated with Professor Jenks in the negotiations for the new cur- 
rency, and a few months ago was appointed one of the High Com- 
missioners sent abroad to study foreign methods of Government, 
but owing to the bomb explosion at the station just as the train 
was starting, he was detained in Peking and made President of 
the new Board of Police organized at that time, and still holds 
the post. 

* T’'ieh-liang has also won distinction in connection with 


the work of re-organizing the Army. He was two years ago 


sent on a special mission through the Empire to examine the de- 


fenses and report upon the efficiency of the provincial forces. 
Later he was made President of the Board of War, and more re- 
cently transferred to the Presidency of the Board of Revenue, 


which post he still holds.

I have the honor te acknowledge the receipt of your 
communication dated December 22nd, 1905, inclesing your reply 
to the complaints made against you by the onan Foreign Office 
and others. At your request I return to you herewith the 
letter addressed to yourself by Mr. Argento. 

In reply to your letter it becomes my duty toe bring to 
your notice the provisions of our treaties with China regard- 
ing the residence and work of American missionaries in the 
interior of this @mpire. 

By Article XIV of the Treaty of 19935, it is provided that 

"Any person, whether citizen of the United States 

or Chinese convert, whe, according to these tenets, 

peaceably teaches and practices the principles of 


Christianity shall in ne case be interfered with or 
moleated therefor." 


“y the same Article it is further provided that 


"Missionary Societies of the United “tates shall 
be permitted to rent and to leare property in perpet- 
uity, as the property of such secieties, buildings 
or lands in all parts of the Empire, for missionary 
purposes", etc. 


According to the Treaty of 1856, Article YXVIII, 


"if citizens of the United “tates have special oc- 
casion te address any cemmunication to the Chinese 
leeal efficers of Government, they shall submit the 
same’ to their Consul or other officer, to determine 
if the language be proper and respectful, and the 
matter just and right, in which event he shall trans- 
mit the same to the appropriate authorities for their 
consideration and action in the premises." 


All American citizgene in China are subject te the jurise 
diction of American Courts, and, as there are but few Consuls 
in the Mmpire, American citizens are required to live at cere 


tain specified places so aa to be within reach of their Cene 
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suls. By the very Liberal provisions quoted atove mission- 
ariee are excepted from thie arrangement, and the special ‘ 
privileges accorded them are granted on the supposition that 
missionaries are laweabiding and peace-loving people, who will 
avoid strife and will net require constant interference on 
their behalf by the Constls. But by your own showing you 
have quarreled with your fellow missionaries, with your neigh- 
bora, with the local officials at Hai Hsien and Lo Shan and 
with the middlee-man who secured you a house in Le Shan. It 
is impoasible to believe that any man who is “peaceably teaché 
ing and practicing the principles of christianity". can have 
juat eceasion for quarrel with so many classes of people at 
the same time. If you are not complying with the conditions 
under which you are allowed to live and preach in the interior, 
the Chinese efficials ‘ave the right to bring you to the Con- 
sulate at Hankow for trial, as I wrote in my letter of August 
4th, 1905, to the Consul General at Hankow. 

I must remind yeu, too, that, while you are allowed by 
treaty te teach peaceably the principles of Chiratianity in 
China, you cannot on that account preach in the streets against 
the will of the Magistrates. Missionaries should always be 
in the lead in complying with local ordinances which do not 
reauire them to violate their religious convictions. 

You will note that the second quotation from the Treaty of 
1905, given above, gives the right ‘to rent property only to 
missionary societics in the United States, not to individuals, 
but the copy of the lease which you have enclosed to me shows 
that you have rented in your own name. If you are sent out 
by any properly incorporated seciety in the United States you 


should use ite name in all leases, deeds, etc., + otherwise, 


if the Chinese authorities were to object to the renting of 
property in your own name, it is questionable whether your 
lease could be upheld. 

Your account ef your dealinge with the o*ficials seems to 
indicate that you have not complied with the provisions of 
Article XXVIII of the Treaty of 1858, the third quetation 
given above, which requires you to transact business with the 
officials through the Censulate. 

I fear you do not fully understand the requirement that 
you should have a passport, to which you make reference. The 
pasaport sialiaiies” aie lecal officials your right to travel and 
preach outaide of the open porte. It is true that it ree 
quests the local officials to give you due protection, as is 
required by treaty, but that does not mean that they are ree 
quired to look after your property when you leave your house 
unguarded, nor that they must make compeneation when articles 
are stolen. Chinese o*ficialn have often made such compen- 
sation to foreigners to avoid complications which micht sub- 
ject them to the criticism of their superiors, but the Chinese 
statutes do not require it, and in insisting uper it you have 


made possible a complaint against yourself.

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purposes, I understand that\ you wish an opinion based upon the 


texts of the various treaties with China and the ministerial and 
departmental interpretations thereof. 

The moral question is therefore excluded, and in like manner 
and for the same reason the desirability of such a claim is sep- 
arated from the legal basis upon which it can be supported. I 
have, therefore, discarded these questions and have viewed the 
matter in the dry light of law. 

Viewed solely in this light I am compelled to differ from 
you in regard to the legal as distinguished from the moral right 
of missionaries considered as individuals to acquire and hold 
title to realty in China. 

The gqguestion is not new and cannot be viewed in the abstract 
The right must be sought in the various treaties of our country 


with China or it must be obtained indirectly by an application 


of the favored nation clause. 


An examination of the treaties shows that this right is 
legally non-existent; but there is nevertheless an equitable or 


quasi-lecal right based upon custom which is, as you know, the 


life of the law. 


For purposes of this: opinion I have examined with care the 


nistory of the claim and find that the rights which the American 


nissionaries possess to acquire and hold property for purposes of 
their mission are legally, and therefore legitimately, based 


solely upon Article XIV of the Treaty of 1903. 


The accompanying Memorandum, prepared with great care, shows 


the origin and developement of the rights and privileges of 


‘merican missionaries in partibus infidelium from the treaty of 
1655 until the present Treaty of 1903. 


It is a question of policy how far we shall go beyond the 


letter of the treaty, and in matters of policy you are a past-

The Solicitor, while showing conclusively that "prior to 
the Treaty of 1903 x .x x no treaty right existed whereby 
missionaries could legally buy or lease land in the interior of 
China," states in his letter to Mr. Adee (bottom of first page) 
"hut there is nevertheless an equitable or quasi-legal right 
based upon custom.” 

In making any ruling on the right of Americans to buy, lease 
and hold land in the intericr of China the great force of this 
customary or prescriptive right should not be weakened. The 
fact is that in practice Foreigners, non-members and well as 
members Of missionary bodies have bought land in hundreds of 
instances al! over the Empire. The Chinese authorities have 
connived at’ acquiesced in and actually ratified so many such 
transactions that there is great force in the contention often 
made by foreigners in China that the treaty prohibition against 
foreigners buying land can be no longer urged by China. These 
purchases have been made by various railway, mining and other 
enterprises, by foreign firms in the interior for business pur-

» foreign residents of all nationalities and occupations 


for summer homes, and for various other purposes. The favored 
nation clause in the Treaty between the United States and China 
provides that Americans shall enjoy the same privileges as sub- 
jects of the most favored nation.

The Department has carefully examined the history of the 
question of the right which American missionaries, as individu- 
als, possess to acquire and hold property in the interior of 
China. This right must be sought in the various treaties of 
the United States with China, or it must be obtained indirectly 
by an application of the favored-nation clause. An examination 
of these treaties clearly shows such a right to be legally non- 
existent; but with respect to certain localities in China there 
is, nevertheless, an equitable or quasi-lezal right based upon 
custom. As to the rights which American missionaries possess 


to acquire and hold property for the purposes of their mission, 


the Department holds that such rights are legally, and, there- 
fore, legitimately, based solely upon Article XIV of the 
Treaty of 1903. 

Notwithstanding its adverse opinion on the question of the 
tesal rights of our missionaries, as individuals, under our 
treaties with China, the Department desires to recognize, and 
does not wish to weaken,any equitable or quasi-lecal rights 
woich may have arisen from custom. The fact appears to be that 
in practice foreigners, non-members as well as members of miss- 


lonary bodies, have purchased land in many instances in all

parts of China, and that the Chinese authorities have connived

immediately communicated with the Superintendents of Trade for 
the North and South, and replied to Your Excellency's despatch 


as the records show.

lowing letter from the Superintendent oi Trade for the North:- 


"Effective measures should certainly be taken immediately 
to be rid of these floating mines entirely. Upon receipt 


of your instructions I at once communicated with Admiral Sa, 
Commander of the Northern and Southern divisions of the Ad- 
miralty directing him to order his subordinates to act in 
accordance with your instructions, and to publish notices 
to the effect that two thousand taels would be given as a 
reward for the capture of one of these floating mines. 
Subsequently a reply was received from Admiral Sa saying 
that the ships "Haich'en","Haich'ou", and "Feiying" pre- 
viously sent to capture and destroy floating mines, had 
Captured several; that he had later sent eleven students 
and petty artillery officers on eleven merchant vessels 
armed with one-pounders to make a careful search, and to 
blow up all mines they met; that in the last few months one 
of the artillery officers, Chang Ti-lung by name, had dest- 
royed six of them, having been most successful; that upon 
receipt of my instructions he had sent proper orders to all 
the boats, and had posted notices of the reward offered, 

in Chinwangtao, Tengchou, Chefoo, and Jungch'eng; and final- 
ly that the students and artillery officers were still to 
continue their patrol up and down the coast’ 


Having received this information, it becomes my duty to 
transmit it to Your Excellency as copied above, for your infor- 


mation.

I have the honor to remind Your Excellency that China 


voluntarily opened a place outside the walls of Chi-nan-fu 

as a commercial port and announced that Wei-hsien and Choue 

te'un would be opened as branches of this port. The regula- 

tions respecting the opening of these places were sent to you 

by my Board on March 2, 1905, as the records show. | 
I now have the honor to state that I have received a 


further communication from the Superintendent of Trade for 


the North and the Governor of Shantung in the matter, They 
have made further proposals regarding the said commercial 


ports and have drawn up Renting and Building Regulations (15 


Articles), and Police Regulations (14 Articles) both of which 
have been read and approved by my Board as experimental rules. ( 
The Viceroy and Governor have further reported that they have 
chosen the 16th Day of the Twelfth Moon, (January 10th, 1906) 
as the date for the opening of the ports, and that, having 
had printed copies made of the Renting and Building and Police 
Regulations, they enclose several for the Board. 

It becomes my duty, therefore, to send this despatch to 
Your Excellency to inform you of the date of the opening of 
Chienan-fu and the branch ports, and I also enclose printed 


copies of the Regulations for Renting and Building, and the 
Police Regulations, for Your Excellency's information.

Regulations Concerning the Leasing of Land and the 
} 


Building of Houses at the International Settlement of Chinan- 


fu, Shantung. 


1. <A Memorial respecting the matter having been sub- 
mitted to the Throne, an Imperial Rescript has sanctioned 
the opening by China herself of a location outside the West 


Barrier of Chinan as a port of international trade under con- 


ditions entirely different from those according to which 
certain ports have been opened by treaty; and within the 
boundaries fixed for said settlement foreign merchants of 
all nationalities and Chinese merchants are permitted to 
lease ground and reside together without distinction. The 
control of all affairs therein shall pertain entirely to 
China; foreigners must not interfere. 
2. The boundaries fixed for the said settlement out- 

side the West Barrier (Hsi-kuan) of Chinan are as follows: 

Beginning on the Bast at Shih-wang-tien and extending to 
Nan-ta-huai-shu on the West; on the south bounded by the 
Ch*tang-ch'ing Road, and on the North by the Kiaochow-Chinan 
Railway, all the territory within said boundaries being set 


aside for the oé¢cupation of Chinese and foreigners as a port 


of international trade. These boundaries are all marked 


by stone pillars, erected for the purpose, and all merchants 


who are moral men and women of means may lease ground and 


build residences or business houses within these boundaries, 


pravided they comply with the regulations. 


5. As to the method of leasing ground, all lands with- 


in the boundaries of the international settlement must first 


have a fair valuation made and price fixed by the local au-

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thorities and must be purchased by them, after which such 


lands may be leased. This is done to prevent such evils as 


holding lands for a rise, and the demand for extortionate 
prices. Any transfer of lands privately by the people will 
be considered null and void.

(>) With the exception of the lands reserved for the 
Customs, the erection of public offices, the use of various 
bureaus, markets, public gardens and other public institutions 
Chinese and foreign merchants may recister an application wit 
the Bureau of Works for any lands within the boundaries of 
the international settlement, stating in their application 
what piece of what class they desire, and must agree to pay 
the rental fixed for that class of land, and, as an evidence 
of good faith, must make a deposit of approximately one-tenth 
of the rent of the land, after which the Bureau of Works will 
measure the land leased, and the Chief Administrative Office 
will notify the Superintendent3(Taot'ai?) yamen. If a for- 


eign merchant should desire to lease land, he ought to make 


application through the nearest Consular Officer of his nation 


ality, who will communicate with the Superintendent, and thus 


secure the lease.

(e) In measuring land the official kung (equals 25 


Chinese square feet) shall be used, 240 kung being the equi- 


valent of one mou, that is, in the foot of the Board of Works, 

6,000 square feet. 
(4) The amount of the anhual land rent, reckoned at so 

much per mou, and the amount of the annual land tax at $2.00 | 


per mou will be collected from the renter at the due date by 


the Bureau of Works and be forwarded by it to the Superintend- 
ent, who will issue stamped receipts. When the lease of a 
piece of ground has been agreed to, the land rent for the re- 
mainder of the year reckoning from the date of the lease, and 
one years' land tax shall be paid in full, and thereafter the 
annual rental and the annual land tax shall both be paid uni- 
formly in full in the first moon of the Chinese Calendar. 

If the land rent and the land tax shall remain unpaid in full 
for more than a year, the deed of lease for the said piece of 
ground shall be cancelled, and, if no buildings shall have 
been erected upon it, it shall become public property.

(a) If a deed of lease be injured or lost, it will be 
necessary to make a clear report of the circumstances, and 
obtain reliable security, as well as to publish a notice in 
the press, and only after a lapse of three months may the 
deed be replaced. | 

(>) If a lease-holder should desire to transfer his lease, 
he will be permitted to transfer only the whole plot; the | 
deed cannot be divided. 


(c) If the receiver of a transferred lease be a foreigner 
the only proper method of procedure will be for his Consul to 
send notice. 
(d) If the transferee be a Chinese, the original lease- 
holder must accompany him to the Board of Works where both 
shall sign a petition (for transfer) and give up the old deed 
of lease for a new one. 


(e) The period for which a transferred lease shall be 


written shall be reckoned from the date of transfer and ter- 
minate in accordance with the provisions of Article 6. 

(f) If a lease-holder, being a foreigner, shall return to 
his own country, or if any other unforseen circumstances 
should arise, it will be necessary for his heirs or ‘his agent 
to give notice thereof, and also to have a record of the same 
made at the Consulate. 

(g) If a lease-holder shall mortgage hie lease-hold and

the property erected thereon, no matter whether to a Chinese

or foreigner, he must report the same to the Bureau of Works

If he be a foreigner, action must be taken 
in conjunction with his Consul who shall witness (the mortgag? 
by his signature. 

(h) Within three years after the granting of a lease for 
a piece of ground, buildings must be erected thereon. If 
within the time specified no buildings shall have been erected 
and the lease-holder be a person of no property, his deed of 
lease may be cancelled and the land become public property, 
and the land rent and taxes already paid shall not be refunded 
If buildings are being erected and have not been completed, 
an extension of time may be granted after consideration of the 
case, and the lease-holder shall be required to complete the 
buildings within the additional time allowed. 

6. The deed of lease shall be given for a period of thirty 
years, at the expiretion of which time the lease may be re- 
newed for not more than thirty years additional. But at the 
time of renewal, if trade shall be in a prosperous condition 
it will be allowable to investigate the circumstances, and in- 
crease the rental. If the lease be not renewed at the expira 
tion of the period mentioned, the deed of lease for the said 
property shall be cancelled, and the property become public. 

If at the expiration of sixty years, the Imperial Govern- 
ment should desire to purchase back the property within the 
boundaries of the intermational settlement, it may request 
arbitrators to fix a fair valuation for the whole, at which 
price it may be bought back, and no person of whatever nation- 
 @lity may make objection thereto. If the Gove rnment should 


not desire to repurchase, arrangements may be mde for con- 


tinuing the lease. 
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' 9, It will not be permitted within the boundaries of 

the international settlement to build any thatched houses or 
any cheap frame houses, lest fires should break out and in- 
jure other buildings. Anyone desiring to build must first 
present a petition to that effect to the Bureau of Works and 
notify the police authorities, and only after they shall have 
conferred together and given their consent may the work of 
building commence, No gunpowder nor any other explosive 
dangerous to life and property nor any substance injurious 

to the health of the community may be stored, carried secret- 
ly, manufactured, or shhkppéd. Any disobedience, upon its 
discovery, will be punished according to the laws of the coun- 
try concerned, 

(a) Lease-holders will be permitted to build at their plea- 
sure storied buildings or one-storied godowns, except that 
they must send the plans of such buildings to the Bureau of 
Works for inspection to determine whether or not they may be 
of such a character as to prejudice the general welfare and 
whether the materials are of sufficient strength. Should 
they be objectionable in regard to the matters mentioned, the 
Bureau of Works will consider and require such changes as may 
be necessary, and the lease-holder must comply. 

(>) When the lease-holder submits the plan of his building 
the Bureau of Works must give it prompt consideration so that 
the work may be begun. 


(c) After work has been commended the Bureau of Works will 


depute some one from time to time to visit the place where the 


work is being done to inspect it, and, if anything is found 
to be unsatisfactory, there should be mutual consultation to 
secure an amicable adjustment. 
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(ad) When a lease-holder is building a house, the earth re- 


guired for filling in the foundation must be brought from a 

distance; he must not obtain it by making excavations within 
the limits of the settlement. 

~——teY Any-one building a new house within the limits of the 
settlement, or remodelling an old one, must first construct 

drains to carry off foul water, one or more as may be neces- 
sary, and such drains must connect with those constructed by 
the Bureau of Works, so that the accumulations of water may 

be drained off. 

(f) As to the method of building the drain, the materials 
of which it is to be constructed, its size, the distance be- 
low the surface of the ground at which it will be laid, and 
the grade, as well as how it shall be connected with the lagge 
drain, the lease-holder must comply in every respect with the 
orders of the Bureau of Works. 

(g) The Bureau of Works may from time to time establish 
regulations with regard to the safety of buildings, the clean- 
ing of drains, and the prompt removal of offensive garbage 
from any premises, and every lease-holder must comply there- 
with so as to preserve good health. 

(h) Any lease-holder who undertakes any work of repair or 
construction requiring the disturbance of the soil or affect- 
ing the public interest must first obtain a permit from the 
Bureau of Public Works. 

(i) If it should be necessary to use gunpowder or other 
explosive in the work to be done, it will be necessary first 
to lay the matter before the superintendent and request his 
instructions. In the case ef a foreigner he must make appli- 
cation through his hearest Consular officer, who will send a 
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despatch to the Superintendent. The latter will notify 
the Chief Administrative Office of the international settle- 
ment, when only permission may be given, on condition that 

a safe place be selected to store the explosive and that it 
be speedily used. No one will be allowed to keep such ex- 


plosives or employ them at his pleasure, or to make a long 


delay in using them. Should there be any disobedience the 


Superintendent will appoint an officer, due notice being 
given to any consul concerned, to destroy the said explosives 
or to remove them to a place outside the settlement, so as 

to preserve the safety of the settlement. 

(j) As kerosene is a very inflammable article, it must be 
treated according to the regulations generally adopted at 
all ports. No one will be permitted to store it at his own 
pleasure. 

8. As merchants of various nationalities will reside in 
the international settlement, the Chinese local authorities 
must give them due protection according to the treaties. 

With respect to public works and police matters, the Sup- 

erintendent will consult with the Chief Administrative Office 
of the Settlement and establish a Bureau which will appoint 
officers to take charge of them. 
As to the regulations with regard to the establishment. of 
Customs, the Superintendent will at a future date investigate 
the conditions, and, as occasion may require, will consult 
with the Commissioner of customs and deal with the matter. 
For the construction of-roads, the support of police, the 
lighting, sweeping and sprinkling of streets, the construction 
of sewers, China will at firstappropriate the money herself; 


but fees forlicenses, the police tax, house tax, shop tax, 
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hong tax, and vehicle tax, are all such taxes as ought to be 


eollected in international settlements, and although for the 
time being on the first opening of the port they will not be 
collected, the Superintendent and the Chief Administrative 
Office of the settlement will hereafter as occasion may ariee 
take the matter into consideration and deal with it. 
9. If any (public) work of a special character should be 
undertaken in the international settlement or a public garden 
should be made, the cost of the same must be levied pro rata 


on the lease holders. All (such) matters shall be dealt 
with by three parties acting in conjunction: (1) The Superin- 
tendent and the chief Administrative Office; (2) the Consuls 
of the various powers, and (3) one chinese and one foreign 
representative chosen by the lease holders. 

10. A port of international trade having been opened out- 
side the city of Chinan, within the boundaries of said settle- 
ment foreign merchants may pass to and fro as they please, 
bring their families and reside and do business there, but all 
Places inside or outside the city, including such as are ad- 
jacent to the settlement, must be considered as under the 
Inland Regulations, so that a clear distinction may be made. 
If in the future the trade of the place should become 80 
flourishing that the limits of the settlement should be too 
confined for the purposes of trade and residence, an investi- 
gation of the facts may be made, and the matter of extending 
the. settlement be taken into consideration. 

ll. In the future a convenient place near the settlement 
will be selected for the establishment of a foreign cemetery 
in which foreign residents may bury their dead. Chinese 


officials must make earnest efforts to have all Chinese graves 
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within the boundaries of the settlement removed, but, if this 
sHould really be difficult, the Bureau of Works may investi- 
gate the facts and may permit the family concerned to build a 


wall around them and cut them off, but no more burials must 


be made in such plots. Should foreigners in their excava- 
tions in the settlement for the construction of foundations 
or drains happen upon human bones, they should at once report 
to the Bureau of Works, which will take steps to have them 
properly buried. They must not be lightly thrown away. 

12. The postal and telegraph services are under the juris- 
diction of China, and such services within the international 
settlement must be established by China; no other country may 
establish them. This is to be clearly understood. As to 
telephones, electric lighting, water works, etc. Chinese 
merchants will be invited to undertake them; foreigners must 
not interest themselves in them. 

13. The two branch ports, Wei Hsien and Chou Ts'un will 
also be administered according to these regulations, and all 
matters pertaining to them will be under the jurisdiction of 
Chinan, | 

14. The above regulations and the separate regulations ad- 
opted for the control of police affairs, although put into 
operation experimentally for the time beigg, must all be sub- 
scribed to by all persons who desire to lease land, in token 
ef their willingness to comply with the same, and without this 
no lease may be granted. 

15. Matters of subordinate importance and such as are not 
referred to in these regulations may be dealt with from time 
to time by the addition of new regulations or the amendment 


of these. 
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(Translation) 
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Police Regulations for the Port of Chinanfu. 


I. In the commercial Port west of Chinanfu, outside 
the walls of the City, there shall be established a Bureau 
of Police for the protection of mrchants and other citizens 
and their affairs. It shall be under the joint direction 
of the Superintendent and the General Managing Board of the 
Port. (Serme ae Chinf edenslintie Gifinn —— freaganny ytot—) 

II. There shall be one Chief of Police at the head 
of this Bureau. If he does not thoroughly and consciencious- 
ly perform his duties, or if in the performance thereof he 
deserves special praise or condemnation, it shall be the duty 
of the General Managing Board and the Superintendent to joint- 
ly consider and deal with the matter. 

Iti. The Bureau of Police shall establish a Hall for 
Deliberation, and a Jail. 

IV. The Superintendent and the General Board shall 
decide upon the number of policemen to be employed and shall 
select and appoint then. The Bureau of Police shall peti- 
tion for permission to deal with all matters relating to the 
matter of patroling and making arrests; the clothes to be 
worn by the policemen, and the weapons to be carried; also 
the monthly remuneration for them in the ferm of money and 
food; and later on all matters relating to promotion, degra- 
dation, and dismissal. The above mentioned policemen, when 
once employed by the Bureau of Police, shall always respect- 
fully act in accordance with the directions of the Chief in 
all matters relating to the day and atebs ‘tare of duty, the 


search for and arrest of bandits, the prohibition of gambling,

fighting, speeding horses, firing guns, raising a hubbub on 
‘ee streets, throwing bricks, stones or other missaXs without 
cause, etc. etc., and the disobedience of the regulations for 
wheeled vehicles. If anything out of the ordinary is met 
with, the policeman should report it at once to the Bureau 
that it may be investigated. All policmmen must live and 
take their meals at the Station. They will not be alaowed 
to live or take their meals elsewhere, to go away any time 
they please, to take bribes, to make arrests or release people 


on their own authority, to buy things by force, to extort 


money, or to use their position to impose upon people. If 
perchance anyone disobeys this rule, or if anyone is accused 
by a merchant or other citizen of having done so, the Chief 
of Police shall make a thorough investigation of the case and 
punish the offender to the full extent of the law. Further- 
more, everyone in the employ of the Bureau of Police, includé 
ing the Chief, the assistants, the policemen, and runners, 
shall be allowed to do nothing but attend to his own particu- 
lar share of the public business; he shall not be permitted, 
either, to go into any kind of business enterprise. 

(>) When any new regulations shall have been issued 
which people have not been able to become thoroughly acquain- 
ted with, it shall be the duty of the police to make it known 
to the people in plain words, =- they must not act forcibly. 


(c) Policemen shall. enforce all prohibitions which are 
necessary, and if there are some places where the regulations 
are not complete, it shall bé the duty of the Chief to weigh 


the conditions and instruct his men as soon as possible. 
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' WV, The fundamental reason for the establishment of 
a pobice department is to protect the port and keep the peace, 
and any Bhinese or foreign merchant who does not observe in 
any particular the regulations which it is necessary to make, 
will, upon discovery by the police, be reported immediately 
to the Bureau, and his case will be investigated and dealt 
with. When an officer of police is deputed by his superior 
to make an inquiry into any matter, no one is permitted to 
disregard him or obstruct his work. 

(ob) It shall be necessary to obtain permits to open any 
Chinese inn, saloon, restaurant, theater, (large or small), 
tobacco or tea shop; and policemen on duty must be allowed to 
enter such places at any time to see that none of the regula- 
tions of the port are being broken. 

(c) If there be any smelting or refining plants erected, 
or any candle or soap factories, (in fact any industry estab- 
lished which should be forbidden or restricted as to the size, 
etc) or if anything be started which is detrimental or danger- 
ous to the life or energies of man, whether it be owned by a 
Chinese or a foreigner, it shall be the duty of the police to 
make a detailed investigation of the matter and report to the 
Bureau of Police, that the proper erakahdaiens or restrictions 
may be made. Then if these are disobeyed, the offender will 
both be punished by such a fine as is imposed at the various 


other ports, and will also be allowed a certain number of 


days in which to leave the concession. 
(d) Policemen may at any time arrest persons for any of 


the following offenses: Murder, house-breaking, plunder ing, 


wounding a man with a knife or other deadly weapon, rape, 
blocking the road by night, cutting purses (picking pockets) 
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by night or day, counterfeiting coins, deceiving or defraud- 


ing) people under a falee name, etc. etc. If while in the 
act of arresting a criminal the offender escapes by entering 
and concealing himself in someone's house, the policeman may 
enter the house in pursuit. If the door is locked, the po- 
liceman, on stating the case clearly may enter the door and 


arrest his man, but this only holds in important cases, and 


extra care must be taken in the exercise of the privilege. 
If the matter is not an important one it should be reported 

to the Bureau for action. If a policeman hears fighting go- 
éng on behigd closed doors and fears that it is a matter which 
concerns life and death, he may break down the door and enter. 
If a thief forces open a door, and after entering closes it 
tight again so that the policeman has no means of entry, then 
also may the policeman break down the door and enter. If a 
policeman sees a man of suspicious appearance and movenents, 
who looks as though he were about to commit some evil deed or 
had already committed one, he may place him under arrest. 
Policemen shall at once arrest any violently intoxicated peo- 
ple, armed disturbers of the peace, bearers of burglar's tools 
or concealed fire-arms, knives, etc. If a policeman meet a 
man in the night who has (evidently) committed some crime, he 
shall arrest the man at once. Also, if a man be going along 
Carrying a bundle, the policeman shall ask him what is in the 
bundle, where he came from, and where he is going; if evasive 
answers are given to these questions he shall be arrested. 
This does not apply to the day-time, however. If perchance 
the bearer of a bundle has been guilty of a previous crime, t< 
then the same action may be taken in his case. If anyone go 


up to a policeman and say that he suspects so-and-so to be 
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guilty of a certain crime, then the policeman must go with 
: 


the informer to the Police Station to make a clear statement 
) 


of the case, after which the policeman may place the suspected 


man under arrest. 


(e) Policemen shall arrest anyone they see defacing or 
otherwise damaging the street signs, numbers on the houses, 
street lamps or lamp posts; also anyone putting out the lights 
at night without authority, tearing down "for rent” signs on 
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trades, trees along the streets, or paving stones; they shall 
also arrest burden bearers whom they may see stealing or ex- 
tracting things from their loads. 

(f) If there are any houses being torn dowm, or any new 
ones being built, or if there are any pitfalls in the road or 
any obstruction to traffic, the police must report the matter 
at once to the Bureau for action. | 

(zg) All stores “ shops having signs, awnings, etc., must 
hang them at such a height that the traffic of the street will 
not be obstructed, i.e.: so that they will not interfere with 
aman walking. Anyone disregarding this provision will be 
reported by the police to the Bureau for action in the matter. 

(h) Chair-bearers, water-carriers, and burden-bearers must 
keep in the middle of the street. Carriages, carts, rick- 
shas, etc., must keep to the left. No old, infirm, filthy 
or diseased carters (or ricksha men) will be allowed. It 
shall be forbidden to overload carts or to use d$lapidated 
vehicles, to stop them so as to block the street, or to drive 
them at night without a Lantern; also to try unbroken horses 
or to put a sick horse in harness. The police shall arrest 
all those who disregard this rule and send them to the station 
to be dealt with. | 
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| (1) Families who keep dogs must hang a wooden tag on the 
necks of the dogs, upon which is clearly written the name and 
residence of the owner. All domestic animals seen running 
at large without a keeper will be caught and sent to the sta- 
tion, and will be kept there until the owner comes to claim 
his property. 
(j) The refuse matter of each store and residence within 
—__— the port shall be gathered together every night between the Gaal 
hours of 11:00 P.M. and 6:00 A.M., and placed in front of the 
door of the house, where it can be conveniently taken by a 
special scavenger, who will cart it muway and dump it ina 
place pointed out for that purpose. Except between these 
hours it will not be permissable to throw or deposit any re- 
fuse matterin the streets. 
(k) Large and small privies will be built, and no one will 
be allowed to commit a nuisance on the streets or alleys. 
VI. The Bureau of Police shall establish a court room 
for hearing and deciding cases. It shall be under the 
jurisdiction of a special deputy appointed by the Superintend- 
ent. All minor cases that come up within the limits of the 
port, such as fights, petty thefts, disobedience of the rules 


of the port, etc., shall be tried by the above mentioned dep- 


uty. Chinese who have not conformed to the rules of the por 


will be fined and dealt with by him also. In the case of 
foreigners whose governments have no treaty with China, it wil 
be the duty of the deputy to deal with them the same as with 
Chinese. Cases concerning indebtedness, civil suits, etc., 
also very important cases, such as involvé kidnapping or loss 


of life for instance, shall all be referred to the District 


Magistrate of Li-ch'eng Hsien for trial. If a foreigner 
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pring a suit against a Ghinaman, the local Chinese officials 


shall try the case, but if a Chinaman brings suit against a 
foreigner then the Consul for the foreigner's country must be 
asked she to try the case. If the prosecutor is a foreigner 
an official of his country may go to the court and act as as- 
sessor. If the assessor thinks the case was not carried on 
satisfactorily he may discuss and debate the matter thoroughly 


in all its details with the judge, that there may he no favor- — 
itism shown on either side, but as to the decision of the case 
this rests with the judge alone. Foreigners whose govern- 
ments have no treaties with China and who consequently have no 
consuls to protect them, will, if they have broken the laws or 
been sued, be judged by the proper local officials. 

(db) A detailed monthly report of the business of the 
court shall be given to the Superintendent for his examination 

(c) At the end of each month the investigations, decisions 
and sentences of the court, together with the reasons for the 
action taken in all cases dealt with during the month, shall 
be copied out and hung before the door for the general informe- 
ation of the public. 

(d) The officials of Lich'eng Hsien shall copy out a mem- 
crandum of all the cases dealt with by them in connection with 
the commercial port, including what actien was taken. This 
to be a monthly report to be sent to the Bureau of Police 
where it will be hung wp. 

(e) If the local authorities wish to arrest anyone within 
the limits of the port, they must ask the Bureau of Police to 
send one or more of its own men to assist in the arrest. Like 


wise, if the Bureau of Police wishes to arrest anyone outside 
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the limits of the port, they must ask the local officials to 
send one or more of their police to assist. 

(f) When actually in pursuit ef a criminal, however, no 
matter whether he is escaping from outside into the limits of 
the port er vice versa the pursuers meed not stop at the boun- 
dary, but may continue the pursuit. But persons arrested 
outside the settlement must be turned over to the local offi- 
cials for keeping, and those arrrsted inside the settlement 

__muet—be turned over to the Bureau of Belice. Afterwards it 
will be decided whether the prisoner's offense is heavy or 
light, and whether the local officials or the Court shall have 
charge of his trial and punishment. 

VII. When it is desired to summon a foreigner to court 
the Chief of Police shall communicate with the foreigner's 
Consul who will issue a summons to bring the man to Court. 
When it is desired to summon a foreigner who has no Consul, 
or a Chinese merchant who has overstepped the law, the Bureau 
of Police may issye the summons. If a reputable citizen of 
means points out a man as a transgressor of the law, the police 
shall arrest him at once, even without swummens a warrant. 
Likewise, if a policeman sees a criminal act committed, or 
knows a man to have committed one, he shall arrest him at once 
even without a warrant, and send him to the station where his 
case may be enquired into. This is done to prevent men 
from dodging afound and secretly making their escape. Sus- 
picieus characters and men carrying forbidden articles con- 
cealed on their persons will be arrested and dealt with as is 


doge in other ports. If upon investigation a maniIs offense 


is found to be light, and he wishes to be admitted to bail, 


the bureau may consider the matter and release the man tempo- 


rarily; then, if he presents himself at the court at the time .

Anyone who has been arrested by the police must be 


from the time of his arrest. If for any reason this cannot 


be done, the limit may be extended a little, but the reason 


for the extension must be clearly stated; the police may not 
arbitrarily prolong the detention. 

(c) Policemen shall not ill-treat prisoners in any way 
while under arrest before trial. Disebedience will be seve- 
rely punished. 

(d) Policemen are altogether prohibited from illicitly 
beating, confining, or discharging prisoners. Offenders of 
this rule will be severely punished. 


(e) When a man is arrested by the police he should be 


searched, to see that he carries no forbidden articles on his 


person, and care should be taken to guard against his throw- 


ing any such articles away. If mything of the kind mould 


be found on him, it should be taken away. Whatever a man 


says at the time of the arrest, and whatever he has on his 


person, should be carefully noted. When two men together 
have committed any crime they shall not, at the time of their 
arrest, or when being sent to the station, be allowed to have 
any private conversation with each other. 

(f) Anyone who resists an officer or attempts to rescue 
an arrested man, shall be liable to arrest, and the same ap- 
Plies to anyone who interferes with an officer in the perfor- 


mance of his duty. If anyone draws a weapon in a quarrel 


‘ 


he shall be arrested immediately, and the weapen shall be 
'prought in as evidence at the trial. 

VIII, If any foreign Consul wishes to arrest one of his 
nationals he may, whether the man be on a boat or op land, 
write and request the Chief of Police to send efficers to his 
assistance. When the said officers have made the arrest, 
the Chief of Police shall act as shown in Article VII, If 
the Superintendent has occasion to make a similar request of 
the Consul, he shall also act in the same manner. 

IX. If a fire should break out unexpectedly anywhere 
in the settlement, policemen shall immediately be sent to the 
scene to afford protection and arrest thieves. Officers ap- 
pointed on such duty cannot leave their posts of their owh 
accord, 

(bo) If a policeman on duty sees a fire start within his 
district, he shall do all in his power toward rendering as- 
sistance; he should first raise the people in the house and 
ascertain the size of the fire; if he can put it eut himself 
he need not send in the alarm to the Station; but if the fire 
cannot easily be put out, then the people in the house or the 
policeman should immediately report the matter to the Bureau. 

(c) In cases of large fires not easily put eut, the po- 
licemen on the scene shall render all the assistance in their 
power in the interval before the arrival ef the nen fem the 
Statien. If it is a store or an inn that is burting they 
should immediately devote all their energies toward saving 
life and property; if it is a dwelling house, they sheuld 
first save life, but they shall not on any account let any 
evil-doers enter the house. If the fire has net penetrated 
the roof, the people inside and out should be told that they 


mist not lightly open up the walls, doors, windows, etc., for 
if the air be once allowed to get through the fire will in- 
crease rapidly. 

X. The Bureau of Police shall keep a classified 
register of all its work. For convenience of reference, the 
following points shall be clearly entered in the register: 
the year, month, day, and hour of each case; the name of the 
man; his nationality; and the nature of the offense. Also 
the nationality of the informant or prosecutor, and the nature 
of the accusation; and finally, the disposition of the case. 
If any officials or reputable citizens of means come to the 
Bureau and request to see this register, permission shall al- 
ways be given. 

XI. Daily food and drink shall be furnished for all 
prisoners by the Bureau of Police, All officials and repu- 
table citizens of means shall be allowed to visit and inspect 
the jail. 

XII. The necessary monthly expenses of the Bureau of 
Police will be sent by the Superintendent to the General Man- 
aging Board, who will forward it to the Chief of Police for 
distribution. The Chief of Police shall make out a payroll 
and send it to the General Managing Board for their inspection 
after which it will be sent to the Superintendent for his 
examination and record, A statement of the amount of fines 
collected each month shall also be sent to the Superi ntendent 
and a list of the same shall be hung eut in front ef the 
office for the information of the General public. 

XIII, A Bureau of Police shall be established at Wei- 
hsien and Chou-ts'un, whose petty officers and policemen shall 


be appointed by, and under the direction of the Chinan Bureau 
of Police. 


XIV. The above regulations are for experimental oper- 


ation; alterations therein may be made at any time.

With reference to my No. 177 of December esra,/ 
transmitting a copy of the "New Chinese Mining Regulations” 
together with my protest to the Foreign Office against the 
enforcement of the provisions of Regulation VII, I have the 
honor to enclose herewith a copy of Prince Ch'ing's reply to 
the above protest. 

The reply states that the Regulation in question was 
made to prevent people from making such private sales among 
themselves as would lead to fraudulent practice, and that it 
in no way conflicts with the Commercial Treaty between the 
United States and China. It further states that "if Ameri- 
can citizens, in accordance with Article VII of the American- 
Chinese Commercial Treaty, make application for permission to 
open mines, it shall be the duty of the local Chinese officials 
to delimit the concession and consult with the owner of the 
property as to the price to be paid.” 

I am still of the opinion that Article VII of the Pro- 
vincial Mining Regulations is open to the objections made, 
but with this despatch as a commentary the objection is less- 
ened, since Americans will be allowed to,purchase with the 
approval of the officials. 

: As the original Mining Regulations require all applicants 
Tirst to obtain a prospecting permit and later a permit to 
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mine, the officials have all foreign applicants under their 
control, so that the addition of the above Regulation VII can 
work no greater hardship to Americans than before, provided 
the official interpretation is kept in mind. From the new 
‘explanation givem, the rule is evidently intended to protect 
Chinese of other provinces than that in which the mining lands 
is question are situated. 

But even under this interpretation it still remains true 


that Americans cannot buy mining lands from private owners, 


except through the Government officials, (who will of course 0 


make the purchase as valuable to themselves as possible, or} 


put a prohibitive price on the lands in order to hold them/ 


for the use of the state,

Your Excellency: 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your despatch of December 23rd calling my attention to the 
new Mining Regulations by which: provision is made for the 
establishment of Provincial Bureaus of Inspection, In res 
fering to Article VII of these tegulations, which says that 
"property belonging to the people may only be sold to a native 
of the district in which it is located", Your Excellency said: 

"I need hardly remind Your Highness that this Clause of the 
Regulations is in direct conflict with Whe provisions of the 
Treaty of 1903 between the United States and China, wherein 
it is distinctly stated that China ‘will permit citizens of 
the United States to carry on in Chinese territory mining op- 
erations and other necessary business relating thereto, etc.’ 
and that the new regulations to be adopted by China ‘will be 
imposed by China on its subjects and foreigners alike'; it 
is further stated that the new rules ‘will offer no impedi- 
ment to the attraction of foreign capital’. Inasmuch as 
this regulation forbids the purchase by foreigners of mining 
lands owned by private individuals, it prevents the invest- 
ment of American capital in such lands and refuses to citizens 


of the tnited ctates the permission allowed to Chinese sub- 


jects to carry on mining operations in China except on lands 


belonging to the Government." For the reasons stated above 
Your Excellency felt it your duty to protest against the en- 
forcement of Rule VII. 

In reply I have the honor to state that upon receipt 


of Your Excellency's communication my Board comnunicated at

, once with the Board of Commerce with regard to the matter, 
from whom the following reply has now been received: 
"With regard to the new mining regulations in which 
provision is made for the establishment of Provincial Bue 
reaus of Inspection, and the seventh Article of these 


regulations which says that ‘property belonging to the 


people may only be sold to a native of the district in 


which it is located®, we have to state that this provision 
was made to prevent the people from making such private 
Bales among themselves as would lead to fraudulent practice 
the falsifying of names, etc. The natives of a dis- 
trict know well all the history of the land in their own 
neighborhood, and will not be easily deceived, so this 
special restriction upon private sales forbidding the sale 
of land to any but natives of the district, was imposed 
in order to prevent corrupt practices and the defrauding 
of wealthy families. If American citizens in accordance 
with the seventh Article of the American-Chinese commercial 
treaty make application for permission to open mines, it 
shall be the duty of the local Chinese officials to delimit 
the concession and consult with the owner of the property 
as to the price to be paid, that there may be no fraud or 
other corrupt practices in the premises; it will not be 
necessary to act in accordance with Article VII of the Keg- 
ulations regarding the Provincial Bureaus of Inspection. 
Take, for instance, Article III of the original Regu- 
lations drawn up by this Board. It says: ‘If the mining 
land in question be a place which the Government oyght to 


develope, the officials must buy the land at a fair valua- 


tion, and the owner must offer no opposition," Now if 


‘the American Minister says that private mining property 
»may only be sold to natives of the district in which it is 
situated, how about these mines which the Government must 
develope? Can they be sold to none byt natives of the 
district? If the two sets of Regulations be considered 


‘together, and compared, it will be evident that the seventh 


Article of the Regulations relating to Provincial Bureaus 


of Inspection in no way conflicts with the commercial Treaty 
between the United states and china, as the two refer to 
different things. This Board has now explained the mat- 
ter in such detail that His Excellency the American Minis- 
*"ter cannot be mistaken again in regard to it. 
The above communication having been received by my 
Board, it becomes my duty to transmit it herewith for Your 


Excellency's information.

Mr. Fleming D. Cheshire, out Consul General at 

Mukden, telegraphed me on the 12th instant from Canton ask- 
ing when it would be possible for him to proceed to his post, 
which he has been prevented from doing sooner, on account 
of the late Russo-Japanese war. 

As soon as peace was signed at Portsmouth I wrote to 
our Minister in Japan and asked him if he could sound the 
Japanese Government concerning our Consul General at Mukden 
and our Consul at An-etung, with regard to their proceeding 
to their posts. Mr. Cheshire and Mr. Davidson had received 
their exequaturs from the Chinese Government on February 9th, 
1904, before military operations were opened in Manchuria, or 
even on the Yalu. 

Mr. Griscom wrote to me privately on November 9th last: 
"In regard to our Consul at Mukden, about whom you wrote me, 
I also took that matter up at once and have been pressing it 
as hard as I could. The absencé of Baron Komura was again 
used as a reason for not deciding the question, and now that 
he has returned they are going to give me a formal reply at 
Once, refusing to let him go to his post while they are treat- 


ing the same as a military base.....sseee++sAll the principal 


: 


towns in Manchuria under Japanese control, are now opened 


‘freely to Japanese merchants, and it seems entirely unfair 
and contrary to the principle of the open door that they 
should continue to exclude foreign merchants now that the 


war is over." 


Several times since the date of the above letter I have 
mentioned to the Japanese Minister here our desire to see 
our Consular agente in Manchuria at their posts, but he has 


been absolutely non-committal in his replies, as has also 


been Baron Komura, to whom I spoke on the subject several 
times during his stay here. 
The reason for the disinclination of the Japanese mili- 
tary authorities to have our Consular officers join their 
poste is, I presume, the fear that those of other nations, 
especially "Russia, will promptly follow, and after them will 
come the foreign residents and traders, who will not submit 
as peacefully and placidly to the exigencies of military rule 
as do the Japanese civilians now allowed in such large numbers 


in Manchuria. 


I cannot remember any precedent for the action of the 
Japanese Government in thus preventing the Seusuius officers 
of a neutral Government occupying their posts in the area of 
military operations; though their duties are naturally re- 
stricted under military rule, they are nevertheless empowered 
to discharge certain duties under all circumstances and to 
render certain services to their nationals. 

In the present case it mst alse be borne in mind that 
in a considerable portion of southern Manchuria the Chinese 
authorities have resumed control of a large share in 
the general administration of the country. The Governor 
General, (or Tartar General as he is called) of Manchuria, is 


now residing in Mukden and most of the minor localities are 


again under Chinese rule. 

' It is possible that the evacuation of Manchuria by the 
Japanese may be for some unforseen reasons greatly delayed 
peyond the limit prescribed in the treaty of Portsmouth, in 
which case there is no reason to suppose that the Japanese 
military authorities will be more inclined than they are now 
to see our Consuls in Manchuria take up their posts. 

I quite understand that our Government should not be 
disposed to insist on what seems to me our undoubted right to 
have our Consuls join their posts of duty in Manchuria, as 
it might embarrass the Japanese Government, Nevertheless 
in view of the services which our Consul General at Mukden 
could render to our trade and general interests if he were 
there, I deemed myself justified in sending you the following 
telegram on the 13th instant: 


"Secstate, 
Washington. 

January 13th, 10 A.M, The United States Consul 
General at Mukden has requested my instructions about pro- 
ceeding to his post. Griscom informed me last November the 
Government of Japan will probably refuse as long as Mukden 
military base. Perhaps the Government of Japan might recone- 
sider now the matter. Exequatur was granted by the Chinese 
Government in February nineteen four, He could be very use- 
ful at his post of duty. 

Rockhill.” 


I may add that our Consul General at Newchwang reports to 


me that the congestion of the import trade at his port result- 
ing from the continued restrictions put upon it by the Japan- 


ese military authorities is operating very prejudicially against 


us. Mr. Sammons in a despatch of the 13th instant, a copy 


of which was sent by him to the Department, tells me that 
there are now in Newchwang perhaps 25 millions of dollars 
worth of imports awaiting for some relaxation of the restraint 
put in the way of inland trade by the Japanese to find their 
way into the interior of the country. The presence of our 


Consul General at Mukden would most unquestionably tend to 


hasten the return of normal trade conditions.

Mr. Conger in his despatch No. 1659 of July 15th, 
1904, reported to the Department the settlement he had made 
with the Chinese Government in connection with the killing 
of an American called Lewis L. Etzel by Chinese soldiers who 
were guarding the coast near Newchwang during the late Russo- 
Japanese war. It was agreed upon between Mr. Conger and 
the Waiewu Pu that among other punishments to be inflicted 
upon the directly guilty parties, Major Chu ChingeLan, the 
commander of the force to which the soldiers who actually 
did the shooting belonged, should be cashiered - or deprived 
of his rank, it would seem, since he is still in the service 
in the same district as prior to the Rtzel incident. 

No responsibility except a moral and technical one at- 
taches to Major Chu for the killing of Etzel; he was punished 
in compliance with immemorial Chinese practice as being the 


direct superior of the guilty parties. His punishment was 


not asked by Mr. Conger - it was part of the action taken by 
the Chinese Government in connection with this incident. 

I have the honor to enclose copy of a despatch received 
from our Consul General at Newchwang transmitting a petition 
signed by the Ying-k'ou (Newchwang) Chamber of Comerce, and 
by the Puskien, Canton and San-chiang guilds in Ying-k’ou, 
asking that Major Chu may be restored to hié rank in reward

hat Major Chu*s degradation was merely nominal 
a that he has continued in the discharge of 
his office under what would seem to be a lower 
title. It appears from Mr. Conger's earlier 
despatch. that, upon a memorial, an edict of the 
throne cashiered Chu and cashiered and punished 
a Corporal P’an Tse. 


I think it desirable that we should know 
exactly what Chu's present office ,duties, and 
rank are.and how far they comport with the de- 
claration of the Wai-wu-Pu that he: had: been 
cashiered or deprived of his rank, ~~ 


If it extended no further than a reduc- 
tion in rank, while retaining military office 
and functions. I do not know that we should be 
in a hurry to ask his restoration to his former 
grade. I think wo should,at any rate,take time 


to learn the facts which do not ant thatent tg Se

Otherwise, I arreecwith Mr, Reckhill that 
as we did not ask for Chu‘'s degradation ,we 
might gracefully ask the remission of that part 
of the penalty,and that a good impression might

Newchwang, January 135, 1906. 


I have the honor to hand you herewith a petition, 


in Chinese, which has been presented to me, forthe restoration 


of renk te Cemmander Chu Ching Lan, who was cashiered in 1904 
because native soldiers under him, who were charged with the 
suppressien ef piracy, shot and killed in this District an 
American war correspondent named Lewis L. Etzél. 


As it is not pessible without interference with the work 


on hand at this Censulate to present, herewith, a complete 
translation ef this petitien I hope a lengthy synopsis thereof 
will suffice, to wit: 
"That the Chinese Chamber ef Commerce of this pert, the 


gentry and Yinkew, Fookien, Canton, Sankiang guilds, after 


opening the case states that this part ef Manchuria has im- 
portant trade features and that said Commander has been dilig- 
ent and successful in checking the robdbers who have menaced 
and hampered said trade; that threugh his goed effices the 
District has been cleared of robbers, thus allewing the renew- 
al of trade, etc; that the fact of this Commander suppressing 
rebbers and thereby fostering trade is beyond dispute and need 
no discussion, etc. | 

"That during the 5th Moon of the 30 year of KwangHsu, one 
ef his petty efficers, while ordered te hunt pirates in the 
sea, mistook a correspondent ef eur (American) nationality, 
together with natives, who happened to be sailing in a junk, 
to be sea rebbers, and unintentienally killed him. That. 


for the friendship ef the two governments, Cemmander Chu was 


puhished by having his rank taken from him. That Commander 
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Page 2, Enclosure 1, in Desp. No. 7 O72. 


Chu's guilt is not only pardonable, because the mistake was 
done when he is discharging his duty, but alse because he is 
much appreciated by your petitioners. And how could your 
petitioners be gratified and pacified if they possess a natur- 
al mind, when Commander Chu was so severely punished while he 
sought to pretect the taade and merchants. That, moreover, 
Commander Chu since his rank was taken from him continued his 
work with more viger, and the benefits and protectien that 
peer petitioners have received are indeed not shallew and 
little. That yeur petitieners have been informed that you 
consider the pretection of trade as an important matter. That 
Commander Chu has brought benefits te commerce and trade which 
are well known. 

"Yeur petitieners therefore dare to detail to you the facts 
and pray that you will report the same to your Minister at 
Peking, that he may write te the Beard of Foreign Affairs to 
petition the threne for the recovery ef the rank ef the Com- 
mander, in order to encourage the said Commander to perform 
nis work with more vigor, and your petitieners will also be 
greatly blessed by your kindness. 

"While your petitioners know that the pewer te degrade a 
man and alse te dignify him, are in the hands of their super- 
iers and they must not insist, but the appreciation ef your 
petitieners of the Cemmander is such that they cannet keep 
themselves quiet. Heping you will faver your petitioners 
and fill them with boundless gratitude, etc." 

I may add that the heads ef the guilds called upen me 
Several weeks ago in regard te this matter when they reviewed 


the case fully as set ferth in the petition, and urged me to

take up the matter with you. I stated that I weuld be glad 
to forward a petition or any communication on the subject, 

and assured them that you would give their representations 
careful consideration, They urged that because this offi- 
cial had dene soe much fer commerce and trade, in which eur 
Geverrmment is se largely interested in this district, he 
should now have his rank restered; that the Chinese Gevernment 
would restere it if the American Minister was foverably inclirm 
ed. 

I find that the epinieon among Chinese officials as well 
as among numereus fereigners who have resided her for many 
years to be that the killing of Mr. Etzel was an accident; 
that he was attempting while war was in progress to reach Port 
Arthur in conregctien with his newspaper werk. 

The leading Chinese merchants ef this District, includ- 
ing such men as Mr. Pan of Tung Yung Mow, Mr. Yih ef Tung Sun 
Yee, are among those who have urged the restoration of Com- 
mander Chu'’s rank, Both Mr. Pan and Mr. Yee import and handb 
large quantities eof American piece goods, fleur, etc. The 
largest steamer to enter this port, the "Vermont", entered 
just before the port closed last year with over 3,000 tond of 


American flour for Mr. Yih. Men of this character, as well 


as such men as Rev. James Webster, at the head of the Scotch 


Presbyterian Mission in Manchuria, inform me that the junk on 


which Mr. Etzel took passage being practically without carge 
caused the native seldiers te censider her a pirate. Accord- 
ingly when the native in charge ef the junk said he had fore 
@igners aboard he added to their suspicions and that, further, 
if Etzel had kept out of sight as he was told to do, he would 


net have been shot in any event, that his companion who remain

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below was not injured, etc. 

Waiving the merits of the case which have been heretofore 
disposed eof and wpon which I do not assume to pass, I deem 
it proper to state that the restoration of Commander: Chu's 
rank would certainly be very pleasing to the petitioners who 
urge such action. When they requested this on a previous 
occasion (Mr. Conger's despatch No. 2619 of Octeber 10, 1904) 
they were told that "when he (Chu) shall have done such credi- 
table service as to warrant its return", the matter might be 
considered. Theyp the petitioners, feel that Commander Chu’ 
record, under the circumstances and the above assertion as to 
creditable service, if for ne other reason as set forth, war- 
rants the restoration ef his rank. In fact, they feel that 
he has been severely punished and while still deplering the 
fatal result in this instance of the effort to suppress pi- 
rates and robbers they leok forward to the final restoration 
of Commander Chu'’s rank on the ground of ultimate justice on 
the part ef the American Gevernment,

Petition from Newchwang merchants to Mr.Sammons. 


Newchwang, Jan. 1906. 


We, the merchants and gentry of Newchwang, Tienchwangt'ai, 
and Nanpang, respectfully present this petition on behalf of a 
Commander who has fallen into disgrace on account of some events 
which followed the performance of his public duty . We have 
already on a previcus occasion besought your indulgence in the 


matter, and asked that, for the protection of merchants and trade, 


} 
the proper Board be communicated with and requested to restore 
to the commander in question his lost rank. 

Chu Ch‘'ingelan, commanding the Sui-ching Division, was de- 


prived of his rank because some soldiers sent by him to capture 


pirates accidentally killed an American newspaper correspondent. 
As we have already united once before in a petition requesting 
the restoration of his rank, we ought to await developments 
quietly, and not venture to trouble you again in the matter. 
cut Newchwang and Tienchwangt'ai are large transportation cen- 
ters, and hence ports of great commercial importance. When Ja- 
pan and Russia were at war, robbers and bandits ‘appeared every- 
where, and plundering of all kinds was so common that goods 
could not be shipped anywhere; the result being that trade was 
absolutely blocked. At that time Commander Chu was most ener- 
getic in sending troops to hunt for and arrest robbers whenever 
he heard of their presence on land or sea. So all such crimi- 


nals were forced to go into hiding, and trade was resumed. The 


peace that he restored to his whole district was the result of 


nis energetic protection of trade and traders. This fact is Te) 


evident that no further words on the subject are necessary. 


But 
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But in the Fifth Moon of last year (June 1905) he ordered 
some soldiers to patrol the coast. At the same time it happened 
that an american newspaper correspondent was passing along the 
coast in a junk. The soldiers, suspecting that the junk con- 
tained pirates, fired upon it, and the unfortunate result of the 
affair was the killing of the American. On account of the 
friendship of our two countries, the Throne ordered that Com- 
mander Chu be deprived of his rank, as proper penalty for the 
responsible officer. There is, however, something to be said 
for Commander Chu, both Keseuee the unfortunate accident hap- 
pened in connection with the performance of his duty, and be- 
cause we merchants have always felt that he brought this blame 
upon himself by his diligence in the protection of trade. Con- 
sequently we would not be true men if we were content to see 
him in disgrace without taking any action. 

After his degradation Commander Chu did not relax his for- 
mer efforts, but applied himself to his work with even more 
zeal than before, and the benefits we have received from his 
protection are great indeed. 

We know that you consider the protection of trade a very 
important matter. There is ample proof of Commander Chu's most 
earnest efforts having been spent in that behalf. We, your pe- 
titioners, therefore venture to approach you once more and pre- 
sent the matter to you in detail. And we request that you will 
report it to your Minister in Pekinz, that he may comuaunicate 
with the Board of Foreign Affairs asking that Commander Chu may 
be restored to his former office and rank. Then will he be en- 
couraged to perform his duties with augmented zeal, while we, 

Merchants and others, will never forget your Kindness. We re- 
alize of course that the power to promote or degrade a man rests 
entirely with his superiors, and we shoulé not insist in our 
request in this way, but Sa ee ee of the Commander makes 
it difficult for us to restrain ourselves, and we venture to hope

French Postal Agencies in North China. Suggested changes.

Under date of March 7th, 1905, Mr. Coolidge, then 
cilia a? ateasren, called the attention of the Department to 
the unsatisfactory handling of American mails in China when 
turned over to the French Postal Agencies instead of to the : 
Imperial Chinese Post Office as had been done until then. 

The Department in its reply to Mr. Coolidge, No, 914 
of April 27th, 1905, enclosed a copy of a letter from the 
Post Master General, in which he stated that "articles des- 
tined for Peking are included in mails addressed to the French 
Post Office in that City, with the distinct approval of the 
Postal Administration of France, which assured this Depart- 
ment that said office was fully equipped to handle the mails, 
and to deliver the articles at residences throughout the en- 
tire quarter of the Legations immediately after the arrival 
of the mails.” 
Consequently the American mails have since then continued 
to be handled at Tientsin and here by the French Postal Agen- 
cies, and even at Shanghai to a certain extent. 


I enclose herewith copy of a communication handed me a 


short time ago which bears practically the signatures of all 
Americans living here and in the vicinity, asking that our home 
mails be again handled on arrival in China by the Imperial — 
Chinese Post Office, or, better still, sent from Yokohama to 


hed 


Tient’sin directly by the Imperial Japanese Post Office. 

Our Consul General at Tientsin has informed me that he 
has received many complaints from our Gountrymen residing 
there in regard to the present handling of the American mails 
by the French Post Office; the slow and irregular delivery, 
extraordinary and unexplained over-charges, difficulty of 
receiving proper attention through difference of languages, 


French employes not speaking English, - were among the com- 


plaints. 

I may add that this Legation is experiencing the same 
inconvenience as our people at Tientsin and elsewhere at 
ports throughout North China, through the present unsatis- 
factory service. The present charges on what is declared 
insufficiently prepaid mail by the French Post Office amounts 
to quite considerable sums, and the delivery of a mail drags 
along for three or four days after its arrival in this city. 

In view of the above, I took the liberty of telegraphing 
you on the 12th instant, as follows:

Referring to Conger's despatch 1826 all the 
Americans her and Tientsin complained to me very great delay 
delivery home mails which are still handled by the French. 
They request forwarding them directly frm Yokohama by the 
Japanese and in China by the Chinese. [I concur. Very 
desirable.

American residents of Peking to Mr. Rockhill. 
Peking, China, 10 January, 1906. 


Dear Sir: 

The French Post Master in Peking has informed us 
that arrangements have been made whereby all incoming Ameri- 
can Mail hereafter will be distributed through the French 
Post Office. We are not informed how this arrangement came 
to be made, but we wish briefly to call the attention of 
Your Excellency to the inconvenience in which it involves us, 
and respectfully to request that the matter be represented 
to the proper department, The French Post Master informed 
us that we must send to the office to receive our mail, which 
will involve us in some extra expense; but of this we should 
not complain were it not for the fact of the inconvenience, 
delay and uncertainty in getting our mail. There is no 
system of speedy communication in Peking by which we can 
learn of the arrival of a home mail, and it is inevitable 
that there will always be considerable delay in the receipt 
of our mail under this new scheme. 

In this connection we wish to express our complete satis- Fs 
faction with the promptness and efficiency which the Chinese 
Imperial Post Office have shown in handling our mails, which 
they have always freely and promptly delivered, and unless 
there is some good and patent reason for a change we should 
prefer that the arrangement with them should be continued as 
heretofore. We are unaware of one single advantage that 
comes to us by passing our mails through the French Post 
Office. 

Another plan has been suggested which commends itself to 
us if arrangements can be made with the Japanese Postal auth- 
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orities to put it into effect. That is to have all American 


mail destined for North China assorted either at or before 
reaching Yokohama, and forwarded by the Japanese Post Office. 
By such an arrangement our mails, in a very short time, would 
be carried by an almost direct continuous rail route to Tient- 
sin and Peking, and thus arrive at their destination three or 
four days in advance of any other route.

In compliance with your instruction of October 


27th last, directing me to report at my earliest convenience 


upon the ability and fidelity to duty and efficiency of each 
subordinate officer in this Legation, I have the honor to 


state as follows: 

The First Secretary of the Legation, Mr. John Gardner 
Coolidge, is a graduate of Harvard, class of 1884, He is 
an excellent French scholar, has travelled very extensively 
in nearly every quarter of the world, has very good judgment 
and extraordinary application and fidelity to duty. He 
takes great interest in his work, which he performs most ef- 
ficiently. He has been in his present position in Peking 
since August 6, 1902. 

The Military Attaché, Captain Henry Leonard, United 
States Marine Corps, has, since his arrival in Peking in May, 
1905, shown much application to his difficult duties and, as 
I have seen many of the reports which he has prepared for the 
War Department, I can knowingly state that he has shown great 
efficiency in collecting the most varied and useful informa- 
tion for his Department. He is a good lawyer and fair Ger- 
Man scholar, very popular with the Chinese and foreigners, 
ready for and prompt in the discharge of any duty given him, 


It is a great pity that funds cannot be put at his disposal 
sufficient for him to extend his researches beyond this part 
of the Empire; to do even this he has to draw largely on his 
private funds, as his travelling allowances are absolutely 


inadequate. 


The Naval attaché, Lieutenant Frank Marble, United States 


Navy, has not been in China since his appointment as Naval 
Attaché to Japan and china. It is to be hoped he will be 
able to devote some little time to this country, concerning 
whose present naval organization we know nothing. 

The Second Secretary, Mr. William Phillips, is a graduate 
of Harvard, class of 1900, and for over two years was a stude- 
ent in the Harvard Law School. He served for two years 
prior to his appointment to this Legation as Private Secretary 
to our Ambassador in London, Mr. Choate. He has a fair 
knowledge of French, which he seeks to improve. He is most 
consciencious and has shown great devotion to his duties, dis- 
charging to my complete satisfaction the work entrusted to 
him, His recent severe illness, typhoid fever, from which 
he is about recovered at present, has prevented me from gaine 
ing a definite opinion of his judgment, but I have confidence 
that it will prove good. 

The Chinese Secretary of the Legation, Mr. E. T. Williama 
was appointed in the early part of 1901 after serving ina 
similar capacity in our Consulate General at Shanghai for 
several years. He has been a resident of china for about 
seventeen years, prior to his entry into our Government's 
service having been employed in mission educational work. He 
is a very scholarly man, deeply interested in his work, which 
he performs in a most satisfactory manner. His knowledge 
of Chinese character, laws and customs is accurate and exten- 
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sive, and I have found his judgment most excellent. He has 
the confidence of all those who know him, both Chinese and 
rorelmnare. and is of immense value to our Government in the 
position he holds, 

The Assistant Chinese Secretary, Mr. Thomas W. Haskins, 


is a graduate of the University of California, class of 1903, 


and was appointed to his present position July 1, 1904, from 
the student interpreters as being the ablest among them. He 
has justified the choice. He has a fair knowledge of Chinese 
which he is improving constantly. His work is accurately 
done and gives me satisfaction. He has not, however, the 
scholarly nature of his chief, Mr. Williams, which alone can 
make the perfect Chinese Secretary; but experience and obser- 
vation will of course in the long run supply to some extent 
the absence of this trait. 

The Student Interpreters, although they are now detailed 
at various Consulates, with the exception of the two latest 
additions to this corps, seem to come within the limits of 
the report called for by the President. I have therefore 
asked the Consuls in whose offices there are now "student in- 
terpreters" to report to me on their ability, fidelity to duty 
and general efficiency. I append hereto the reports I have 
received fom them. I regret that they have not covered the 
questions submitted to them more thoroughly - but the reports 
are, #0 far as they go, satisfactory. I gather from private 
letters from our Consuls that the work assigned to these young 
men in the offices to which they are attached is not always 
of such a nature as to enable them to improve their knowledge 
of Chinese or even to put to much use such as they have; most 
of them are doing purely clerical work. In my despatch No. 
50, of July 14, 1905, I had the honor to submit to you certain 


recommendations looking to the steady raising of the effi- 
ciency of this useful body of officers, I am more strongly 
of opinion than ever that periodical examinations should be 
neld to test their efficiency, reward application and profi- 
ciency, and cull out the “students” who are not making sus- 
tained progress and who have not shown themselves valuable 
additions to our Consular service here. 


I aleo enclose copy of a report from the Chinese Secre- 
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and Mr. G@, Hamilton Butler. 

I have but one remark to make on the work of the officers 
attached to. this Legation; the criticiem is a general one and 
in 76 wise reflects on then. My remark applies to a general 
absence of method in the manner of conducting the work, which 
inevitably requires more time and effort to accomplish a given 
reault than would be necessary if more system existed. I 
am endeavoring to introduce the same methods as exist in the 
Department of State in the division of labor, the keeping of 
the archives, library, accounts and other branches of the 
work. It would be of enormous value to our diplomatic serv- 
ice if all secretaries, prior to joining the legations in 


which they are to serve, could pass a few months in the De= 


partment to learn its methods and requirements. It would 


introduce uniformity in the work of all our missions, which 
my experience has shown me does not exiat in such perfection \ 
as it might if such preparatory training were possible.

take delivery of their purchases. 

Through our Consuls General at Shanghai and Tientsin 
I submitted the plan of the Viceroy to the American firms in- 
terested in this trade, and my reply is based on their answers 
which coincided with my own opinion. 

The British Minister has also protested strongly against 
this scheme, and I have little doubt that the Ministers of 
the other powers who are interested will do likewise, The 
-_ proposal does not appear to have the approval of the Prince 
of ch*ing; at least nothing in his note indicates that it ‘hae. 
I fancy it will be dropped.

I have the honor to inform Your Excellency that on the 26th 
of the Tenth Moon, XXXI.Year of Kuanghsti (Nov.22nd 1905) I re- 
ceived a despatch from the Viceroy of the Shen-Kan Provinces as 
follows: - 

"Sheep's wool, camels' hair, and hides are the most 
important exports from Kansuh. Foreign merchants of all nation- 
alities, for the most part, come to Kansuh with transit passes 
to purchase and ship these articles, obtaining them only in the 
varicus markets of the district; heretofore there have been no 
commission houses dealing in wool and hair; the herdsmen are 
scattered through the country in all directions, and when the 
foreign merchants secure the hides, wool, etc. the middlemen who 
arrange the bargains are all of the class of unreliable Chinese 


and Mohammedans, called "small traders", and as the goods pass 


through their hands they resort to all kinds of cheating prac- 

tices, which give rise to litigation. The herdsmen are swindled 
by the “small traders", and the foreign merchants first and last 
have suffered no small losses on their account. This is not in 
accordance with the principle of improving commercial conditions 


The only thing to do therefore is to establish an official hong. 


(Mehr 


All sellers of wool, hides, and camels' hair must report to this 


hong, and must not engage in any private transactions with the 
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purchasers. Foreign merchants coming to Kansuh with transit 
passes to purchase, will not pay any additional duties, and will 
not have to pay any hong commission, and in all such matters as 


fixing the prices, and paying over the money, the seller and 


purchaser will be free to settle terms themselves. But in pure 


chasing wool and hides of any dealer to any amount, even if the 


goods be kept in his own house, his name and residence and the 
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amount of the purchase must be reported to the local official 


hong, to facilitate examination. The foreign merchant can then 
go to the dealer's and take delivery of the goods, and obtain a 
permit to ship in exchange (for his transit pass) in accordance 
with the provisions of the treaty. 
Should any dealer conducting business in his own house en- 
gage in any private transactions, neglecting to report the same 
to the official hong, on discovery thereof he will be fined. 
beelish nerchante have often come to places in the prefec- 

tures of Lan-chou and Ning-hsia, and been swindled to the extent 


of several tens of thousands of taels, and the Consul has writ- 


ten asking me to press for payment. Looking carefully into the 
whole matter from beginning to end, the trouble for the most 


part arises from the payment by foreign merchants themselves of 
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money into the hands of the natives in arranging for the pur-

chase of goods. But, if the present suggestion of an official 
hong be adopted, the "small traders" will be done away with, 
and trades will be geported to the hong, and both parties will 
be benefitted. I have therefore to request that you will com- 
municate this pian to the Ministers of foreign countries resi- 
dent in Peking, and ask them to instruct their nationals to 
comply with it."

ment, it is said, will prevent native agents of American firms

from buying these goods, as now, of the producers andshipping 
them directly to their firms, as they will have to deal through 
the hong. This will make it possible for the hong to favor some 
dealers at the expense of others, and it is likely to seriously 
affect the prices, too, as it will be possible for the hong to 
Charge the producers various fees to support the hong, and the 
native dealers would be compelled to add the amount of these 


fees to their prices in order to reimburse themselves, so that 


although the foreign: trader may pay no commission directly to 
the hong, he would still have to bear the charge in the end. 

The establishment of such a hong would tend to give it a mono- 
poly ef the trade, so that both native and foreign dealers would 


be at its mercy. American merchants express themselves as quite 
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satisfied with the methods heretofore employed in conducting the 
trade, and see no necessity for the innovation proposed. The 
payment of bargain money is a common practice in many trades, 


and not only in that of buying hides and wool. If some men do 


not carry out their obligations, the proper method to be employ- 
ed by the Viceroy to correct this evil, is not to put the trade 
in the hands of officials, but instruct the officials to vig- 

orously discharge their duties in abroetine and punishing such 


unscrupulous dealers. There must be perfect freedom of trade 


and healthful competition to insure the prosperity of trade, but 
neither could exist with an official hong in control of it. 

I have the honor to remind Your Imperial Highness that the 
establishment of such a hong would be a direct violation of the 
treaties with the United States. Article XV. of the Treaty of 

Wang-hia provides as follows:- 
"Citizens of the United States, engaged in the purch- 
ase or sale of goods of import or export, are admite- 
ted to trade with any and all subjects of China, with- 
out distinction; they shall not be subject to any new 
limitations, nor impeded in their business by monopo- 
lies or other injurious restrictions." 
It is plain from what has been said above thatthe estab- 
lishment of such an official hong would be in the nature of an 
- injurious restriction upon American trade, and it is impossible, 
therefore, for me to give my consent to the proposal, and I have 
the honor to request, Your Imperial Highness will at once ine 
struct the Viceroy of the Shen-Kan Provinces that the proposed 
Official Hong must not be established, and that trade must be 
allowed to be conducted as heretofore. 
I avail myself of the opportunity to renew to Your Imperial

In reply to which I beg to say that this matter causes 
me embarassment for the reason that I thoroughly agree with 
you in your view of the responsibility of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and therefore I cannot well explain by telegram or other 
wise to the ,epartment of state why the Chinese Government 
should assume the responsibility forthe losses. In a recent 
despatch, which you have not received as yet, I gave to you 
the reasons for the Chinese officials refusing to pay the 
losses, this being on account of the riot having taken place 
in the International settlement, which is entirely under for- 
eign police supervision and control. The point seems to 
me to be so well taken that I cannot quite understand how 
foreign claims can be pressed successfully unless direct com- 
plicity of the Chinese officials with the rioters can be 
shown, and that I believe to be an impossibility, for the riot 
was essentially the inspiration of the mob, urged on, perhaps, 
by the action of the Cantonese guild. | 

The alleged American losses number seven and for nearly 
all of them I have scant respect. The items in several of 
them are padded as I believe, and the largest, involving in- 
jury to an automobile, appears on its face to be subject to 


question for more reasons than one. The total of these 
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claims cannot be given as yet because several of them include 
damages for personal injury, but even with the full amounts 
given they will not exceed greatly 1500 taels., there having 


been another received since I wrote you. There is nothing 
pressing about any of them and to all of the claimants I have 
stated simply that I would receive their claims but could 
promise nothing as to presentation or payment until I had 


proper instructions from my Government. 


Under these conditions I think it best to write to the 
Department instead of telegraphing, and this I will do imme- 
9 °adately, asking for a telegraphic reply. If in the mean-

Under date of January 18th the "China review" published 
the enclosed clipping, entitled: "Tientsin Brown talks with 
the U.S.A. President." The same was also published in the 
"Peking and Tientsin Times” and the "Evening News", 

Had it not been for the fact that the “Associated Press” 
is ecneidered 0 reliable source of information, I would have 
considered it unworthy of notice; but the weight of the Asso- 
ciated Press behind it and in view of the wide publicity ob- 
tained, I feel it my ditty as a citizen of the United States 
and a representative of the American Board to call your atten- 
tion to it. 

The appearance of such an article was a source of un- 
speakable mortification to all good citizens of the United 
States who knew this man "Brown", His (Brown's) character 
can be ascertained on the records of the American Consulate 
at Shanghai.

To think that such a character should be set before the 
world as an adviser of our respectéd and beloved President, 
fills every righteminded citizen with shame and indignation. 

I am in strong hope that this extract, as published by 
the “Associated Press", if false, and if so I trust your na- 
tionals may have the pleasure of denying the allegation, at 
least in places where Brown's reputation is known and where 
this article was published. 

It seems.to me that Senator Fulton of Oregon should be 
put in possession of these facts. We cannot ponceive of 
his presenting such a character to the honored head of our 
nation with this knowledge in his possession.

Mr. Goodnow further declared to me that he had no ob- 
jections if the German Court took the matter in hand on ac- 
count of J. H. Brown being under German jurisdiction, if he 
was a German by birth and had not acquired any other nation- 


ality or were not claimed by any other Consular authority 


as protéet. 


I have issued a letter to the Shanghai Police (copy en- 
closed) in order to prosecute Mr. J. H. Brown for allowing 
public gambling on his premises. 

I enclose copy of a letter addressed to me by Mr. G. D. 
Musso, dated ist January, wherein he states that Mr. Brown is 
@ naturalized American citizen. 

I am prepared and only too happy to hand the matter 
over to your.

Having heard that there is a prosecution pending against 
my client, the above-named J. H. Brown, in your Consular 


Court, I have the honor to inform you that I was instructed 


by him, before his departure for Manila, to state that he is 
_ a German subject, having been naturalised American sub- 
ject during his stay in the United States; when he was 
brought before the U. &. Court in Shanghai he has not denied 
his citizenship, but has declared that he "was not in a po- 


sition then to prove it"; since then he has sent to the 
States the necessary affidavits, and the papers proving his 
naturalisation are expected here within six weeks, 
Mr. Brown is at present, I understand, in Manila, and 
his address is care of Messrs. Hartigan, Marple and Sollignac, 
Attorneys-at-law.

ca In reply to your two communications of yesterday's date 
in which you inform me that Mr. G. D. Musso has addressed a 
letter to you wherein he states that Mr. J. H. Brown, who 

4s’ connected with the Alhambra case, is a naturalized American 
citizen, I would state that this Consular Court possesses a 


‘declaration in which Mr. Brown declares that he “was not born 


in 


in the United States of America” and has "no proof that he is 


a citizen thereof." 
} 

There was no statement to the effect that he possessed 
evidence of his nationality which if time were given him he 


could produce, but instead the definite emphatic statement 


that "I have lived in the United States several years, but I 
have no proof that I am a citizen thereof." I therefore 
feel that this Consular Court is not in anyway concerned in 


the "Alhambra Case," and I accordingly have no objections to 


the trial of Mr. Brown being held in your Consular Court.

His Honour was informed that no consular representatives 
were present in Court. 

Inspector McDowell, sworn, in reply to his Honour, said 
that from enquiries he had made he thought Brown was the 
proprietor of the Alhambra, because in a case against a man 
called Schwartz in the Spanish Court, in which Schwartz was 
charged with allowing to go on at the Alhambra a certain 


contract was produced in evidence in open Court which showed 


that 


that Brown was the proprietor of the Alhambra and grounds and 
that he leased it to Schwartz. In addition to this, evidence 


would be brought to show that Brown paid the taxes to the 
Municipal Council for police protection for the Alhambra. It 
was also shown by the evidence in the Spanish Court that Brown 
fitted up the Alhambra with furniture, and that he paid and 
engaged the employees of the hotel, On the 14th of Septem- 
ber witness arrested Schwartz on a warrant in connection with 
certain information received from India, The documents at 
his house were seized, and among them was found a written 
contract between Brown and the bandmaster at the Alhambra. 

His Honour read a copy of the contract which was signed 
at the Austrian Consulate and in which Brown signed as pro- 
prietor of the Alhambra, It was dated the 15th of June, 
1904. 


Witness said that as regards Brown knowing that gambling 


went on, he visited the Alhambra on the night of the 9th of 


July last. There was a roulette table on the ground floor. 


About thirty people were gambling round the table and Brown 


was present. Witness had a conversation with him about it, 


so that Brown must have known that gambling was going on. 


If the Court required evidence as to Brown fitting up the 


place, piles of bills could be produced. During the prosecu- 


tion 


* 
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tion of Schwartz at the Spanish Court, Brown came in and 


openly said that it was not prosecution but persecution and 
that he was interested in the Alhambra, having spent $50,000 
on it. Witness had seen three contracts in reference to the 
Alhambra. The first was the one referred to between Brown 
and Schwartz , which was produced at the Spanish Court to show 
that Schwartz leased the Alhambra from Brown. 
By His Honour--Witness had heard something about Schwartz 
—___paying Tls. 500 per month and 20 per cent of the profits, — 


but he could not say this was a fact from his own knowledge. 
There was another contract signed on the 16th ult. When 
Garcia was brought up at the Spanish Consulate last month a 
contract was brought forward by a man called Silvestro show- 
ing that the top floor was leased to him. Witness was of 
opinion that these contracts were bogus. Perdomo Garcia was 
only a pauper, and Silvestro, was practically a street hawker. 
Witness had never seen them at the Alhambra and he was of 
opinion that they had not anything to do with the case, He 
thought the contracts ar simply made to defeat the ends 


of justice. Garcia was a very poor man, and Silvestro did 
hot appear to be a man of much standing, as witness had fre- 
quently seen him hawking figures and pictures in the streets. 
About six weeks ago, another raid was made on the Alhambra, 


and 


and a roulette table and gambling appliances were seized. 
Witness then saw public gambling going on there; anyone 
could take part, and gambling was going on to a great ex- 
tent. Witness had seen gambling on three occasions. The 
last was on the 3lst December, when, under instructions is- 
sued by his Honour, the Captain Superintendent, witness, 
and others raided the hotel at about 10.30 p.m. About 
9.30 p.m.- witness sent out two policemen with thirty marked 
dollars, and instructed them to go upstairs and see if they 


conld gamble, These dollars were afterwards found among the 


money seized. Witness when he arrived, found the two po- 

licemen, and about twenty other persons gambling round a 
roulette table. There were apparently two men in charge. 

One was a man named Prankel and the other appeared to be a 
Pilipino. Witness could not find Frankel registered anywheré: 

He had, however, received his photograph from Buenos Ayres, 
from which place Frankel was deported for importing women. 

He had also been deported from Manila. Frankel said that 

he was being paid $6 a day for running the tables, but he 


did not say who paid him. Most of the money was found in 


the croupier's drawer, which was open. There were a nun- 
ber of chips. : Witness got these two men to stand by while 
the police counted the money. The money and the tables 

-were taken to the Central Station. Prankel said that the 
tables 


tables did not belong to him and witness thought there was 


no doubt that he was running them for Brown. There was no 
resistance to the police, Witness simply read the warrant 
and ordered all, except these two men, to leave the room, 
They were given a receipt for the money seized by the police, 
which amounted to about $2,160. Two roulette tables, a game 
in which horses were run round, and a number of chips were 
also seized, 

Det.-Sergt. J. Burnside, sworn, said that on the 9th of 
July last he accanpanied Inspector McDowell to the Alhambra, 
and witnessed gambling there. Witness spoke to Brown and 
from his remarks took him for the proprietor of the place. 
Brown did not then say that he had let the place to Schwartz, 
but when they seized Schwarte's documents they found a con- 
tract between the bandmaster and Srown. The furniture for 
the Alhambra came from Messrs. Vanel in the Nanking Road, 
and at witness's request a representative of that firm had 
come to Court with his books, Witness saw gambling going 
on On the 9th, 16th, and 17th July, and also on several oc- 
casions, Brown was present on every occasion. He was not 
in charge of the rouletts. The same person never seemed to 
be in charge twice; they changed about, From the way Brown 
was walking about the place it looked as if he was running 


the 


the show, and was proprietor.of the place. Everyone was 
under the impression that Brown was head of the place. It 
was not private gambling, as everyone could play, Witness 
put some money on. On the 9th of July Inspector McDowell 
saw witness gambling. On the 16th of July the sergeant in 
charge of Carter Road station was present and saw witness 
gamble. On the 17th of July witness went to the Alhambra by 
himself and gambled. He had also gone at other dates, of 
which he had not kept a@ record, probably about three of four 
times and had witnessed gambling on each occasion. He was 
under the impression that the men looking after the tables 
were doing 60 On someone else's account. (Witness produced 
his official diary and drew his Honour's attention to the 
entry of the 19th of July in which it said that on that date 
he went to the Spanish Consulate, where he Wag shown a let- 
ter from Schwartz to the Spanish Consul saying that Brown 
was now proprietor of the Alhambra). Witness was present 
at the raid of the 3let of December. He saw gambling going 
on then. The man who was turning the roulette wheel was a 
Spanish subject. He did not know the names of the men who 
were running the tables. Witness assisted to take the rou- 


lette tables a@Way, and so far as he knew no declarations were 


made. “There was no resistance; about $2,000 were taken aways 


Most of the money was taken from the roulette tables. There 


was also a table where horses ran round and round. When 


witness got into the room there were six or seven people 
‘pesides the police. He was the last of the police to come 
in, and as there were several doors in the room it was possi- 
ble that some of the players left before he arrived. About 
ten of the police entered before witness, 

Sergeant Patrick Thornton, sworn, said that on the 20th 
November, he was at the Alhambra at 6 p.m. with a few friends». 
On the 26th November, he again went there and he had been 
there several times since. Gambling was always going on. 
Witness gambled, as anyone was allowed to do so, On the 
20th November, Brown was present, but witness did not see him 
on any Other occasions, He was looking on, apparently su- 
perintending the business. A small man, who looked like a 
Spaniard, was in charge of the tables; he seemed to be enm- 
ployed there. Brown Was walking backwards and forwards, 
Witness went with Inspector McDowell raid the hotel on the 
Sist December. They entered the Alhambra about 10.30, and 
witness was second in the room, coming in immediately behind 
McDowell, There were twenty or more persons seated round a 
table gambiing. There were also five or six persons at 
another table. Witness saw the roulette wheel going round 


and drawer at the table was open. There were a number of 


chips 


chips about the size of a dollar. Witness explained how 
the gambling was carried on when he had visited the hotel 
on previous occasions. People who wished to gamble there 
usually bought a supply of these chips at the hotel. There 


was one man, who said that he was an Italian, sitting down 


by the side of the table. Witness had seen him there every 


time he went. One of the men said that he was employed 
there at.$6 a day. No resistance was made. 

By an Assessor--All the police went in plain clothes. 
There was a little trouble the first night witness went there, 
Two men quarelied and Brown told them to leave the room, 

Arthur Henning, Inspector of taxes, sworn, said that 
he had never witnessed gambling at the Alhambra. Witness 
had stubs of receipts for money paid for police protection, 
The first one he collected was from Schwartz at Muirhead 
Road, as Brown was out. The second time he met Brown at 
the American Consulate and he paid it. The receipts were 
always made out in Brown's name. Schwartz paid the tax on 
the 16th June. Brown paid it on the 4th August. The last 
one collected was paid at the Alhambra to Mr. Mellows on the 
17th October. ? 
A representative from Vanel's was then called, and having 


been cautioned, said that he had done business with the Al- 
hambra. 


hambra, Brown bought all the furniture for the hotel from 
st ' 

Vanel. On the 26th March he bought various furniture to 

) 

the amount of $2,500, mostly dining room, not bedroom furni- 


ture. Brown paid by cheque, He did not buy any roulette 


tables from witness. At present Brown owed witness's firm 


$800 for goods sent to Zientsin. 


The Court advised witness to send the account to Mr. 
Musso. 

The Court then adjourned for a short time to come to a 
decision. 

On resuming his Honour read an agreement between Perdomo 
and Schwartz. In this contract it was stated that J. H. 
Brown was proprietor of the Alhambra. 

His Honour said that the Court found accused guilty, 
as proprietor of the Alhambra,a public house, of having al- 
lowed gambling to go on on the Sth, 16th, 17th July, 20th 
and 26th Nov., and the 3Slst December. For these offences he 
would be fined Marks 500, 600,'2,000, 1,200, 1,500, which 
had been reduced to one fine of Marks 5,000. The gambling 
apparatus would be confiscated and destroyed. Accused would 
also have to pay the costs of these proceedings. The Court 
came to the @nclusgion that Brown having been born in Sanne 


and not having acquired any other nationality was under its

jurisdiction. The Court further came to the conclusion 

that Brown was responsible for everything going on on the 
place. Brown made all the contracts and bought and paid for 
the furniture, he made the contract with the bandmaster, and 
was present on five different occasions when gambling was go- 
ing on.

THE ALHAMBRA CASE. 
The raid made by the Municipal police on the Alhambra, 


under the warrant granted by the Spanish Consul and then 


alleged to be revoked; was a failure owing to the atti- 


tude taken by the Spanish Consul in circumstances which 
are fresh in everyone's memory, The Council came in for 


much undeserved abuse on the part of writers who professed 


to be as anxious as anyone to see gee sing suppressed, and 
the Spanish Consul, by appealing to the dignity of his po- 
sition and the rights of his nationals, succeeded in per- 
suading a committee of the Consular Body to extort an ex- 
pression of regret from the Municipal Council, Another 
attempt to suppress the Alhambra was frustrated by the rep- 
resentation that the Spanish lessee had sublet the upver 
rooms in which gambling was carried on to an Italian, though 
there was very little doubt that the real culprit was the 
owner of the property, a Mr. J. H. Brown, and that the Ar- 
gentine, the Spaniard, and the Italian, between whom the re- 
sponsibility was shifted about, so that the police should be 


sent on aria goose chase from one Consular Court to another, 


were 


were merely the employees of Mr. Brown. We understand 
that Mr. Goodnow, before leaving, suggested to the Muni- 
cipal Council that it should attack Mr. Brown instead of 
his tools, pointing out that as Mr. Brown was an adept in 
evading justice by changing his nationality when circun- 
stances made it desirable, the Mixed Court would be the 
place to corral him. Mr. Brown, it will be remembered, 
when he was brought up in the American Court, repudiated 
American nati onality, explaining that he was born in Ger- 
many. On this hint Dr. Knappe, the German Consul-General, 
promptly acted, and on the 3lst of December last he asked 
the Captain-Superintendent of Police to "make the necessary 
arrangements to find out if there is any gambling going on, 
and authorise herewith the Municipal Police to enter any 
time the Alhambra and the compound belonging to it and to 
Search and take in custody any article used for gambling 
purposes.” The same night the Alhambra was successfully 
raided. 

: This was too much for the Spanish Consul, who evidently 
thought that as he has successfully prevailed on the whole 


consular Body on the previous occasion, he could casily make 


a single Consul give way. So Mr. Brown's Spanish stalking- 
horse, Mr. Perdomo Garcia, was trotted out, Mr. Perdomo be- 


ing, according to the evidence of Inspector McDowell a man 


of straw. As 


is we have already said, when Mr. Perdomo was prosecuted 

at the Spanish Consular Court he got off under cover of an 
‘Italian sub-lessee; >but on the istinstant , the Spanish 
Consul writes to Dr. Knappe: "Under the circumstances, 

if public gambling has been found going on at the Alhambra 
(O sancta simplicitas!), I will have to render the said 
Perdomo responsibie for it and proceedings will at once be 
taken against him; I therefore request you to instruct the 
S. M. P. to deposit in this Consulate all the effects seized 
by them, as they are Spanish-owned, and as they will serve 


as evidence in the trial of the case. Meanwhile I cannot 


but exprees my surprise and regret at the fact that although 


the Alhambra is leased by a Spanish subject, and I am the 

Only authority who can authorize a forced entrance ina 
Spanish residence, last night's raid has been effected with- 
out the slightest reference being made to me, and as I know 
the kind and proper way you have always acted I feel con- 
fident that there must have been a regrettable misunderstand- 
ing, which no doubt will be explained." Dr. Knappe had taken 
paing to make sure that neither the American Consul-General, 
Mr. Goodnow, nor the Acting Consul-General, Mr. Davidson, 
would recognize Mr. Brown as an American citizen, and his 


answer to the Spanish Consul was courteous and concl usive: 


"Your 


"Your Court dismissed the case on the 10th December versus 


Perdomo Garcia, on the ground that he had gublet part of the 


Alhambra to an Italian subject - Silvestro. If I had known 
that Perdomo were again responsible, I would have informed 
you," Mr. Musso, counsel for Mr. Brown, made a despairing 
effort to show that the iatter really was an American citizen 
but it was, of course, fruitless, and the trial of Mr. 

Brown went on in the German Court, the accused being acco rd- 
ing to Mr. Musso, in Manila. The evidence brought forward 
by the Police was conclusive that Mr. Brown was the substan- 
tial owner of the Alhambra, and that Schwartz and Perdomo 
and Silvestro, and another man named Frankel, who was de- 


ported from Buenos Aires for importing women, and had also 


veen deported from Manila, were merely his instruments. 

Mr, Brown was convicted and fined a lump sum of 5,000 
marks (%250) and the costs of the proceedings, and the gamb- 
ling apparatus found was ordered to be confiscated and de- 
stroyed. Dr, Knappe summed up the evidence against Brown

No doubt the Spanish Consul is really as anxious as any 


of his colleagues to suppress such an establishment as the 


Alhambra, and it is unfortunate that he should have felt 
himself obliged to lose sight of the good the Council were 
doing in his objection to the way in which it was done, Had 
he enquired a little more deeply in the matter, he would 
have found that his Consulate was being made use of by the 
man of many countries, Brown, as a cloak, and he would sure- 
ly have refused to allow himself to be made a means of evad- 
ing justice. However, all's well that ends well, and we 
have to thank the Council and Dr. Knavpe for the extinction 
of the Alhambra as a gambling hell, The community owe a 
special debt of gratitude to the Council for persisting in 
their efforts to remove this plague-spot in the face of so 


much misrepresentation and discouragement.

This was @ suit for a joint amount of 
shout Tis. 45,000 on certain promissory 
notes which, it was alleged, bore the chop 


of defendants’ compradore, The issue 
really depended upon whether the com- 


pradore in using this chop was acting as} 


an agent of the bank. 


Mr. Morgan Phillips appeared for the 
plaintiffs and Mr. W.A. C. Platt for the 


defandants. 


Mr. Phillips opened with a lengthy 
speech in which he referred to the case of 
Wong Lon-ging v. David Sassoon and 
Sons, which was tried at Tientsin (“ North- 
China Herald,” 19th November, 1884, pp. 
576 and 609). He submitted that the 
facts in this case were even stronger. 
The banks were reputable oves and were 
carried on in ’@ strict business way. Since 
foreign banks had been started in Hankow 
the native banks had done regular business 
with them, The defendant bank consisted 
of two departments, the first composed of 
foreigners doing business with foreig- 
ners the second the compradore to 
do business with Chinese. The question 
was did the defendants allow their com- 
pradore to act in such @ manner as to lead 
plaintiffs to believe he was a general agent 
of the bank, having authority to transact 
these loans ? Counsel cited many cases to 
support his contention. With regard to 
the chop plaintiffs asserted that the com- 
pradore had authority to use it. To 
them the chop was the signature of the 
bank. It was the chop used ever since 
the Bank was established in Hankow, and 
its p»sseasion by the compradore was the 
sign of his office, 

Evidence was taken from parties re- 
presenting all the banks aud it was not 
until the 20th Dec. that the defence 
began

George Sands, unemployed, of Mille 
Road, was charged with carrying a load 
fire-arm in Scott Road at 1. 
on the 3rd instant, not being a person 
xuthorised so to do, and in contravention 
of Municipal By-law No, 37. 

The defendat admitted the truth of 
the charge. 

Native P.C. 477 gave evidence that at 
1.30 a.m. on the 3rd instant he was going 
along Scott Road in an easterly direction 
and the defendant was coming along in a 
vesterly direction. ‘The defendant had a 
pistol in his hand «nd was firing it as he 


walked along, pointing it at the und. 
An Indian constable came up on hearing 
the shots and asked who was firing Wit- 


ness told him that the defendant had been 
firing a revolver. The Indian went up to 
get the pistol and the defendant pointed 
the weapon at him. ‘The Indian took the 
defendan: to the po!ice station, and he 
went quietly. Th: defendant did not 
seem to be much the wors~ for liquor. 

The defendant said he did not point the 
pistol at the Indian. He bought the 
weapon for $40 between 5 and 6 p.m. on 
the 2nd instant from a man who was 
leaving for Hongkong and was hard up for 
money. He stayed in town rather late, 
and on making his way home he went by 
way of Scott Rad instead of going along 
Boone Roxd as he usually did. In 
Scott Rosd he heard some fire-crackers 
being let off, and more in fun than any- 
thing else he discharged his revolver into 
the ground, It was done on the impulse 
of the moment and without malice. He 
had had no trouble with anyone. 

In reply to his Worship, the defendant 
said that it did not strike him as being a 
dang-rous thing to do. The way he fired 
the revolver could not have hurt anybody. 
He was a sea-faring man and was not 
employe! at present. He had been laid 
up with a spell of fever for two months.

Mr. Platt ouly addressed the Court very 
briely in opening. Defendants denied 
plaintiffs’ allegations in toto. The chop, 
they contended, was a private one and had 
nothing to do with the bank. 

The 20th and 21st Dec. were spent almost 

entirely in taking the evidence of Mr. 
W.L. Livingston, the defendants’ manager. 
His Lordshipcalled Messrs. A. M. Reith and 
H. A, Stewart of the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Bank, and the Russo-Chinese Bank 
respectively, as expert witnesses on the 
banking customs and practice in Hankow.

GERMAN CONSULAR 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 3rd January. 
Before Consul-General KNapre and 
Messrs. Borkowsky and R. 
Lunpt, Assessors. 
Kaiser v. J. H. Brown. 


J. H. Brown was summoned to appear 
on a charge of being the proprietor or 
lessee of a public house, to wit the 
Alhambra, and permitting or allowing 
gambling to be carried on ; this being an 
offence against Art. 285 of the German 
penal code ; for each such offence accused 
being liable to a fine of $1,500. 

Mr. Musso appeared and said that he 
received the summons late the preceding 
night. He had no instructions from 
Brown, but had wired to him for instruc- 
tions. Brown had stated in Hongkong 
that he was an American citizen and his 
affidavits were on their way to America. 
His citizenship papers’ would probably be 
here within six weeks. 

His Honour—Are you willing to re- 
present Brown at this Courtthis morning ? 
Mr. Musso—No, I have no instructions. 
Mr. Honour—Then you have no right 
to speak at all. The Court is public and 
you can listen to the proceedings, but you 
cannot speak. 

Mr. Musso left the Court. 

His Honour went on to say that the 
Covrt language was German, but this case 
was of so much interest to the public 
that for their benefit the most important 
part of the proceedings would be con- 
ducted in English. There was no doubt 
that the summons had been correctly 
served, as he had before him a letter from 
Mr. Musso saying that Mr. Brown before 
leaving for Manila had instructed him to 
state that he was not a German subject. 
As accused, through a representative, 
had declined the jurisdiction of the 
Court, this question would have to 
be gone into. His Honour had been 
informed by Mr: Goodnow that Brown 
was a German by birth and did 
not claim the citizenship of the United 
States.

«Alhambra Case,” and I pg 
have no objections to the trial of Mr. 
Brown being held in your Oonsular 
Court. |

His Honour was informed that no 
eonsular representatives were present in 
Court. 

I McDowell, sworn, \in reply 
to his Honour, said that from enquiries 
he had made he thought Brown was the 
proprietor of the Alhambra, because in 
a case against a man called Schwartz in 
the Spanish Court,in which Schwartz was 
charged with allowing gambling to go on at 
the Alhambrs a certain contract was pro- 
duced in evidence in open Court which 
showed that Brown was the proprietor 
of the Alhambra and and that 
he leased it to Schwartz. In addition to 
this, evidence would be brought to show 
that Brown paid the taxes to the Muni- 
cipal Council for police protection for 
the Alhambra. It was also shown by 
the evidence in the Spanish Court that 
Brown fitted up the Alhambra with 
furniture, and that he paid and 
the employees of the hotel. On the 14th 
of September witness arrested Schwartz 
on a warrant in connection with certain 
information received from India. The 
documents at his house were seized, and 
among them was found a written contract 
between Brown and the bandmaster at 
the Alhambra. 

His Honour read a copy of the con- 
tract which was signed at the Austrian 
Consulate and in which Brown signed as 
proprietor of the Alhambra. It was 
dated the 15th of June, 1904. 

Witness said that as regards Brown 
knowing that gambling went on, he 
visited the Alhambra on the night of the 
9th of July last. There was a roulette 
table on the ground floor. About thirty 
people were gambling round the table 
and Brown was present. Witness had 
a vonversation with him about it, so that 
Brown must have known that gambling 
was going on. If the Court required 
evidence as to Brown fitting up the 
place, piles of bills could be produced. 
During the prosecution of Schwartz at 
the Court, Brown came in and 
openly said that it was not prosecution 
but persecution and that he was interest- 
ed in the Alhambra, having spent $50,000 
on it. Witness had seen three contracts 
in reference to the Alhambra. The first 
was the one referred to between Brown 
and Schwartz, which was produced at 
the Spanish Court to show that Schwartz 
] the Alhambra from Brown. 

By His Honour—Witness had heard 
something about Schwartz paying Tis. 500 
per mionth and 20 per cent of the pro- 
fits, but he could not say this was a fact 
from his own knowledge. There was 
another contract signed on the 16th ult. 
When Garcia was brought up at the 
Spanish Consulate last month a contract 
was brought forward by a man called 
Silvestro showing that the top floor was 
leased to him. Witness was of opinion 
that these contracts were bogus. Per- 
domo Garcia was only a pauper, and 
Silvestro, was practically a street hawker. 
Witness had never seen them at the 
Alhambra and he was of opinion that 
they had not anything to do with the 
ease. He thought the contracts were 
simply made to defeat the ends of justice. 
Garcia was a Very poor man, and 
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Silvestro did not appear 26 Fae SI 
much standing, as witness had frequently 
seen him hawking figures and pictures 
in the streets. About six weeks ago 
another raid was made on the Alhambra, 
and a roulette table and gambling ap- 
pliances were seized. Witness then saw 
public gambling going on there; anyone 
could take part, and gambling was going 
on toa great extent. Witness had seen 
gambling on three occasions. The last 
was on the 3lst December, when, under 
instructions issued by his Honour, the 
Captain Superintendent, witness, and 
others raided the hotel at about 10.30 p.m. 
About 9.30 p.m. witness sent out two 
policemen with thirty marked dollars, and 
instructed them to go upstairs and see if 
they could gamble. These dollars were 
afterwards found among the money 
seized. Witness when he arrived, found 
the two policemen, and about twenty 
other persons gambling round a roulette 
table. There were apparently two men 
in charge. One was a man named 
Frankel and the other appeared to be a 
Filipino. Witness could not find Frankel 
registered anywhere. He had, however, 
received his photograph from Buenos 
Ayres, from which place Frankel was de- 
ported for importing women. He had also 
been deported from Manila. Frankel 
said that he was being paid $6 a day for 
running the tables, but he did not say 
who psid him. Most of the money 
was found in the croupier’s drawer, 
which was open. There were a num- 
ber of chits. Witness got these two 
men to stand by while the police counted 
the money. The money and the tables 
were taken to the Central Station. 
Frankel said that the tables did not 
belong to him and witness thought there 
was no doubt that he was running them 
for Brown. There was no resistance to 
the police. Witness simply read the 
warrant and ordered all, except these 
two men, to leave the room. They were 
given a receipt for the money seized by 
the police, which amounted to about 
$2,160. Two roulette tables, a game in 
which horses were run round, and a 
number of chits were also seized. 
Det.-Sergt. J. Burnside, sworn, said that 
on the 9th of July last he accompanied 
Inspector McDowell to the Alhambra, 
and witnessed gambling there. Witness 
spoke to Brown and from his remarks 
took him for the proprietor of the place. 
Brown did not then say that he had let 
the place to Schwartz,“but when they 
seized Schwartz's documents they found 
a contract between the bandmaster and 
Brown. The furniture for the Alhambra 
came from Messrs. Vanel in the N«nking 
Road, and at witness's request a repre- 
sentative of that firm had come to Court 
with his books. Witness saw gambling 
going on on the 9th, 16th, and 17th 
July, and also on several other occasions. 
Brown was present on every occasion. 
He was not in charge of the roulette. 
The same person never seemed to be in 
charge twice ; they changed about. From 
the way Brown was walking about the 
place it looked as if he was running the 
show, and was propriator of the place. 
Everyone was under the impression that 
Brown was head of the place. It was 
not private gambling, as everyone could 
play. Witness put some money on. On 
the 9th of July Inspector McDowell saw 
witness gambling. On the 16th of July 
the sergeant in charge of Carter Road 
station was present and saw witness gam- 
ble. On the 17th of July witness went to 
the Alhambra by himself and gambled. He 
had also gone at other dates, of which he 
had not kept a record, probably about 


three or four times and had witnessed 


gambling on each occasion. He was un- 
er the impression that the men looking 
after the tables were doing so on some- 
one else’s account. (Witness produced 
his official diary and drew his Honour’s 
attention to an entry of the 19th of July 
in which it said that on that date he 
went to the Spanish Consulate, where he 
was shown a letter from Schwartz to the 
Spanish Consul saying that Brown was 
now proprietor of the Alhambra). Witness 
was present at the raid of the 3lst of 
December. He saw gambling going on 
then. The man who was turning the. 
roulette wheel was a Spanish subject. 
He did not know the names of the men 
who were running the tables. Witness 
assisted to take the roulette tables away, 
and so faras he knew no declarations 
were made. There was no resistance; 
about $2,000 were taken away. Most of 
the money was taken from the roulette 
tables. There was also a table where 
horses ran round and round. When wit- 
ness got into the room there were six or 
seven people besides the police. He was 
the last of the police to come in, and as 
there were several doors in the room it 
was possible that some of the players left 
before he arrived. About ten of the 
police entered before witness. 

Sergeant Patrick Thornton, sworn, said 
that on the 20th November, he was at 
the Alhambra at 6 p.m. with a few 
friends. On the 26th November, he 
again went there and he had been there 
severa) times since. Gambli was 
always going on. Witness gambled, as 
any-one was allowed to do so. On the 
20th November, Brown was present, 
but witness did not see him on any other 
occasions. He was looking on, apparent- 
ly superintending the business. A small 
man, who looked like a Spaniard, was in 
charge of the tables; he seemed to be 
employed there. Brown was walking 
backwards and forwards. Witness went 
with Inspector McDowell to raid the 
hotel on the 3lst December. They en- 
tered the Alhambra about 10.30, and wit- 
ness was second in the room, comin 
immediately behind McDowell. T 
were twenty or more persons sea 
round a table gambling. There we 
also five or six persons at another table. 
Witness saw the roulette wheel going 
round and drawer at the table was open. 
There were a number of chips about the 
size of adollar. Witness explained how 
the gambling was carried on when he 
had visited the hotel on previous occa- 
sions. People who wished to gamble 
there usually bought a supply of these 
chips at the hotel. There was one man, 
who said that he was an Italian, sitting 
down by the side of the table. Witness 
had seen him there every time he went. 
One of the men said that he was employ- 
ed there at $6 a day. No resistance was 
made. 

By an Assessor—All the police went 
in plain clothes. There was a little trou- 
ble the first night witness went there. 
Two men quarrelled and Brown told 
them to leave the room. 

Arthur Henning, Inspector of taxes, 
sworn, said that he had never witnessed 
gambling at the Alhambra. Witness had 
stubs of receipts for money paid for police 
protection. The first one he collected 
was from Schwartz at Muirhead Road, as 
Brown was out. The second time he 
met Brown at the American Consulate 
and he paid it. The receipts were always 
made out in Brown's name. Schwarts 
paid the tax on the 16th June. Brown 
paid it on the 4th August. The last 
one collected was paid at the 
Alhambra to Mr. Meliows on the 17th 
October. 
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A representative from Vanel’s was then 
called, and having been cantioned, said 
that he had done business with the Al- 
hambra. Brown bought all the furniture 
for the hotel from Vanel. On the 26th 
March he bought various furniture to 
the amount of $2,500, mostly dining 
roem, not bedroom furniture, Brown 
paid by cheque. He did not buy any 
roulette tables from witness. At present 
Brown owed witness's firm $800 for goods 
sent to Tientsin. 

The Court advised witness to send the 
account in to Mr. Musso. 

The Court then adjourned for a short 
time to come to a decision. 

On resuming his Honour read an agree- 
sament between Perdomo and Schwartz. 
fn this contract it was stated that J. H. 
Brown was proprietor of the Alhambra. 

His Honour said that the Court found 
accused guilty, as proprietor of the Al- 
hambra, a public house, of having allow- 
ed gambling to go on on the 9th, 16th,17th 
July, 20th and 26th Nov., and the 31st De- 
cember. For these offences he would be 
fined Marks 500, 600, 700, 1,000, 1,200, 
1,500, which had been reduced to one 
fine of Marks 5,000. The gambling ap- 
paratus would be confiscated and de- 
stroyed. Accused would also have to pay 
the costs of these proceedings. The Court 
came to the conclusion that Brown having 
been born in Germany, and not having 
acquired any other nationality was under 
its jurisdiction. The Court further came 
to the conclusion that Brown was re- 
sponsible for everything going on in the 
place. Brown made al! the contracts and 
bought and paid for the furniture, he made 
the contract with the bandmaster, aud was 
present on five different occasions when 
gambling was going on. Brown was 
considered by everyone present to be the 

responsible man and to have everything 
done on his account, Brown also settled 
the quarrel ‘between two gambling par- 
ties. From this especially it appeared 
that he was the responsible man. The 
Court therefére came to the conclusion 
that everything was done for the account 
Brown, and therefore the Court con- 
dered that the $2,000 odd found on the 
Dremises should be confiscated and be 
educted from the fine. 


AMERICAN 
' CONSULAR COURT. 


Shangai, 30th December. 
Before J. W. Davivson, Esq., Vice- 
Consul-General in Charge. 
Motier Bros. v. 8. ZIMMERMAN, and 
S. E. ScHWARTZ. 

Mr. E. H. Lamme appeared for the 
plaintiffs and Mr. F. M. Brooks for the 
defendant Zimmerman. 

This was a motion by defendant's 
Counsel to vacate and set aside the 
decision of the Court rendered in the 
above case on or about the 16th Decem-

GERMAN INFLUENCE 
IN CHINESE 
ARSENALS.

Our German friends are to be 
congratulated on the appointment of 
one of their fellow-cauntrymen, Herr 
se,now in Nanking, as Director 
of the Kiangnan. Arsenal. As soon 
is Admiral Yeh arrived in his flag- 
ship Haichi at Nanking, the arrange- 
ments in this connection were to be 
ompleted, This means eventually, 
of course, the appointment of German 
istants, and the substitution of 
Krupp for Armstrong; and with| 


German managers and assistants in 
Shantung, and at Hankow, Shanghai, 
Nanking, and Tientsin, it may be 
said that, to a certain extent, the 
Arsenals of China are in German 
hands. 

This last appointment throws 
some, light on the reasons for the 
recent dissemination at Nanking of 
an utterly unfounded story reflecting 
on Mr. Cornish, the English Director 
of the Ordnance and Projeciile De- 
partment at the Kiangnan Arsenal. 
‘The story, which was sent down to 


Nanking, was that some guns had 
been sent to Nanking from the 
Arsenal here, only half rifled, and

ginal copy of the revised rules. se 

This late trouble can be attributed not so much to the |

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your despatch 
No. 172 of December 27th last in relation to the Mixed Court 
matters. 
You say that the minutes of the Consular Meeting of 
July 26th, 1905, as quot ed by me are wrong. I cannot see 
how this can be, as I quoted from an official copy sent the 
British Minister by the British Consul General at Shanghai. 
The Diplomatic Representatives here have all assumed that 
these minutes stated the action of the Consular Body at Shang- 
hai on July 26th last in reference to the custody of Chinese 
female prisoners correctly, and on the 6th instant the Dean 
of the Diplomatic Body sent the Senior Consul at Shanghai a 
note, a copy of which I enclose in translation, embodying the 
views of the foreign representatives here concerning said 
decision. 
You further state that the 1869 rules for the Mixed 
‘Gourt in the Settlement of Shanghai are only supposed to ex- 
ist by courtesy. While I admit that many changes and addi- 
tions have bcen made to said rules since they were first ace 
cepted by the Chinese Government and the Diplomatic Represen- 
tatives of the Powers in 1869, such changes and additions have 
never been adopted by mutual consent of China and the Powers. 
I fail to see how any amendment could have permanently binding 
force unless so agreed upon. 
Until I am more fully informed than I am in the matter,

Mr. Consul General: 


In view of the late incidents at Shanghai my honor- 
able colleagues have requested me to make the following state- 
ment to the Consular Body. 
The Representatives of the Powers have learned with 
astonishment that the Consular Body has decided in a meeting 
held on the 26th of last July that the Assessors at the Mixed 
Court should send to the Municipal jail Chinese women condemn- 
ed by that Court to be imprisoned. 

Their attention has also been called to a letter sent 
by the Taot'ai under date of the 10th of June to the Dean of 
the Consular Body, and which has just been published in the 
"North China Daily News", and in which this office formally 
refuses to agree that condemned Chinese women shall be impris- 
oned in the Municipal jail. 

i My honorable Colleagues have requested me to recall to 
you that by Article I of the Rules forthe Mixed Court, it is 
the Magistrate who is authorized to Confine Chinese prisoners. 

These Rules were adopted in 1869 by the Foreign Repres- 
entatives at Peking and the Chinese Government, to whom it ‘ 
belongs to modify them by common consent. The Consuls are : 
not empowered to suspend its application nor introduce changes 
therein without the approbation of the Representatives of the 
Powers and the Chinese Government; such action would conflict 
with all the conventions which regulate the relations between 
the Chinese and foreigners in open ports. 
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While calling your attention to the facts and principles 
set forth above, the Diplomatic Body is of the opinion that 
the decision taken by the Consular Body on the 26th of July 
not having been approved by the Representatives of the Powers 
in Peking, must be considered null and void. 

I avail myself of this opportunity, Mr. Consul General,

In fur therfreference to your Despatch No. 172 of 
December 27th last and to my reply thereto No. 502 of the 
9th instant, I fear that you are under the misapprehension 
that the "amended rules" for the Mixed Court of Shanghai of 
"1901",to which you refer in your despatch, were accepted by 
the Chinese Government and are consequently in force at the 
present time. Such is not the fact, as shown by the corres- 
pondence between your Consulate General and this Legation. 

In 1901 a committee of the Consular Body at Shanghai, 
tnder instruction from the Diplomatic Representatives here, 
prepared a set of amended rules for the Mixed Court of the 
International Settlement at Shanghai. These amendments, 
having been agreed to by the Consular Body, were forwarded by 
Mr. Goodnow, then our Consul General, to Mr. Conger, on Feb- 
ruary 25th, 1902. 

This basis was considered by the Foreign Representatives 
here, and by them submitted to their respective Governments 
for approval as such, and on July 1st, 1902, Mr. Conger was 


able to inform Mr. Goodnow that they had been provisionally 


accepted by our Government. On September 16th, 1902, Mr, 
Goodnow telegraphed to Mr. Gonger asking the status of the 
negotiations on this matter, and Mr. Conger in his telegram 
of the same date informed him that the Diplomatic Representa- 
tives had failed to come to an agreement concerning them. 
(See Mr. Conger's No,°1587, of September 16th, 1902, to Mr. 
Goodnow. ) 


This inability of the Diplomatic Representatives to agree? ™ 
on the amended rules submitted to them by the Consular Body ;

The subsequent stages tn these negotiations down to the 
date of my writing are briefly related to you in my despatch 
No. 406 of wovenber 14th last and the enclosures thereto. 

Since then the Chinese Government has, as I also informed 
you in My No. 407 of November 14th last, forwarded to the 
Diplomatic Representatives its proposals of amendments to the 
Rules of 1868, and these are now before the Diplomatic Represe 
entatives for consideration and reply to the Chinese Foreign 
Office. 


It appears clearly from the above that there are no 


"amended rules” in force at the present time, though, as I 
stated in my despatch No/ 502 of the 9th instant, temporary 

provisional changes may have been agreed upon lowgally in the 
interest of expediting the work of this important Court; but 
that the present procedure can have been inaugurated in 1901, 
as you say, on the simple agreement of the Consuls, without 
the approval of their Minist ers, to say nothing of that of 
the Chinese Government, is of murse quite inadmissible.

Gentlemen: 

The Mixed Court Rules of 20 April 1869 having become 
obsolete, and revision thereof being a work of time, we have 
to instruct you in future to follow the subjoined two rules, 
which have become firmly established by practice and to re- 
gard them as if they were incorporated with the said rules of 
20 April 1869. 

1. All Chinese arrested in the Settlement must be brought 
up before the Mixed Court Magistrate sitting with a Foreign 
Consular Assessor as a court of first instance. 

2. Should the Magistrate and Assessor not be able to agree 
on a judgment in any case, civil or criminal coming before 
them, there can be no decree, but there must be reference to 
the Taot'ai and Consul General. 

Every party to a civil or criminal proceeding in the 
Mixed Court at Shanghai may be heard in person; or by attorney 
of his choice; or by both. Should any party desire to be 
heard by attorney, he shall apply to the said court for per- 
mission to be so heard and the granting of such permission 
and the presence of such attorney shall be under the exclusive 


control and discretion of the Court.

I am aware that the changes in the rules of 1869 have 
to some extent been with mutual consent, but the main trouble 
has arisen from Assessors assuming undue authority and from 
the Municipal Council introducing innovations such as police 
control and surveillance and questioning exclusive Chinese 


jurisdiction of certain cases, The practice has been to 


introduce these so-called reforms and then ask for the ap- 
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proval of the Consular Body, and this has naturally been 
} 


given, though reluctantly, rather than allow the Municipal 
Council to lose face, This is a plain statement of fact, 
and the most objectionable of all to the Chinese - namely 
the police surveillance of the court - continues and is at 
present being made the basis of a vigorous protest. 

I beg to submit herewith a copy of a police report to 
the Municipal Council, It wil] throw some light upon the 
conditions that existed, and will also show that even the 
German Assessor thought there was doubt as to the much mooted 
decision of July 26th. 

There is certainly the necessity for reform and my in- 
variable contention has been that it should be given by mod- 
ern and up-to-date rules from Peking.

On Monday the 4th instant the number of Police cases 
byguent before Assistant Magistrate Ching and Mr, Twyman was 
unusually large and several cases remained untried. On 
Tuesday Mr. Arnold and Magistrate Kwan enquired why these were 
not brought before them, They were informed that the Cap- 
tain Superintendent of Police had ordered the cases in ques- 
tion to’ be taken before the British Assessor only. Most of 
them were disposed of on Wednesday but eight prisoners re- 
mained over until Friday morning. The Magistrate sentenced 
five of them, then refused to hear the other three. Mr. Twy- 
man marked the charge sheet "Magistrate refused to hear case 

; ti11 he has obtained the Taot'ai's permission." The Magis- 
trate also recorded a minute on the Chinese sheet to this ef- 


fect : "Brought up at this court from the police on Monday but 
owing to being late when brought up, there was no trial. Not 


brought up on Tuesday.

At 2:30 P.M. on the 4th instant a woman named Zung Ling 


Sze was tried before Assistant Magistrate Ching and Mr. Bris- 
tow for illegally buying a girl for the purpose of prostitue- 
tion. She was ordered to pay Tls. 800 to the Boor of Hope 
and to be deported to Soochow, The Magistrate would not al- 
low the prisoner to be handed over to the Police saying that 
she should be deported by the Mixed Court. The inspector 
on duty replied that the usual practice tn such cases was for 
the Police to carry out all sentences of deportation toa 
treaty port. Mr, Bristow concurred in this view and said 
that the woman was to be taken back to the Polxe Station. 
The Police were ordered to remove her. The Magistrate would 
noRpeorait it, saying "You canmot take her away until this 
matter has been dismissed. If I am wrong you can report me 
to the Taot'ai, but I must obey orders, The woman is not to 
be treated as a criminal. She will be deported by the Court 
and the Police can witness the deportation,” Mr. Bristow 
and the Inspector objected and the constables removed the wo- 
man, a certain amount of force being necessary, as she was 
unwilling to leave the Court. The Magistrate stood in the 
doorway to prevent their passage but after much argument con- 


sented that the police should keep her in custody and bring 


her tefore him at 9 a.m. in the morning. The following day

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, the money was handed to the Door of Hope in Court, and the 
woman was escorted by the police to the Soochow launch. 

At 6:10 P.M. on the 6th instant, a ea thwe entered the 
Sergeant's room and commenced opening and shutting the windows 
and doors, and made himself generally ohjectionable, On bes 
ing asked what he wanted he said he was about to put locks on 
the windows, The Sergeant objected as it would stop all 
ventilation. The man went away, and Magistrate Kwan entered 
and asked the .ergeant what he meant by objecting to his put- 
ting locks on the windows of his own Court, The Sergeant 
said he would be glad of some ventilation in the room, to 
which the Magistrate replied that he could go outside and get 
it, and added: "You have really no rights here at all, The 
Taot'ai is very angry with me; especially about the deporta- 
tion affair of last night. He accuses me of siding with the 
foreigners and considers me a very weak man for my position 
because I don't trouble you more.” 

On Saturday the 9$h instant a woman was brought before 
Assistant Magistrate Ching and Dr. Merklinghaus on a charge 
ta ill-treating a boy. The Police tabaae ot on duty referred 
the Assessor to the Senior Consul's letter the Taot'ai of the 
22nd June last, After consulting with the Magistrate Dr. 
Merklinghaus said he would remand the case for a fortnight, 
that the instructions of the Consular Body to the Assessors 
were not at all clear, and that those given on the 26th of 
July last were to the effect that female prisoners should be 
sent to the Municipal Goal as long as the accommodation of the

fidentially by the Taot'ai Lo Tsong Yao, Director of the 
—Bureau for Poreign Affairs, Nanking, that he is endeavoring 
to obtain the Viceroy'a consent to a full and fair investi- 
gation of the Mixed Court procedure with a view to preparing 
under foreign advice and assistance a new code of rules, which 
shall be submitted to the Foreign Representatives at Peking 


and the Waiewu Pu for approval and adoption. Taot'ai Lo, 


in my opinion, is the best man for such work, as he has al- 
Ways appeared conservative and just, and furthermore is ac- 
cepted as an authority on law. He has been finely educa- 
ted in England and while his brother was Minister to the 
Court of St. James was Secretary. I may be mistaken in my 
estimate of the man, but I believe him able and disposed to 
do ‘jgustice to both sides in such a matter as this. 

He apparently is very anxious for a solution of the quesé 
tion, and predicts dangerous disturbances in Shanghai unless 
a thorough understanding is reached in the immediate future, 
He does not think the damage and indemnity claims growing out 
of the riots should be pressed, arid denies that there is a 
Chinese responsibility, moral or otherwise. 

I would be greatly obliged for your opinion on Taot’ai

certain “amended rules of the Mixed Court", you enclose copy 


of certain instructions to the Mixed Court dated July 5th, 


1900 and signed by the Consuls General of the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany, You add that the rules have 
been in full force and effect since that date, and you add: 
"I am told they were agreed to at Peking." 
In reply I would state that the document you enclose 

was never, 80 far as I can learn, after careful search in 
this and in the British Legation, sent here for the approval 
of the Diplomatic Corps. In fact its date, July Srd, 1900, 
precludes the possibility of such a step having been taken, 
and there is no record of it having been received at this 
Legation after the re-opening of communication between Peking 
and Shanghai. 

| Purthermore, I would call your attention to the fact that 
nothing shows that this document was ever approved by the lo- 
cal Chinese authorities, although it may have been accepted 
by the Mixed Court judge for the time being. 
It certainly does not constitute a permanent amendment 


to the original rules of 1868, which I explained in my des- 


patch No. 502 of the 9th instant, must be formally accepted 
by the Chinese Government and the representatives of the 
Powers in Peking interested in the matter. No other method 


existed than exists now for amending the rules for the Govern- 


ment of this court, which, as I have said, calls for the

Tue Land Regulations are the 
charter of the liberties and rights 
of our municipality, as the Treaties 
are the charter of our rights as 
individuals in China; and to under- 
stand and appreciate the force of 
the Land Regulations it is necessary |

The first Regulations were issued 
by the British Consul and the Tao- 
tai in 1845, and dealt almost exclu- 
sively with the acquisition and 
tenure of land by foreigners ‘in 
“the ground north of the Yang- 
kingpang, set apart to be rented 
by Euglish merchants.” They 
contained a provision that con- 
tributions should be made by the 
landrenters for the original cost and 
subsequent upkeep of roads, jetties, 
and gateways; and for vine years 
this work was done and the money 
collected and disbursed by a Com- 
mittee of Roads and Jetties. The 
rapid growth of Shanghai, and 
particularly the influx of crowds of 
houseless refugees, brought about a 
condition of things with which the 
existing Committee was entirely 
unable to cope, and towards the 
end of 1853, at a meeting of Land- 
renters, a resolution to the following 
effect was adopted unanimously :— 

“That this meeting considers 
some system of Municipal Regula- 
tions absolutely indispensable to

The Ministers and Consuls of 
the three Treaty Powers who 
created the Shanghai Municipality 
undoubtedly intended to give the 
municipality complete authority 
over the Settlement and all re- 
sidents ia its limits, foreign and 
Chinese. Attempts have been 
made now and again to impair 
that authority by Oonsuls and 
Chinese officials, and the Council 
has nob always been as strenuous 
in resisting those attempts as it 
should be. Ib was the often- 
expressed opinion of Mr. George 
F. Seward, who so ably represented 
the United States here and in 
Peking for many years, that the 
Council did not sufficiently assert 
the authority with which it was 
vested; and it is therefore well to 
remind the community from time 
to time that it is endowed with tho 
fullest measure of self-government.

In continuation of my despatch No. 192 of January 
10th, I have the honor to inform you that I am reliably in- 
formed that the first meeting of the Russian Minister with 
the Chinese representatives for the revision of their treaty 
of 1881, and for the adjustment of matters in Manchuria took 
place on the 23rd ultimo. The Plenipotentiaries on the 
part of China are, I believe, Chu Hung-chi, Senior Assistant 
Minister in the Waiewu Pu, and Tang Shao-i, Junior Assistant 
in the same Ministry. 

I have not been able to learn anything more definite 
concerning the Russian proposals than that already communi- 
cated to you in my despatch No. 192, but I am informed that 
the Chinese Plenipotentiaries have submitted a long series 
of counter. proposals and that they are expected to push them 
very vigorously.

In reply I have the honor to say that the telegram 
in question was received on September 14th, the day of 
Miss Roosevelt's Audience, when the whole official staff 
of the Legation was at ihe Summer Palace, The telegraph 
office can give no details in the matter beyond the fact 
that the native messenger brought back the telegram say- 
ing that it was refused. It seems probable, therefore, 
that, finding the office closed the messenger returned 
with the telegramgand his statement regarding its non-de- 

livery was misunderstood’ Or as perhaps more likely, the 
American Clerk of the Legation directed him to take the 
telegram to the hotel across the street where Mr. Cockran 
Was staying, but as neither spoke a language mutually in- 
telligible, the messenger failed to understand and thought 


that the message was refused,

iI may say that the telegraph administration has 


‘now received instructions to notify the Legation if any 


telegram is returned by the messenger as undelivered at the 
Legation. Mr. Cockran is right in his surmise that the 
Legation would do all in its power to forward the telegrams 


of American travellers.

I have the honor to enclose copies of three letters 


from C. D. Jameson with reference to the disappearance of 
Reuben Hitchcock Morley, together with my correspondence with 
the Consul General at Shanghai on the sane subject. | 

On April 26, 1905, Morley called at this Legation and 
received a passport. The visé to this passport was refused 
by the Russian Legation owing to Morley's statement to the 
Russian Shares d'Affaires that he intended to go into Siberia 
from Mongolia, and that he was desirous of entering the Ruse- 
sian service. I may say that during his call at this Lega- 
tion his manner was noticeably peculiar and that his plans for 
the future seemed wild in the extreme, 

The enclosed letters show that Morley again came to Pe- 
king on May 16th, and registered at the Hotel du Nord. One 
Le Verger joined him at the above hotel on May 22nd, and on 
June lst they both left for Lama Miao (Dolonnor) in company 
with Gustav Dohr, a German trader. Morley and Le Verger 
arrived in Jehol about July 19¢h or 20th and called upon Mr. 
Jameson on the 2lst. Le Verger returned to Peking August list 
and called at the Legation in regard to a duplicate passport 
for Morley, the original having been lost. 


For various reasons the duplicate passport was refused. 


The. Legation, considering it dangerous for him to travel in 


that part of the country, and being anxious that he should re- 


turn to Peking, accordingly, on August Srd, telegraphed him 
as follows: 

"Morley, Jehol. Duplicate passport cannot be sent 
yous. Must return to Peking and make fresh application. 
(Signed) Coolidge.” 

On the following day Morley replied as follows: 

"Now too late to return Peking. Manage without pass- 
port.” 

A few days after this Le Verger left Peking en route for 
Jehol. He returned again on September 16th, unaccompanied 
by Morley. On the 28th Le Verger went to Tientsin and by 
chance met Mr. Jameson on the train, to whom he told the story 
of his separation from Morley, which is clearly set forth in 
the enclosed letter of Mr. Jameson to Mr. Coolidge of January 
19th. Among Other things Le VYerger said he had advanced 500 
Taels to Morley. 


Before leaving Pekinggle Verger borrowed $100 from the 
manager of the hotel, announcing his intention of returning in 
a day or two. His trunks, which he left at the hotel, were 
subsequently found to contain nothing. 

In Mr. Jameson's letter you will also note that at the 
office of the China Merchants Steam Navigation Company, Tient- 
sin, there was sold on September 28th a first class ticket to 
@ man whose name as written by the clerk appears as "Morey". 


The customs report of the ship ghows that there was no foreign- 
er on boa On the same dayjin the passenger list of an- 
other na a name similar to Le Verger.

I may add that the Legation is doing everything in its 
power to discover the whereabouts of Morley. Not only has 
the Chinese Government been urged to investigate the matter, 
but a letter has also been sent to the Catholic Bishop in the 
vicinity of Jehol, begging him to enquire from the various 
Catholic Missions in his diocese whether they have any infor- 
mation regarding the movements or whereabouts of Morley, 

The Department will be advised by telegraph if the search, 
now under way, has any results,

Vy dear Coolidge:- 

The following are some notes on the"R. H. 
Morley Affair". I have not the date of the departure of Morley 
for Mongolia. You have that or you can get it at the Fotel du 
Nord. Morley however left with ©. H. Le Vepger, a Frenchman 
and a German trader whose name you have. Note. This German had 
"soods" for Harbin and was Agent for Mr. Zurn the proprietor of 
the Hotel du Nord. As Morley afterwards told me, they crossed 
the Great Wall at Nankow and kept together as far as Lama Miao. 
At this place the Sernan Vrader took ox carts and as he would 
be at least 52 days on the road Morley and Le Verger left him 
and travelled south-east through Feng-ning Hsien to Jehol. 

They had no servant. Morley knew no Chinese. 
Le Verger some. How much I do not know. Fach had a pony and 
their scant luggage went by cart or pack animal, hired for only 
a few stages at a time. They arrived in Jehol about July 19th. 


or 20th. and called on me at my house there about 4 P.M. July 


2lst. Morley then gave me the above information FPegarding the 


trip. He also told me of having had money stolen and repaid by 
a Chinese Inn-keeper, Also that he had a Passport and a "letter 
of-credit. Le Verger said but little. 

I left Jehol the next morning and stopped at 
the Chinese Inn to get some letters Morley wished me to mail in 
Peking. That was the last I saw of Morley. 


Le Verger arrived in Peking August lst. and 


called at the Legation re. a duplicate passport for Morley, as 


he, Morley, had lost the original. Le Verger told me that it 
was taken from Morley's saddle bags while in a Chinese street 
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street 


crowd in Jehol. Le Verger left Peking August 8th. en route for 


Jehol. (so he said).

September 16th. LeVerger returned to Peking and

stayed at the Hotel du Nord until September 28th. when he left 


on the morning train for Tientsin. At the hotel he said he 
would return ina day or two . He left his trunks at the hotel 
and an unpaid account of about $75.00. He also borrowed $100.0 
from the Manager. He has never returned and his trunks con- 


tained nothing. 


By chance I went to Tientsin on the morning train 


of September 28th. and Le Verger told me the following story 
on the way down. After leaving Peking August Sth. he returned 
to Jehol and met Morley either there or some two days north of 
Jehol at a Roman Catholic Mission. Any way they were at this 
Mission together. Morley had no Passport but insisted upon 
going north to the Russians. Morley had no money and owed Le 
Verger. several hundred taels. Morley had borrowed one hun- 
dred taels from the Missionaries. Le Verger warned them to 
lend no more money and refused to continue north with Morley-- 
said Morley must return to Peking with him. Morley agreed 
and they started. At the Mission was a Tientsin servant who 
wished to get home. At the request of the Missionaries Le 
Verger agreed to pay the expenses of the servant to Tientsin 
and in return the servant was to cook and attend to Morley and 
Le Verger on the road. 

Some two days from the Mission Station Morley 
changed his mind and insisted on turning north. Le Verger re- 
fused and they agreed to spparate. Morley wished the servant 
but the servant declined and Morley and Le Verger had some 
words over the matter. Le Verger and the servant returned to 
Peking. Le Verger was now on his way to France via America and 
had a letter of introduction to Morley’s father from whom he 


hoped to receive the money he had advanced to Morley. T1ls.500-

The above is the story as told me by Le Verger on 


the train to Tientsin September 28th. I did not see any let- 


ter to Morley's father. Le Verger also said Morley started 
north alone. 

At the Hotel du Nord they report that when Le 
Verger arrived September 16th. the only person with him was 
a Donkey-man and that Le Verger never had a personal servant. 

In Tientsin September 28th. at the office of the 
China Merchants Steam Navigation Company, there was sold alist. 
class ticket for Shanghai to a man whose name as written by the 
Chinese clerk appears as Morey. This ticket was sold for the 
S.S. Hsin feng. The Customs report of this steamer shows 80 
Chinese passengers and not one foreigner. 

On the same day in the passenger list of the Ger- 

man steamer Tsin Tau appears a name similar to Le Verger. 
Note. The names of passengers are written by clerks and not by 
the passenger. 


Both of these steamers reached Shanghai about 


October 2nd. I inclose a copy of the signatures of both 
Morley and Le Verger. I have given Mr. Ragsdale full descrip- 
tions of both Morley and Le Verger which you can get from him. 

I hope this matter will be thoroughly investigate 
as I am convinced there has been some foul play.

My dear Mr. Rockhill: 

Re the "Morley Affair". In addition to my letter 
of January 19th to Mr. Coolidge I will call your attention to 
several points which might be of use in tracing Mr. Morley. 


Le Verger was in Peking from the first to the eighth of August 
and during that time we know that Morley was in or near Jehol. 
Leaving Peking August 8th Le Verger would have arrived in Je- 
hol August 13th, and as he arrived in Peking on September the 
16th, he must, according to his own ac@ unt, have left Morley 
About September 10th within three days march of Jehol. There 
is nearly one month in which he and Morley were together, part 
of the time as guests at some Roman Catholic Mission within 
this area of not more than 100 miles to the north of Jehol. 
This Mission should not be difficult to find. The route they 
travelled could be easily traced if the Chinese really wished 
to trace it; but as the Chinese fear that they will be held 
responsible if anything has gone wrong with Morley, they will 
do absolutely nothing in the matter. As we have no reason to 
believe that Morley had any money with him and as he travelled 
with no servant, if he travelled at all after Le Verger left, 


he could be easily traced.

I have the honor to state that for the last three 
weeks I have been endeavoring to trace one Reuben Hitchcock 
Morley who left Shanghai on April 18th for the North and who 
has apparently diaappeared, his family believing that he has 
been assassinated inasmuch as a draft on his letter of credit 
which was cashed in Shanghai October 2, 1905, was pronounced 
a forgery on its receipt in America, We established the 
fact that a man who registered at the Astor House as F.H.More- 
ley came from Tientsin on October 2nd and presented a draft 
for one hundred and sixty pounds at the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, where it was purchased, I have been unable to get 
further information in Shanghai and have heard nothing from 
Tientsin although I have written there. The man who repre=- 
sented himself as Morley, unquestionably an impostor, disap- 
peared from Shanghai on the Srd of October and probably left 
by sea under another name, My quest in this matter, as you 
doubtless know, was instigated by the Department, to which I 
have telegraphed the facts above given. 

However, on the 4th instant, Mr. Hunt, of the Standard 
Oil Company, brought me a telegram received from their office 
in New York, giving the information that Morley left Peking on 
June ist with a camel caravan, with a trader named Dohr and a 


Frenchman Leverger, to travel through Mongolia to the Russian 


lines, and that he was last heard of at Dolonnor on June 2lst, 


where Leverger disappeared.

On Decem- 
ber 30th I received a telegram from the Department of the same 
nature and as it is by no means impossible that Morley may stil 
be in Mongolia I immediately requested the Chinese Government 
to send word to the Chinese Authorities in Mongolia and Manchu- 
ria asking that a search be made for him. This was promised 
at once, but owing to the difficulty of communication it may 
be many weeks before any answer is received to the notices sent 
out. 

The last word from Mr. Morley to this Legation was a tel- 
egram from Jehol on August 4th as follows: "Now too lateto 
return Peking manage without passport." 

In his correspondence at that time he made no mention of 
the loss of the letter of credit.

Down to 1884 there was appropriated annually for the 
salary of an official styled Secretary and Interpreter, a 
sum of $5000. The post of Interpreter having, in 1884, 
been separated from that of Secretary, a salary of $3000 
was then fixed for it, and at this figure it has since re- 
mained, although the cost of living has nearly doubled since 
and the services of a good Chinese interpreter are worth 
five times this amount to any private business house in 
China; and even at that price they could probably not be se- 
cured, so rare is this accomplishment. 

The present incumbent of this post - ‘Chinese Secretary 
as it is now styled - is a learned and extremely able man, 
well qualified in every way for his work and devoted to it, 
He is, as I had the honor to report to you in my despatch 
No, 205 of January 2lst, the mainstay of the Legation, with- 
out whom it would be impossible for the Minister to efficient« 


ly discharge his duties, and to become which has required 
years of close study and peculiar and constant application 
at all times.

I have the honor now to bring the question once more to the 
attention of Your Imperial Highness, and to say plainly that 
the reply of the Board of Commerce is not at all satisfactory. 
If the intention of the Article be, as is said, to prevent 
fraud, the object may easily be accomplished without employing 
language which to the ordinary reader seems clearly to forbid 
the sale of lands to foreigners. American citizens are permit- 
ted by treaty to purchase mining lands, and, as Article VII of 
these new Regulations forbids the sale of such property to any 
person not a native of the province, it is clear that it does 
conflict with the Treaty. The Board of Commerce points out that 
it also conflicts in the same way with Article III cf the orig- 


inal Regulations, and this is an additional reason for amending 


Article VII of the new regulations, and not; as the Board seems 
to think, a reason for letting it stand. 


It becomes my duty, therefore, to insist that the Article 
referred te shall be amended so that it shall not conflict in 
any way with the provisions of the Treaty of 1905 between the 


United States and China. Since the Board of Commerce disclaims 
the 
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the intention to forbid the sale of mineral lands to foreign- 


ers, it will be a very simple matter to make the verbal change 
thdt is required, and I trust that Your Imperial Highness will 
take the action necessary to this end without delay.

Déar Mr. Rockhill: 
I have felt obliged to offer my resignation to 
the Viceroy on account of the attitude of the officials of 
the new educational Board toward me and my work. 
The Viceroy has not accepted my resignation but 

has asked me to take charge of a company of students who 
will be selected to go with me to Amer ica. He says in ef- 
fect that he does not feel it advisable to support me in my 
present position against the united opposition of the educa- 
tional officials. They consider it intolerable that a 
foreigner should be exercising control of the Government 
schools. I have no reason to think that my being an Amer- 
ican enters especially into the matter. I am told that the 
Japanese are inciting them to crowd me out, but I have no 
positive proof of this.

The Department of State in its Circular of 


December 18th, 1904, and again in its Circular of March 23, 


1905, directed the Consular Officers of the United States 
to keep this Legation promptly and fully informed of all 
matters of interest in their respective districts. 

In my No. 199 of August 25th, and in private letters, 
I called your attention to your failure to kwep me informed 
of important matters in Tientsin of which I had learnt acci- 
dentally. 

Within the last few days the Secretary of State has 
wired me concerning the reported dismissal of Mr. Tenney from 
the presidency of the Tientsin University, a subject of great 
importance to our interests in North China. You have failed 
again in this case to make even the briefest report to this 
Legation, and I am therefore constrained to inform the Secre- 
tary of State of your continued disregard of the Department's 


instructions, which hampers me in the discharge of my duties.

Mr. Bacon: 

Minister Rockhill complains that Consul General Ragsdale 
at Tientsin does not keep the Legation informed of events oc- 
curring at his post. 

The Consul General has forwarded to the Department copies 
of three of Mr. Rockhill'’s letters to him on the subject, to- 
gether with his explanations. 

(1) Minister states that Taotai of Tientsin, when visit- 
ing Peking, told him the Viceroy had issued orders that bor- 
cott be stopped. Ragsdale had not reported this. 

Ragsdale explains that the first he knew of the matter 
was to the effect that the Viceroy had authorized a Captain 
Leonard to report the matter to the Minister. Proclamation 
was not printed until 3 days after Taotai's visit to Peking, 
and Consul General is therfore not to blame for his failure 
to report this case. Minister subsequently told Ragsdale k« 
explanation was satisfactory. 

(2) Minister complained that he first learned of a cer- 


tain proclamation of the Taotai through newspapers. 


Ragsdale says he mailed copy of proclamation to Minister 


the day before it appeared in the papers, and any delay was 
the fault of the mails. He also says that such information 
is never given him by officials. 

(3) Minister stated Ragsdale did not report the discon- 
tinuance of the services of Mr. Tenney as President of the 
Tientsin University. 

Ragsdale says ‘ir. Tenney did not inform him that he had 
resigned, though he saw him the day resignation was sent in. 


As soon as Ragsdale learned of it he asked Mr. Tenney for the 
facts in order to report them to the Minister, and Mr. Tenney 
said he had just written a full explanation to the Minister 
and that as his resignation has not yet been accepted and 
other matters were pending, he had not told his friends in 
Tientsin about it and preferred not to have it reported: of- 
ficially, and he told Ragsdale distinctly that the matter was 
unsettled and that an official report of it would be improper 


under the circumstances. 


I suggest that we write the Consul General instructing 


him to use every effort to keep the Legation promptly and 
: fully informed of any and all events occurring in his dis- 


trict, and that the Minister be told that from copies of cor- 


respondence between his office and the Consulate General which 


the Consul General has sent here, it appears that the latter

I immediately addressed a note to the Wai-wu Pu, a 
copy of which I enclose, requesting that the local author-

' property of the Americans. 


I also have the honor to enclose copies of three notes 


4/ which I have received from Prince Ch'ing in regard to the 
above disturbances, the last containing an Imperial Edict, 
ordering the civil and military authorities to put a stop 
to the movement and to give due protection to all churches.

Prince of Ch'ing to Mr. Rockhill. 


Peking, February 12, 1906, 
Your Excellency: 


Referring to our correspondence with regard to the 
disturbance at Chang-p'u (near Amoy) I have the honor to 
state that on the 10th instant I received a telegram from 
the Acting Viceroy as follows: 


"The District Magistrate of Chang-pu reports that the 
people raised this disturbance because some natives had been 
atholic cathedral. The trouble 
resulted in the burning of a school house built in Chinese 
style. I have already telegraphed to the Provincial Command- 
er in Chief of the matter and have despatched troops to the 
place to co-operate with the local civil and military auth- 
orities in quieting the disturbance and dispersing the people, 
having given them orders also to give due protection to the 
churches." 


On the llth, just while this matter was being dealt with 
I received another telegram from the same Viceroy, which reads 
as follows: 


"The Chang-p'u Taot'ai reports that after the -burning 
of the Chinese catholic church the rioters mixed with the 
crowd and entered the city, where they burned the English 
church (built after foreign style) and the hospital. The 
military and civil authorities sent troops to arrest the 
rioters, and killed twelve of them. They arrested also the 
ring-leader, named Chang-ying. The Chinese and foreign 
Christians are all safe and under protection. Chang-ying is 
guilty of a very serious crime/ and I have already telegraphed 
that he be executed at once on the scene of his crime. I have 
also sent troops to afford efficient protection, and to arrest 
all other culprits.” 


Having received the above telegrams I incorporate them 
in this despatch to Your Excellency, as in duty bound.

POSTAL ARRANGEMENT WITH GERMANY, 


Tae Inspector General instructs me to state as follows :— Postal Arrange- 


ment with Ger- 


1—As the result of negotiations begun in December 1901, a Postal Arrangement has ™"Y "tified. 
now been concluded between the Postal Administrations of China and Germany, the original 
text of which, in French, will be found in Enclosure 1, accompanied by an English translation. 
it contains 12 Articles, which, in order and meaning, correspond as near as possible to those of 
the Freneh Arrangement of 1900; the few changes or additions to be noticed in Articles I, II, 
and TV were necessary, to maintain existing relations rigorously based from the beginning, as 
you are aware, on Union footing. 


2—In giving effect to the new Convention, you will particularly note the following 


points :-— 


1°. Three German Post Offices already open are added to those of the Treaty ports 
and recognised as Offices of exchange, namely, the German Post Offices at 
Chinan and Weihsien—the latter only temporarily,— provided these two 
Offices function outside of the international trading marts at those cities, and 
the Office in the Legation quarter at Peking, under certain conditions. On 
the other hand, the Chinese Post Office at Tsingtau is formally constituted 
into an Office of exchange and allowed to have direct relations with the 
Shantung Railway Administration in matters connected with the transport 
of its mails (Article I, § 2). 


2°. The provisions of the 1.P.O. tariff for the treatment of international correspond- 
ence are recognised by the German Offices (NV.B. at end of Article IV); 
but for correspondence to and from ‘T’singtau, the rates between German Post 
Offices in China rule in the matter, and attention has to be drawn in this 
connexion to the special table, A, given in Enclosure 2, and the observations 
thereon, B.

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ae. < mae AR 3°. Existing parcel post arrangements continue pending a special Agreement. 


_ 4°. Rules (a.), (b.), (c.), (@.), and (e.) of § 2, Postal Cireular No. 117, embody working 
principles, which apply in every respect to the new German understanding, 
and they should now be read again. 


3.—No date has been fixed for the putting in force of this new Agreement, but you wil! 
be guided by Article XII, and begin at once to abide by its stipulations in so far as they can 
affect the practice at your port.

ARRANGEMENT SETTING FORTH THE RELATIONS ESTABLISHED BETWEEN 
THE IMPERIAL POSTAL ADMINISTRATION OF GERMANY AND THE 
IMPERIAL POSTAL ADMINISTRATION OF CHINA. 


ARTICLE I. 


EXCHANGE OF MAILS. 


1—There shall be between the Imperial Postal Administration of Germany and the 
Imperial Postal Administration of China a regular exchange of postal articles of all kinds— 
ordinary, registered, international, and in transit, closed or d@ découvert—by any means of 
transport, ordinary or special, now established or hereafter to be established, which each 
Administration may have at its disposal. 


2.—The exchange of mails between the two Administrations will take place through the 
German Post Offices established in the Treaty ports and the Chinese Post Offices established in 
the same ports. 

The following are to be recognised as Offices of exchange by the Chinese Administration : 
the German Office in the Legation quarter at Peking, under the same conditions as the other 
Foreign Offices therein opened ; the German Office at Chinan; and, temporarily, according to 
the special understanding on that point, the German Office at Weihsien,—both situated outside 
the international trade mart limits; and, on the other hand, by the German Administration: the 
Chinese Office at Tsingtau, with the understanding that that Office will, for the transport of its 
mails, avail of the Shantung Railway without the intermediary of the German Office. 


ARTICLE IL. 


TRANSPORT OF MAILS. 


1.—The Chinese Post Offices will accept from the German Post Offices mails, closed or 
1 décowvert, destined for Chinese, German, or Foreign Post Offices established in or out of China, 
and will undertake to transmit them to destination by the (most rapid) means of tiansport at 
the disposal of the Chinese Administration (for its own sendings). 


2.—The German Post Offices will accept from the Chinese Post Offices mails, closed or 
i découvert, destined for Chinese, German, or Foreign Post Offices established in or out of China, 
and will undertake to transmit them to destination by the (most rapid) means of transport at 
the disposal of the German Administration (for its own sendings). 


3.—The German Office at Tsingtau will hand, @ décowvert, to the Chinese Office the 
articles of correspondence for the localities of the interior other than Weihsien and Chinan, 
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and, inversely, the Chinese Office will hand to the German Office the articles of correspondence 
from these localities destined for Tsingtau. 

4.—Each Administration will support the cost of maintenance of the transport services 
ordinary or special, which it may establish for the carriage of mails, but will be entitled to claim 
payment of the transit charges hereunder stipulated in Article V. 


ARTICLE III. 


REMITTING OF MAILS. 


1.—The remitting of mails, closed or d@ décowvert, from one Administration to the other 
will take place at the (corresponding) Offices (of exchange) or any other authorised places for 
exchange (fixed on by mutual consent), and will be made from hand to hand between agents 
regularly appointed for this duty. 

2.—The duplicate copy of the Way Bill, called Part, brought by the remitting agent and 
indicating the number of packages or bags remitted, will be at once signed by the receiving agen 
and handed back to him as acknowledgment of receipt. Inside each package or bag a Fewill. 
d’Avis will be enclosed, containing the particulars called for in Article XX of the Réglemen 
appended to the International Convention of Washington. 

3.—From the moment this agent has taken delivery of the mails and issued an ac- 
knowledgment of receipt without making any observation as to the number or condition of 
the packages or bags, the despatching Office will be discharged of further responsibility, whic): 
thereafter will lie with the receiving Office (till proved to the contrary). 


ARTICLE IV, 


POSTAGE AND DELIVERY. 


1—Each Administration will use its own postage stamps to frank any mail matter 
whatever its destination, originating in its own Offices, and will deliver to the addressees free o! 
additional charge in all the localities where it has a Post Office any mail matter, whatever its 
origin, which arrives duly and sufficiently prepaid by means of postage stamps of the other 
Administration (or recognised in the countries of origin). 

2.—Each Administration fixes its own tariffs. It is understood that the German Adminis- 
tration will not apply to mail matter exchanged between its own Offices in China taxes lower 
than those adopted by the Chinese Administration. On the other hand, the Chinese Adminis- 
tration will comply, in respect of any mail matter it may exchange with the Union countries 
through the German Offices, with the stipulations of Article 5 of the Convention of Washington. 


‘The two Administrations will communicate to each other their tariffs. 


N.B.—Chinese Post Offices steam served by railways or steamers will transmit and 
deliver without charge the international articles of correspondence duly stamped at Union 
rates handed to them @ décowvert by the German bureaux, as also those originating at, or 
destined for, Tsingtau, stamped at the rate ruling between the German bureaux in China; but. 
letters and postcards excepted, these articles will be liable, in the Chinese bureaux non-steam 


' served, to the domestic charge laid down in the Chinese tariff. 
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3.—Mail matter destined for places inland where no Post Office, Chinese or German, is 


yet opened will be sent to destination through private agencies at the risk and expense of the 
addressees, 


4.—Should it happen that, on Chinese territory and in the same town, both a Chinese and 
German Post Office exist, each Office will undertake the delivery of any mail matter arriving 
to its address. But the German Post Offices may continue, by payment of an adequate tax, to 


avail themselves of the services of the Chinese Offices to ensure the distribution of their mail 
matter, 


ARTICLE V. 


TRANSIT CHARGES. 


1.—Closed mails and correspondence d@ décowvert despatched on account of Chinese or 
German Post Offices by means of the transport services of one or the other of the contracting 
Administrations will be submitted, to the benefit of the Administration whose services carry 
these mails, to the following transit charges :— 


(a.) Within the Chinese Empire and along the littoral of China, Foreign bordering 
countries included,* when the distance does not exceed 1,500 nautical miles, 
and when both the Chinese and the Foreign ports are united by the same line 
of steamers : 

1°. For territorial transit by rail, and also for maritime transit not ex- 
ceeding 300 nautical miles, 2 francs per kilogramme of letters or 
postcards, and 25 centimes per kilogramme of other articles ; 

2°. For territorial transit by courier, and also for maritime transit ex- 
ceeding 300 nautical miles, 5 francs per kilogramme of letters 
and postcards, and 50 centimes per kilogramme of other articles. 


(b.) Outside of the Chinese Empire,+ for any transport of mails other than the 
categories provided for in the preceding paragraph, (c.) : 

1°. For territorial or maritime transit, the amounts, per kilogramme of 
letters or other articles, fixed by Article 4 of the “Convention 
Principale” of Washington, calculated, according to distances 
and the countries traversed, in the Table E published by the 
contracting Administrations (or the lists approved of by these 
Administrations stating the weights and categories of articles 
transmitted). | 

2°. As to correspondence franked by means of Chinese postage stamps, 
destined for the German Empire and dependencies thereof or for 
Foreign countries, whether despatched closed or d décowvert, in 
transit through the German Post Offices, they will be forwarded to 

* Articles of correspondence of all categories, domestic or international. 

t+ Articles of correspondence destined for Union countries. 
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— same transit charges as the correspondence remitted to the German 
Offices by the other Administrations of the Postal Union. The 
transit charges will be guaranteed by the German Administration 
and periodically refunded by the Chinese Administration. 


2.—It is understood :— 


1°. That any territorial transit by rail is free of charge if the Administration con- 
cerned is already entitled to claim, on the mail matter thus conveyed by 
rail, refund for maritime transit ; 
2°. That any transit on the Yangtze-kiang is considered as maritime transit ; 
3°. That mail matter originating from Foreign countries remitted d décowvert at the 
place of landing by a German Office to a Chinese Office, or vice versd, to be 
transmitted to inland places, will be exempted from transit charges ; 
4°. That the reductions or exemptions stipulated in Article 4 of the Convention o! 
Washington will also apply to the present Arrangement. 
3.—Charges for transport of mails by means of services or ships independent of the 
German or Chinese Administrations will be settled under the terms agreed between the 
interested parties. 


ARTICLE VL 


MEN-OF-WAR MAILS. 


The closed mails handed in to the Chinese Offices by a German bureau for transmission 
to the commander of a man-of-war of whatever nationality, or by the commander of a man-of- 
war of whatever nationality for transmission to a German bureau, will be subjected, in account 


with the German bureau, sender or receiver, to the transit charges enumerated in the preceding 
Article. 


ARTICLE VIL. 


TRANSIT STATISTICS. 


The balancing of the transit charges account will necessitate an annual settlement hetweeit 
the two Administrations, to be calculated on the basis of statistics taken annually under the 
rules laid down in the Convention of the Postal Union in force at the time. ‘These statistics 
will be taken each year during the first 28 days of the months of May and November alternately. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


PARCEL Post. 


1.—The exchange of parcels, as also the exchange of money orders, letters with declared 
value of contents, etc., will be made the subject of special arrangements as soon as the principal 
Arrangement is put in force. . 


POSTAL CIRCULARS. 20 


2.—Meanwhile, in order to offer immediate facilities for the exchange of parcels, the 
Chinese Administration is willing :— 


_. (a.) To transmit and distribute, on condition that the addressee will pay the domestic 
tariff, the parcels—ordinary, insured, or taxed with trade charges—emanating 
from Union countries handed in by a German Office ; 


(b.) To transmit to German Offices, after payment of the domestic tariff by the 
sender, the parcels—ordinary, insured, or taxed with trade charges—destined 
for Union countries which may be handed in by the public. 


3.—As to domestic parcels emanating from or destined for Tsingtau, and also the parcels 
transmitted in closed bags from one Office to the other by the Chinese or German Offices, they will 
be provisionally transmitted and distributed subject to the conditions of ulterior arrangements 
between the two Administrations. 


ARTICLE IX. 


RESPONSIBILITY AND LIABILITY. 


1.—In case of the loss of a registered article of correspondence or of a closed mail, 

the Administration which has undertaken its transport and cannot account for its delivery or 

transmission to the other Administration will be held responsible for the lost registered article 

or the registered articles contained in the closed mail, within the limits of Article 8 of the 

Convention Principale” of Washington and of Article XXIII of the “ Réglement d’Ordre et de 
Détail” thereto appended. 


2.—The loss or spoliation of a parcel will give mght to an indemnity, which may amount 
to the equivalent of the loss or damage suffered, but can in no case exceed 25 francs for 
non-insured parcels or 1,000 francs for insured parcels. 


3.—The protection granted above to registered articles and parcels will not extend beyond 
the working limits of the postal services of the contracting Administrations, and will not 
cover losses or damages arising from cases of force majeure, such as tempest, shipwreck, war, 
brigandage, ete. 


ARTICLE X. 


Notice OF CHANGES IN ORGANISATION. 


The Postal Administrations of China and Germany will communicate to each other 
the changes which may take place in the organisation and arrivals and departures of their re- 


spective services for the transport of mails, whenever notice of such changes may prove useful

ARTICLE XI. 


EXTENT OF PRESENT ARRANGEMENT. 


The Postal Administration of China, though it has not yet subscribed to the Treaties of 
the Universal Postal Union, hereby agrees to abide, as far as the present Arrangement is 
concerned, by the stipulations of the “Convention Principale” and of the “ Réglement d’Ordre 
et de Détail,” concluded at Washington on the 15th June 1897. 


The present Arrangement will thus form, with the documents of the Postal Union men- 
tioned above, the whole of the dispositions to be, as far as possible, observed in the postal 
relations between the Chinese Post Offices and the German Post Offices. 


ARTICLE XII. 


DURATION OF ARRANGEMENT. 


The present Arrangement will be gradually put in force as soon as possible, and wil! 
remain in force for an indeterminate period. The two Administrations may, however, at any 
time introduce in it any such modifications as they, on consultation, may find necessary, or 
bring the Arrangement to an end by giving notice at least six months in advance.

Posteards through German Post Offices are charged 2 and 4 cents, instead of 1 
and 2 cents as through I.P.O. 

(c.) There is no special newspaper category in the German tariff. 

(d.) The German tariff distinguishes between printed matter and commercial papers ; 
and the minimum charge for the latter is 5 cents instead of 10 cents. __ 

(e.) In the categories of printed matter, samples, and commercial papers the weight 

allowances are slightly higher than in the I.P.O. tariff.

1.—Iyn continuation of Circulars Nos. 894 of 5th May 1899 and 1,150 of 26th April 
1904, concerning Kiaochow Custom House, | have now to inform you that to-day the German 
Minister and myself signed another Agreement, to be designated the ‘singtau Amendment. Its 
iain feature is that, whereas merchandise imported has hitherto paid Duty only when about 
to quit the German leased territory going inland, it will in future, with some named exceptions, 
pay a8 soon after arrival as it leaves a certain limited free port area-which the Colonial and 
Customs regulations to give effect to the Amendment will define. This change—which is on 
each side of the nature of a special concession for a special consideration— will facilitate work 
for both merchant and Customs as well as increase Revenue, in addition to placing the Kiaochow 
Custom Honse functioning in Tsingtau on an improved footing, and, as it is also stipulated that 
twenty per cent. of the Import Duties collected will be surrendered to the Tsingtau Government 
for Colonial purposes, Revenue action is more likely to meet with support on all sides than 
with difficulties. A copy of the Tsingtau Amendment is enclosed, in English and Chinese, for 
your information and guidance. 
2.—Special and detailed instructions will be addressed to the Kiaochow Commissioner 
for the work to be done at Tsingtau. Meanwhile I have to call your attention to the first 
Article and its stipulation regarding the 20 per cent. contribution from Import Duties to the 
expenses of the territory, and to the sixth, which stipulates for all trading and shipping facilities 
yranted in Chinese coast ports: in connexion with the first you will’note that you are to issue 
Drawbacks and not Exemption Certificates for all Foreign merchandise shipped in vessels 
clearing for Tsingtau, and, as regards the second, that where Native produce and the products of 
Cotton ‘mills, ete., are concerned you are to issue the usual Duty Proof Certificates and Special 
Passes, and are also to recognise similar documents emanating from Kiaochow Customs. 
'urther, confiscation cases, etc., are to be dealt with in accordance with the spirit of the Joint 
Investigation Rules of 1868, and only such stipulations of the original Agreement of 1899 and its 
Annex A of 1904 as this Amendment affects are changed,

AMENDMENT TO THE AGREEMENT RE THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A CUSTOM HOUSE IN TSINGTAU. 


PREAMBLE. 


The Chinese and German Governments being anxious to amend the Agreement of the 
17th April 1899, with a view to putting the relations between the Colony of Kiaochow and the 
Chinese Customs on a still better basis, have agreed to the amendments represented in the 
following Articles. 

The basis of this arrangement is that the Chinese Government on its part (1) agrees to 
pay to the German Government a certain proportion of the Import Duties on goods, Opium 
included, landed in the German territory, and (2) consents to the modifications of Treaty-port 
Customs practice and principles which said Articles establish ; and that the German Government 
on its part, in consideration of the Chinese payment and consent, undertakes to facilitate the 
working of the Imperial Chinese Customs establishment established and operating in the German 
territory and to aid in safeguarding the Revenue legitimately payable. 

With the object of carrying out the necessary amendments, the under-mentioned Articles. 
duly agreed to by both parties, have been made. 


Art. L. 


After the delimitation of the Tsingtau free area by the German officials, the Chinese 
Maritime Customs established in the German territory will levy all the Duties payable on gocls 
passing outside the free area, and the Chinese Government will hand over annually to the 
German officials at Tsingtau 20 per cent. of the net Import Duties collected, as shown by 
the statistics of the Kiaochow Customs, as its contribution to the expenses of the territory. 
This per-centage will be fixed for the present provisionally for five years, and payment wil! 
be made in quarterly instalments after the end of each quarter. If this arrangement, fixing 
the contribution at 20 per cent., should at any time seem to either party to require amendment, 
notice is to be given to the other before the beginning of the fifth year, in order to afford time 
for reconsideration.

Machinery, Plant, as well as Parts of Machinery, Implements and Tools required 
for manufacturing, industrial, and agricultural purposes; also all Building 
Materials, Fittings, and other articles for public and official works. A written 
Bond for the value of the goods must in each case be handed to the Customs 
certifying that the articles are solely for use in the German territory. If, later, 
they are to be conveyed into China, they must be declared to the Customs and 
pay Import Duty. Failure to do so will involve enforcement of the Bond for 
recovery of double the amount of Duty on the value specified in it. 


(d.) Articles (Vehicles and such like) passing to and fro between the free area 
and outside, solely for ordinary repairs; but they are to be reported to the 
Customs officers, that their passing may be noted. 


(e.) All postal parcels imported and destined for private use in the German territory, 
if the Duty which has to be taxed in accordance with the attached declaration 
does not exceed $1 (value $20). The Customs are at liberty to examine such 
parcels and verify declarations as occasion demands. 


(f.) The personal lnggage of passengers, declared as not containing dutiable or con- 
traband goods; it will only be examined in cases where the Customs consider 
it specially necessary. 


Arr. LV. 


The regulations laid down in Arts. 5, 7, and 9 of the Agreement of 17th April 1899 
as to levying of Import Duty are hereby modified, in so far that the free Duty area is limited 
to the free area. Payment of Duty therefore will be made according to circumstances, either 
when leaving the free area or, if to be landed elsewhere, before landing. By the payment of the 
Duty the goods pass into free circulation, and out of Customs control. Provision having been 
thus made for effective collection of Duty in Tsingtau, Customs Stations on or near the frontier 
will, under the provided conditions, be unnecessary, and the question of establishing such can for 


the time being be postponed; such Stations as are required for the control of junk traffic are 
excepted,

Arr. V. 


For manufactories which are erected outside the free area, arrangements are to be made 
according to which manufactures will not be treated less favourably than if they came from the 
free area. Labour in the German territory is free of tax; consequently manufactures made 
in the German territory from raw materials which have been imported from the hinterland 
or by sea into the German territory are, at reshipment, only subject to such Duty payment 
as China has by Treaty claim for on the raw material. A list of articles entitled to be treated 
as raw material will, if needed, be drawn up by the Customs and Colonial authorities and 
revised annually at the end of each year. 


Art. VI. 


All trading and shipping facilities and privileges which are granted in Chinese coast 
ports are to be extended to the German territory, with such modifications as local conditions 
may require, 


Art. VIL. 


In cases of fraud and offences against the Customs regulations, the procedure will be 
conducted in accordance with the spirit of the “Joint Investigation Rules of 31st May 1868 ”"— 
a Colonial officer specially named by the Government to take the place of the Consul. 


Arr. VILL 


It is understood that this Agreement is an amendment of the orginal Agreement of 
17th April 1899, made in accordance with Art. 20 of the latter, which,<wnless where modified 
hereby, remains in full force.

SIR, 


THe Agreement between the Chinese and German Postal Administrations was signed 
on 25th October here and 3rd Noveraber at Shanghai and is now being circulated by the Postal 
Secretary in his Circular No, 132. Its clauses are to much the same effect as those contained in 
similar Agreements with France, Japan, and England, but it has some new features resulting from 
Germany's position as lessee of Chinese territory in Shantung, to which you are to pay such 
attention as may be called for by the Postal Secretary, and among which is the recognition of 
German Post Offices at Peking, Chinan-fu, and (temporarily) Weihsien, and of a Chinese Post 


Office at Tsingtau. As supplementary to the Agreement, despatches passed between the German 
Minister and myself setting forth our understanding regarding certain points that had come up 
for discussion and fixing a date—the 31st December—for closing the German Post Offices at 
Kiaochow, Ch‘ingchou, and Chouts‘un, and of these I now append copies for record.

nd I join Your Excellency in the hope that this new instrument will yield mutual advantages

Your Excellency calls attention to three particular points, namely :— 

1. It is understood that the suppression of the German Post Offices in the interior 
of Shantung will take place after the conclusion of the present Agreement, 
with the exception of the Offices of exchange designated in paragraph 2° of 
Article I, the Office of Kaomi not being withdrawn till after the military 
evacuation of that place ; 

2. Your Excellency’s Government would be pleased to reteive from the Chinese 
Administration the assurance that German-speaking employés will be, as far 
as possible, used in the postal establishments situated in the sphere of German 
interests in Shantung ; and 

3. Your Excellency will recommend to your Government to exercise influence on 
the Shantung Railway Administration to bring it to grant to the Chinese Post 
Office equitable conditions, proportionate to those usual on other railway lines 
in China, for the concession of the right to use this Administration’s lines 
for the transport of its despatches under the supervision of its own agents 
independently of the German Postal Service. 

In acknowledging Your Excellency’s remarks on these three points, | place willingly on 
record my agreement with them; it may be well to add, however, that German-speaking 
employés can only be used if procurable, and that the matters referred to under paragraphs 
1° and 3° are questions which formed, from the first, an essential part of the negotiations now 
concluded. 

I shall be glad if the question mentioned in the last paragraph of Your Excellency’s 
letter can be speedily settled: it will be in the interest of the public and a simple measure of 
reciprocity if, as desired by China, the Chinese Post Office at T’singtau is allowed to land and 
ship direct from or to its own steamers the mails passing in transit through that port.

' ORDINANCE REGULATING PROCEDURE IN CUSTOMS MATTERS IN THE 
KIAOCHOW TERRITORY. 


1.—GENERAL RULES. 


§ 1. 

_. All goods imported by sea into or exported from the German territory, with only such 
exceptions as are specified below, are subject to Duties on importation or exportation at the rates 
specified in the Chinese Tariff for Foreign trade for the time being in force. Goods forwarded to 
or coming from the interior under Transit Pass must pay the Treaty Transit Dues in addition to 
the Import or Export Tariff Duty. 


§ 2. 


The Customs procedure is guided by the principles and follows the practice which are in 
force at the Chinese Maritime Custom Houses at the various Treaty ports, and Customs control 
wherever necessary is exercised by its officers. 


§ 3. 
Import and Export Manifests of all vessels made out in accordance with the provisions of 
the Treaties must be handed to the Customs. The Manifests to be signed either by the master 


of the vessel, who in that case is held responsible, or by the agent of the vessel, in which case he 
will be responsible. 


S 4 


Junks repairing to the special points they frequent excepted, no vessel is allowed to 
work cargo until Import Manifest has been handed in to the Customs, nor to allow it to leave 
the ship outside the free area until Customs Permit has been issued. Applications for goods to 
be landed or shipped outside the free area must specify the locality—what jetty, etc._—they 
are to be landed at or shipped from.

Il —Free AREA. 
§ 5. 


The free area comprises the Great Harbour including the Moles, the wharf territory and 
the enclosing embankment, and the territory in front of the harbour as far as the chief railway 
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embankment. It is limited in the south-west by a line between Inner Harbour and railway 
embankment near the junction of Rechternstrasse and Grosse Hafenweg, and in the east by a 
line between railway and enclosing dam near the block station. An extersion of the free 
area is reserved for later use at any time according to requirement. The following are the 
boundaries of the area kept for possibly required extension in the future, viz., the railway 
embankment to the block station, including territory to be filled in on the one side to the extent 
of 200 métres east of the enclosing dam ; on the other side (west), to the railway viaduct off the 
Shansistrasse along the road to Oster’s Slip, including small and large harbours, 


S 6. 
The free area shall not be made use of for dwellings, with the exception of those which 
are necessary for warehouse and wharf controllers, harbour, Customs, and police officers, nor for 


petty trade, with the temporary exception of a fixed number of Chinese street cookeries for 
the use of coolies. Factories are, in principle, allowed. 


S 7. 


The Customs control within the free area, as well as at the exits, is exercised by the 
Chinese Custom House. 


S 8. 
The Customs Duty account of all vessels must be settled within ten days of the ship’s 
clearance, and Duty on all Imports passing beyond the free area paid. 


§ 9. 

Goods arriving by sea or from the hinterland, which are intended to be stored, sorted, 
and worked up in the free area, shall be notified to the Customs, who will then take them under 
supervision. At the time of the notification the following details have to be supplied: mode 
of conveyance by which the goods arrived, and, if by sea, name of ship, name and address of 
consignee, date of arrival, number of packages, kind of packing, marks and numbers, and general 
description of the goods. 


§ 10. 


Goods which are destined to be exported by sea from the free area have to pass the 
Customs. Goods without Customs papers are not allowed to be received on board. 


§ 11. 


Traffic of every kind (carriages, carts, railway, junks, sampans, tugs, steamers, etc.) by 
sea and land frontier of the free area is subject to the supervision of the Customs. 
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I1.—Dvty-rrer Goons. 


€ i3. 


On articles which are Duty free by Treaty no Duty will be levied. 


The following are 
Duty free :-— 


For the German Troops. 


(a.) Articles for arming and outfitting the troops, including Uniforms, if directly 


ordered by the military or naval authorities and if accompanied by Certificate 
of the Government. 


(b.) Stores and Provisions ordered by the military and naval authorities in antici- 


pation of future requirements, if accompanied by Certificate of the Govern- 
ment, 


For the General Public. 


(c.) Machinery, Plant, as well as Parts of Machinery, Implements and Tools required 
for manufacturing, industrial, and agricultural purposes; also all Building 
Materials, Fittings, and other articles for public and cfficial works. A written 
Bond for the value of the goods must in each case be handed to the Customs 
certifying that the articles are solely for use in the German territory. If, later, 
they are to be conveyed into China, they must be declared to the Customs 
and pay Import Duty. Failure to do so will involve enforcement of the Bond 
for recovery of double the amount of Duty on the value specified in it. 


(d.) Articles (Vehicles and such like) passing to and fro between the free area and 


outside, for ordinary repairs; but they are to be reported to the Customs 
officer, that their passing may be noted. 


(e.) All postal parcels imported and destined for private use in the German territory, 
if the Duty, which has to be taxed in accordance with the attached declaration, 
does not exceed $1 (value $20). The Customs are at liberty to examine such 
parcels and verify the declarations as occasion demands. 


§ 13. 


The personal luggage of passengers, declared as not containing either dutiable or con- 
traband goods, is passed free of Duty and, as a rule, without examination; but the right of 
examination is reserved to the Customs in cases where it may be considered specially necessary. 


Duty is leviable on articles carried in excess of those reasonably necessary for personal 


use or if expected to be sold.

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CIRCULAR 1,306 I1V.—MANUFACTURES IN THE GERMAN TERRITORY. 


§ 14. 


Manufactures in the German territory are only subject to Duty in so far as China is 
entitled to Duty on the raw material. . 


(a.) Chinese raw material landed in German territory from the hinterland or non- 
Treaty ports and intended for use in a manufactory may be declared to the 
Customs and a Bond for any Duty payable on same deposited. 

When the articles manufactured from this raw material come to be 
exported, they will pay Export Duty on the material used, and the Duty 
guaranteed by the Bond shall be cancelled to that extent. 

Duty-guaranteed by the Bond must be paid or accounted for before the 
expiration of three years from its date. 

It will be optional for the exporter to pay full Tariff Duty on the 
exported article instead of on the raw material used in its manufacture. 


(b.) Any Import or Coast Trade Duty levied on raw material arriving from Foreign 
countries or from the Treaty ports of China will be refunded at the time of 
exportation by sea of the manufactured articles made therefrom, provided that 
at the time of importation such material was duly declared at the Custom 
House as for use in a manufactory. 

(c.) An arrangement will be made by agreement of Colonial and Customs authorities 
that when the various classes of manufactured articles are exported, the amount 
of raw material used will be fixed as a definite proportion and the Export 
Duty will be diminished accordingly. 

id.) The factories entitled to claim the treatment as specified above will be registered, 
and a list of them, revised as required and if needed, furnished to the Customs. 


V.—OPIvuM. 


§ 165. 


Opium can only be imported by vessels in original chests. The importation of smaller 
quantities than one chest is forbidden. All Opium on board of ships, including that intended 
for consumption during the journey, must, on arrival of the ship, be reported without delay to 
the Customs, who will supervise the transportation to the Customs godown of so much as is to 


be landed. 


§ 16. 


Opium from the German territory to China or from China to the German territory can 
only be conveyed by rail, on special Bill of Lading and as “ Eilgut.” It is forbidden to carry it 
as passenger's luggage. All Bills of Lading, etc., for arriving Opium are handed by the railway 
to the Customs in the German territory, who will notify the addressees. 
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The cons.mption of Opium in the German territory is subject to special regulations. 


Vl.—Arms, Powper, EXPLOSIVES, ETC. 


§ 18. 


Arms, Powder, Explosives, and the like, as well as materials used in the manufacture of 
the same, must be declared on arrival and discharged and stored in accordance with the regula- 
tions of the Colonial Government. 


§ 19. 


The export of Arms and Munitions of War of all kinds, as well as materials used in the 
manufacture of the same, from the German into Chinese territory is prohibited; exception is 
only made in the case of articles covered by Special Permit issued by the Commissioner of 
Customs in accordance with Chinese regulations. 


§ 20. 


The storage of Arms and Explosives in the German territory, as well as the trade in the 
same, is subject to special regulations. 


Vit—Main MATTER, 


§ 21. 
Mail matter may be landed or shipped by the Post Office at any time. 


9 22. 


Postal parcels will be received by the Post Office only, if accompanied by a declaration 
form viséd by the Customs. 


§ 23. 


Parcels destined for Tsingtau will be handed, immediately after arrival, by the Post Office 
to the Customs for assessment of Duty. The declaration form will be delivered to the addressee 
inthe same way as other mail matter. The addressee will produce the declaration form at the 
Customs, and on payment of Duty, if any (wide § 12, (e.) ), the parcel will be delivered by the 
Customs. For such parcels as are destined for other places in the German territory where 
German Post Offices operate, the Duty payment of such parcels will be made, on application of 
the addressee, by the German Post Office, who will collect the Duty and a fee of 20 cents at the 
time of delivering the parcel.

The importation of Opium, Arms, Powder, Explosives and the like, as well as materials 
used in the manufacture of the same, by Post is forbidden. In special cases the Government can 
grant an exception, 


VIllL—Tank KEROSENE OIL. 


§ 25. 


The Customs procedure for despatching tank ships, storage, and valuation of Kerosene 
Oil will be in accordance with the procedure in force at the Maritime Custom Houses at the 
‘Treaty ports. 


LX.—Orrice Hours or THE Custom Hovusk. 


S 26. 


The Custom House is open for the receipt and issue of all Customs papers from 10 A.M. 
to 4 P.M. on all days, Sundays and holidays excepted. ‘The Customs Bank is open on all week 
days from g—-12 A.M. and 2~4 P.M. 


§ 27. 


Vessels wishing to load or discharge on Sundays or holidays, as well as during nigh 
hours, must take out a Special Permit from the Customs: this Permit must be applied for during 


office hours. 


§ 28. 


The transport of goods over land and sea boundary of the free area during night hours 
is only allowed in case a Special Permit has been obtained from the Customs. This does not 
apply to mail matter and passengers luggage.

Night hours are :— 


From ist March to 31st October: from 8 P.M. to 5 A.M. 
From 1st November to 28/29 February: from 6 P.M. to 6 A.M,

S 30. 


Confiscation and fines will be imposed according to the principles which are laid down 
by the Treaties and which are in force at the Maritime Custom Houses. In cases of appeal 
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against confiscation and fine imposed by the Commissioner of Customs, the procedure will be Cicvtar 1, 06, 
conducted in accordance with the spirit of the “Rules for Joint Investigation in Cases of 
Confiscation and Fine by the Custom House Authorities. Peking, 31st May 1868.”

This Ordinance, issued to carry out the terms of the Agreement made on 17th April 1899

That China is entitled to refuse all

By the Mackay Treaty, it was 
agreed that commercial faci'ities in 
China would be increased, amongst 
which the eonstruc'ion of improved 
means of communicatiofi’ is evi- 
dently essential; similarly, the 
undertakings given to place the 
mining regulations of the Em- 
‘pire “on” a liberal basis con- 
sistent «with civilired usage, 
is one* which the Chinese Govern- 
ment should have fulfilled i in itsown 
interest, As tatters stand, the per- 
sonmel and practice of the native 
bureaux which have croppéd up on 
all sides during the past two years 
are not such as to inspire us with 
any belief in the good faith of the 
Chinese, é¢ither to construct their 
own means of communicati: 
Jevelop the mineral resources of the 
Empire; on the contrary, judging 
by the methods adopted to raise 
funds for these enterprises, we are 
jnstified in believing that the first 
result. of. these..methods will. be to 
stimulate the anti-foreiga’ feeling. , 
already latent in. the provinces, to» 
afford the officials concerned new 
opportunitics for’ illegal exactions 
of a lucrative kind, and to postpone 


indefinitely the day of improved 


administration.

In- 
belligent Chinese fully recognise 
that the immediate object of the 
Government is not to const ruct the 
railway lines needed for the devel- 
opment of the country, but simply : 
to block these enterprises, partly 
with a view to conciliating those 


who so voeiferously proclaim the} 


policy of China for the Chinese, 
and partly to conform to bthef 
established traditions of eelestial 
government. (ae same policy sie | 
be traced ‘in the action takea by 
the Nanking Viceroy for the con- 
servancy of the Huangpu, which 
is apparently intended to create a 
further deadlock with the Powers 
signatory of the Peking Protocol, 
and thus to postpone for a further 
indefinite period the expenditure 
to be incurred by China for this 
undertaking. 


The whole question is rapidly 
reaching a stage where firm an‘ 
definite action must be taken by 
the fore’ za Governments concerned, 
or their rights be entirely aban- 
doned; we may therefore reason- 


ne. We und>rstand, indeed, that the 


| Hangchow Railway deadlock is 
already producing tes .ilts which 
might have been expected low 
since, and the Chinese Government 
has been informed by the Briti#h 
Legation that not only does Great 
British decline to recognise the 
cancellation of British rights and 
the establishment of the native 
Bureau recently authorise. by 
Imperial Edict, but immediate 
arrangements will be made for the 
construction, unter the originai 
agreement, of the railway, to which 
work engineers will therefore 
shortly proceed. As the opposition 
to this undertaking «at Hangchow 
has been to a very great exfent of 
the fictitious kind instigated by 
interested persons and _ foolish 
students, and as the people in this 
thickly-populated province are 
extremely anxious to see the 
railway constructed without de- 
lay,it is to be hoped that a firm 
stand will now be taken, and that 
theChinese G »vernment may under- 
stand that any further attempt 10, 
repudiate formal undervakings will 
not be tolerated. At a junctare’ 
like the present isis perfcctly cer- 
tain that only by firmness on . the 
part of the Foreign Powers interest- 
ed in the commerce of China csn 
that commerce be developed or even 
maintained.

Sir: 

The day before yesterday I was informed by a friend 
in whose reliability I have perfect confidence that a letter 
had been received in Peking within the last few days from one 
of the officials attached to the chinese High Commission which 
is now visiting the United States, and in which the writer 
stated that on arrival in the United States the authorities 
had endeavored to make personal examination of the Commission- 
ers. This attempt, the writer stated, was finally abandoned 
but the suite of the Commissioners were subjected to examina- 
tion, - as I understood, by the Bertillon system. 

My informant gave it as his belief that this story, which 


he did not believe any more than I did, would be rapidly 


spread among the Chinese and might be used by the evil inten- 
tioned to excite ill-feeling toward us and foreigners general- 
Ly. As I shared also his apprehension I deemed it my duty 
to enquire of you by cable as to the truth of this statement. 
I confirm as follows my telegram to you of the 15th instant: 


"Seestate, 
Washington. 

February 15, 5:00 P.M. Confidential. Private 
letter received here from a member of Chinesd High Commission 
says that when entering the United States the authorities at- 
tempted bodily examination Commissioners but desisted only 
taking finger prints etcetera of the secretaries. I fear 


effect if this report streads. Can I if necessary deny it.

I have also to acknowledge as follows your reply to my 
inquiry, received yesterday, - 


"Rockhill, 
Peking. 

No examination attempted by officers of the 
United States. Purser of the Steamer merely attempted to 
follow his general instructions as to all passengers in the 
absence of instructions to the contrary which would doubtless 
have been given before departure had timely notification date 
of sailing been afforded. 


Root." 


It is to be regretted that the Chinese Commissioners did 
not, apparently, inform the Chinese Minister of the date of 
their sailing from Yokohama. I made repeated inquiries of 
them before leaving here as to this, and urged them to give 
full information to the American authorities as to the proba- 
ble date of their arrival, so that every courtesy could be 
shown then. They deemed it advisable, however, to leave 
Peking with great secrecy, 80 that no chance should be given 


their enemies to again attempt their destruction as had been 


done when they were starting out in September last, I could 
learn nothing from them as to their movements, but supposed 
that at Shanghai or Yokohama they had wired the Chinese Min- 
ister, giving him the needed information.

Copy of letter of inatrctions fram the Viceroy at Nanking 
to the Shanghai Taotai. 

Whereas it has been decided that the improvemeny of the 
channel of the Huangpu shall be taken over by China herself; 
and the Board of Foreign Affairs have substituted a differ- 
ent arrangement which they have signed with the Poreign Rep- 
resentatives at Peking, and which has received the Imperial 
Sanction, and has been communicated to me for execution; it 
becomes my duty, in compliance therewith to establish a Chief 
Office of Werks for the Conservancy of the Huangpu. All 
the matters which that office shall have to carry eut must 
be under the management of the Shanghai Taotsi and Commission- 
er of Customs. But in view of the importance of this under- 
taking, - and putting aside for the moment the engagement of 
an engineer, which will be done under contract when a candi- 
date has been definitely selected; and the appointment of an 
Inspector of Werks, which will be made when the date of com- 
mencement of work is fixed, - it is now necessary at the first 
foundation of this office to appoint in addition a Resident 
Administrator (Tso Pan) to reside at the office and transact 
business. 

I find that Ku T'ang-sheng, who has the rank ef a Second 
Class Secretary of a Metropolitan Board, appears te be a suit- 
able person to be appointed Resident Administrator (Seo Pan) 
to transact all the business of the office, and to superintend 
its revenue and expenditure. All such matters as making 
application for the prompt remittance ef funds from various 
sources, er raising loans from capitalists, and all questions 

respecting funds for use in conservancy work, when they are 
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due, how much should be obtained, and whether or not they are 
excessive, shall be in his charge. He shall also control 
the correspondence and books of the office, and as occasion 
arises he shall instruct the Customs Taotai and Commissioner 
of Customs to consult and take action. His respensibility 


being heavy, he shall be granted a salary at the rate of 


Shanghai Taels 800 per mensen. 

Further, in view of the magnitude of the works to be 
undertaken by that office, and of the length of the time they 
will occupy, during which questions will arise requiring ad- 
vice and consultation, it is necessary that there should be 
an efficial of repute and experience to give advice on any 
matter, so that by the aid of his counsel the works may be 
carried out with expedition and economy, and in order that 
friction between Chinese and foreigners may be avoided. Now 
I find that the former American Consul-General, Mr. Goodnow 
is a reasonable and honourable gentleman, respected by Chinese 
and foreigners alike, who appears suitable to be appointed 
adviser, to examine into affairs in conjunction with the var- 
ious officials of the Conservancy Office, for the purpose of 
assisting the management of the Office and supplementing any 
deficiencies in the superintendence of the works of inspection 
He will not however have independent authority. His monthly 

salary will be Shanghai Taels 600. 

Again, at the beginning, when work is being started, the 
Resident Administrator, (Tse Pan) will not be able to cope 
singlehanded with the multifarious duties of the office such 
as investigating foreshere questions, surveys, the preparation 


eof maps and memoranda, as well as supervising the books and 
correspondence of the office. I find that the expectant 


Taotai Ho Wei = is an official of wide experience who would 
be suitable for the appointment of Assistant Administrator 


of this office, to help in discharging various functions. 
His monthly salary will be Taels 200 for this purpose. 
fhe several officials above mentioned are appointed by

The sum required to complete the work 
is not yet definitely ascertained. 

Adding up the above figures, it results 
that the amount actually defr rayed out of the 
_ war funds for purposes of railway building is 
—-§8,416,874 yen, and that the amount still to 
be spent, so far as has been ascertained, is 
23,420,239 yen. Probably the latter figure 
will ultimately reach a total of 40 millions, 
and the grand aggregate of expenditure will 
be 100 millions, approximately. There can 
be no question about the very solid interests 
secured by this Empire in Korea and Man- 
churia. Another point emphasized by the 
figures is that when Japan asked the Peking 
Government for the concession of the Antung- 
Mukden road, she had already invested in 
the enterprise a very substantial sum, and 
the same was true on a much larger scale 
with regard to the Liaching-Chanchung line. 
The same argument did not apply at all to 
the Kirin- hung road, and probably; “7* / 
applied in only a very insignificant measure | 
to the Hsinmintun-Mukden Line which had 
been constructed by the Russians 
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February 23, 1906.

Sir: 

(within the last month or six weeks the most dis- 
quieting reports have been received here from the United 
States on the condition of affairs in China. A general 
uprising, presumably supported by the Government, and the 
massacre cf all foreigners, are said to be imminent, and 
the Chinese people is said.to be more openly hostile to 
foreigners than ever before. 

I have been asked by my Colleagues, by some of our 
Consuls, by newspaper asi grat and pa residents in 
the interior if there was any Liklihooa of, outbreak, as fs 
reported in American papers; to which I have said that 
there was not. I therefore deem it advisable to submit 
to you my views of the general situation in China. 

That there is a strong and rapidly growing desire in 
China among all classes for independence from foreign con- 
trol and exploitation there is no doubt. This spirit, 
vorn of _ events of 1900, has been strongly stimulated 
7 uct | se of Japan and is rapidly spreading through 
the inereased intercourse with foreign nations resulting 
from the large number of Chinese students in Japan and 


elsewhere, a8 well as by the influence of the new-born 


native press, which now reaches to every part of the 
country and is creating a sentiment of national solid- 
erity among the people. 

(x have in previous despatches called the attention 
of the Department to this new epoch in Chinese national 
life and to its probable immediate results.) It is, in 
a sense, anti-foreign, but is not ofa tit ure which will 

— ead to open, organized and violent hostility to foreign- 
ers, especialiy on the part or with the support or sym- 
pathy of the Government, as in 1900. The success of 
the present anti-foreign movement in China depends main- 
ly on peace. 

The Chinese Government is now irrevocably committed 
to a vast scheme of national progressive reform. (Ite 
very existence depends on the early adoption of improved 
methods in the administration and in the material devel- 


opment of the country. In the success of the innova- 
4 


tions it is now introducing it sees the only possibility 
of strengthening its rule and of resisting the incessant 
encroachments of foreigners, while giving a greater degree 
of material prosperity to the people, who think that all 
the wealth of China is passing into the hands of foreign- 
ers through the railways and the few mines which have been 
opened, and who long for =r millions which they 
imagine are being taken out/and away from the country. To 
carry out ite plane it is essential to the Government that 
 4t should be on terms of amity with 411 foreign nations; 
any semblance 6f hostility toward them which might precip- 
itate new interference by foreign powers, especially the 


sending of new expeditionary forces to China and the in- 


definite occupation of its territory, would be disastrous

The Empress Dowager and the most powerful of the pro- 


vincial authorities, especially the Viceroy of this Prov-

object would seem to be to take back from foreigners every 
privilége to which they are not entitled, every concession 
which can be cancelled; to remeve them . from every post 
which Chinese can fill. When thus they have once made a 
tabula rasa they think, apparently,that they can take up the 
great work unhampered, with China once more in the hands of 
the Chinese, 
bial A at seems to be thought abroad that the Boxer uprising 
five years ago portends similar events in the near future, 
for the same rumors which were heard and unheeded in 1900 
seem to be beginning again to spread abroad; but the situa- 
tion is totally different now. The Boxer uprising would 
never have spread had it not had the support or at least the 
sympathy of the Government; the experience which the latter 
then bought so dearly has demonstrated to it the necessity 
of carrying out its reforms by purely peaceful methods and 
to refuse its support to any party or movement which can 


bring it into hostility with one or other of the powers. 


The only one of our Consuls who has, since my arrival 
in Peking, reported to the Legation a fear of serious trouble 


has been Mr. Lay from Canton, Some of the others have 
reported a certain amount of friction with the local au- 
thoritiea; this generally has been caused by the officials’ 
disinclination or fear to adopt too stringent measures to 
suppress the manifestations of the would-be boycotters or 
to check in other ways the aggressive new-born spirit of 
independence and solidarity of the people, which is the 
more evident because of its recent birth and its heretofore 
complete absence. 

It is true that within the last few months there have 
been a few missionary outrages at localities quite distant 
the one from the other: At Lienchou, in Kuangtung, in Oct- 
ober; at Chang-pu, in Fukien near Amoy, a few weeks ago; 
and within the last few days in the south-eastern part of 
Honan. In the last two cases no American interests suf- 
fered or were imperiled. But the direct causes of these 
riots and murders were purely local, such as yearly excite 
the ignorant populace in various parts of the Empire to at- 
tack foreign mission stations and frequently, to murder mis- 
sionaries. It may be that, in the case of Lienchou, the 
populace, seeing in the boycott evidence of a feeling of 
hostility toward us among all classes of Chinese society, 
Was encouraged to perpetrate the outrage. But even this 
is now doubtful to me, since the report of the Commission 
which you sent to Lienchou to investigate the case shows. 
pretty conchusively that the attack upon and killing of our 
countrymen Was unpremeditated. 

The recent riot at Shanghai was directly brought about 
by the pernicious and impolitic activity of the Municipal 


Council of the International Settlement, which forced an 


igaue on the local Chinese officials at this most unfor- 
tunate moment when the Chinese are full of their new-born aft j. ie 
patriotian. 

For the reasons given above, and for others which it 
would be possible to adduce, I do not believe in the Likii- 
hood, let alone the imminence, of possible outbreak against 
us, or against foreigners generally. I have not failed, 
however, to on every occasion geek the opinions of my Col- 
leagues on the general situation, and to learn from them 
whether they were in possession of facts of a disquieting 
nature. I have not found that any one of them is appre- 
hensive, while all seem wide awake to the necessity for con- 
stant caution and watchfulness. Within the last few days 
I have conferred with the British, French, German, Japanese 
and Italian Ministers, as being those most likely, from the 
numbers of their countrymen living in the country, to be. 
best informed on the feelings of foreigners living in the 
provinces. All declared that they saw no sign in any 
quarter for apprehension, nor had any received reports from 
their consular representatives (with the single exception 
of the British Consul General at Hankow, who thought general 
conditions in China were bad) of an alarming or even anxious 
nature. 

The Japanese Minister told me that within the last week 
Mr. Kato, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, had said to the 
Chineaé Minister at Tokyo that he should strongly advise his 
Government to have every official of the Bupire use his dest 


éfforts to suppress any manifestation of anti«foreign feei- 


ing in word or deed. Mr. Kato added that he made this 
suggestion on account of the disquieting reports coming 
from America as to the situation in China, although the 
Japanese Government did not attach any importance to them, 
and knew nothing to confirm them, The Japanese Minister 
here was instructed to repeat to the Prince of Ch'ing what 
had been said to the Chinese Minister at Tokyo. The Prince 
in reply stated that the Chinese Government is fully alive 
to the absolute necessity of maintaining the most amicable 
relations with all the world, and would take every measure 
necessary to attain that end. 

After having seen my Colleagues with the above results, 
I telegraphed to you as follows:

As stated above, the most serious apprehensions of the 
anti-foreign feeling culminating in open hostility, has Been 
reported by our Consul General in Canton, but even in Kuang- 
: tung Province I believe that the rapidly growing general dise 
satisfaction of the people.with the Governor General's ad- 
ministrative measures has much to do with the feeling of in- 
security and unrest felt by Chinese and foreigners alike in 
Kuangtung. Of course the Chinese in the United States and 
the Straits Settlements, nearly all of whom came from this 
province, have encouraged by words and large amounts of money 
the present boycott movenent ; but it is not likely that they 
would have had the success they have had, had not the people, 
who are of a very excitable and captious nature, been dis- 
satisfied with the Viceroy's rule. The anti-foreign feels 
ing in the province of Kuangtung is only one feature of the 
general dissatisfaction and is not at all likely to extend 
beyond it. Change in the Government of this province would 
probably promptly bring about a general improvement in condi- 
tions.

PEoPLE in Shanghai and North 
China, we muy say indeed in all 
the foreign communities in China,

It is contended that the boycott 
of American trade, which is being 
maintained in South China with 
the connivance, if not with the 
active assistance, of Viceroy Ts‘én, 
is strictly an act of war, being 
of the nature. of a_ blockade, 
and that its main! enance 
logically compels the U. S. Govern- 
ment to assume a warlike attitude! 
in reply. Great Britain has gone 
to war with China in the past to 
protect her trade, and Americans 
would be perfectly justified in 
taking serious steps to force the 
Peking Government to suppress 
the boycott.

The trouble is that what 
we understand by a Government, 
with a will of its own and the 


doubtedly strong disruptive forces 
at work in China under the surface, 
especially in the south; and the 
American Government may well 
think that where there are these 
disruptive forces ab work, with no 
real Government to control them, 
a crisis may arise ab any moment, 
demanding the intervention of an 
armed force for the protection of 
foreign lives ‘and property. One 
reads in the papers of the day of 
China's new foreign-drilled army, 
the forty thouravnd men whose 
operations in the late manceuvres 
excited so much admiration among 
the foreign spectators; but the 
writers in these papers forget that 
these forty thousand men are only 
nominally the army of the Chinese 
Government ; they are really H. E. 
Yuan Shih-kai’s army;-and no one 
knows what course H. E. Yuan 
Shib-ksi would take in the event of 
the disruptive forces to which we 
have alluded breaking out openly. 


That the success of Japan has 
greatly increased the anbti-foreign 
feeling among the officials and the 
educated classes in China is daily 
evident, and this result is as much 
regretted by Japan as by the 
Western Powers generally; but al! 
evidence. goes to show that in 
northern and central China, at any 
rate, there is no inqrease of anti-

foreign feeling among the masses. 
Wo bave sckpowledged more. than} 
once the malign ence of the 
half-educated students in the 
country, and we have endeavoured 
to warn the Government that that 
influence is anti-dynastic as well 
as anti-foreign ; but dangerous as 
this influence may become, if ib is 
unchecked, we do not think it has 
gone very deep at present. All 
these considerations may have 
tended to persuade President 
Roosevelt that it is prudent to 
have American troops nearer China 
than San Francisco. There is also 
a suggestion, Which may be 
mentioned, that the Philippines 
themselves are not so thoroughly 
pacified as Secretary Taft has led 
people to believe, and that the 
unrest in China is really an excuse 
to send more troops to Manila, but 
we do not dwell on ‘bis solution. 


There is yet another suggestion. 
It is well known that the Chinese 
who have settled in America, 
Australia, the Straits, and else- 
where are ful] of patriotism, and 
readily subscribe to funds raised 
for patriotic purposes. But their 


love of their country is joined to an 
unreasoning hatred of the Manchu 
dynasty ; we say unreasoning, be- 
cause to most foreigners it appears 
that there is little to choose 
between Manchu and Chinese 
officials, except in name. The 
most active of the Chinese reform- 
ers who have been exiled from 
China are bitterly opposed to the 
Manchus and they have established 
a strong influence over the Chinese 
in America ; and it is quite possible 
that the American Government has 
discovered ab San Francisco evi- 
dence of an intended anti-dynastic 
outbreak in China in the near 
future, which would seriously en- 
danger the lives and property of 
foreigners. It is known that those 
who would overthrow the present 
dynasty would embroil it with 
foreigners as one of their means 
to the end at which they aim. 
What is certain is, that when the 
American Government takes alarm, 
it is full time for other Govern- 
ments to set their Intelligence 
Departments at work, and for all 
foreigners to keep a sharp look-out 
and not be taken unawares. Great 
Britain, of course, relies on Japan, 
but we can understand other Powers 
who are not allied with Japan pre- 

ferring to trust to their own trocp .

_ The news transmitted by Reuter that 
the American { overnment fear internal 
troubles in China this year and are there- 
‘fore for such an emoergoncy is 
ridiculed in all well-informed Chinese 
circles whether official or mercantile. So 
far as can be s-en the only internal 
troubles that need be feared in this 
cvuntry will be of «. local nature, 
such as anti-Christian outbreaks, which 
cannot spread beyond the hsien, or 
district originating such outbreaks. Any 
national disorders are considered im- 
probable, True, the extreme end of the 
so called Reform Party, headed by such 
theorists «# Kang Yi wei, Liang Chi- 
chao, Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and the like, 
have been trying to foment an anti 
dynastic revolution in China by means of 
the aid which they hope t» procure from 
the Chinese in the United States, 
Australia, and islands of the Pacific and 
Indian Ocean, who are being i:.flamed 
against the present dynasty by these so- 
called Reformers, and their emissaries. 
Indeed, certain adventurous foreigners

I have the honor to inform you that a meeting 
of the Diplomatic Representatives of the Powers which 
have troops stationed between this city and Shan-hai-kwan 
under the terms of Article IX of the Final Protocol of 
September 7, 1901, was held at the German Legation about 
a week ago to endeavor to agree to a time limit for the 
withdrawal of part of these forces. 


While the representatives of the Powers interested 


(Prance, Germany, Great Britain, Japan, Italy and Russia) 


were able to agree in principle to the withdrawal of the 
treops along the line of railway, except from Tientsin, 
they failed to agree as to the date by which it should be 
done. A term of three months was suggested, but it was 
found necessary by some of the Ministers to refer to 
their governments for instructions; also to consult them 
about leaving at some of the points evacuated - Tangku 
and Shan-hai-kwan especially - a few men to take care of 
the barracks and other governmental property at those 
pointe. 

The British Minister announced that his Government 
would hand over to the Chinese authorities all buildings 


it hed erected at points occupied by its troops, with- 


out anking any payment for them. The German authori- 
ties have been, I understand, endeavoring to sell to 
the Chinese; but I fancy that they, and probably the 
other Powers, will not be outdone by the British Gov- 
ernment in its seeming liberality. 

The German Minister has told me that whether an 
agreement is reached or not his troops will be with- 


drawn in the early part of April. The international 


garrison at Tientsin will be maintained at approximate- 
ly its present force.

The Consul General at Canton reported to this 
Legation under date of February 6, 1906, that the Rev. Dr.

The police was only 
conspicuous by its absence. 

I at once communicated the facts to the Waiewu Pu in 
the enclosed note, and asked it to take prompt action. 

I enclose herewith a copy of the reply which I have 
just received from the Prince of Ch'ing, which contains 
the report made to him by the Canton Viceroy on the matter, 

I shall await advices from our Consul General at Cane 
ton, to whom I am sending a copy of the Prince's note, be- 
fore taking any further action in the matter.

torches, broke inte the house of Dr.Andrew beattie, an Aner- 
ican missionary, on the island of Fati, south-west of Sha- 
meen, and separuted from it by the Pearl Hiver, seized or. 
Beattie and bound him hand and foot with wire, levelled 
their revolvers in his face and threatened him with death 
if he shoule give anh alarm or refuse to disclese the place 
where his money was kept; threatened ‘ire.teattie and the 
children, #0 that no resistance could be made, and proceeded 
to loct the house, The servants had been seized, gagged 
and bound already, and, as no police appeared, their work

ead bands about Canton are numerous and daily becoming bole- 


der, and there has been a cocd deal of piracy and robbery 
within a few miles of Canton, though this is the first in- 
stance of such an attack by an armed band upon a foreimer. 
Hae there been any police on duty in the neigh- 
berhood they must have seen the torches carried by the rob- 


bers; they must have heard the noise made in cpening the 
gates, or at least heve heard the shouts for help made by 
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Dr. Beattie from his verandah before the band broke into the 
house, No help came, however, and the Magistrate of the 
District knew nothing of the cecurrence until it was reperte 
ed to him by the Consul General. 

It becomes my duty, therefore, to request Your 
Imperial Highness to inatruct the Viceroy of the Two Kuang

have had to make frequent mention to the Department in the 
past in conrection with the boycott, to urge on the Wai-wu 
Pu that no treaty be concluded with the United States which 
does no« provide for the admission of Chinese laborers to 
the United States. 

In conversation the day before yesterday with Mr, Tang, j 


Under Secretary of the Wai-wu Pu, he told me that he was not 
in favor of concluding any arrangement with the United States 
which did not give satisfaction to the people of China. He 
deemed it more dignified for China to wait till public spin- 
ion in America had time to shape itself and recognize the 
equity of China's demands, than to"patch up” - to use his own 
expression, a new treaty out of that of 1894, which would not 
satisfy eitherparty to it. 

I said that I did not think this question at issue be- 
tween the two countries was such an extraordinarily difficult 


one to settle, as there was absolutely no discussion be- 
tween them about the coming of laborers to the United States,- 
which his Government had not raised. I advocated as a 

first step on the part of China the adoption of a system of 
passports like that in use in our country and in most other 


i 
countries of the world; passports to bear the seal of the 


Minister for Foreign Affairs, this seeming to me infinitely 
better than the present Chinese method of having such docu-. 
ments issued by a number of subordinate provincial authori- 
ties.
